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MUTINY OF THE BOUNTY. 



CHAPTER I. 



e king having been graciously plenscd 
comply with a request from tlie merohautB and 
pUuiters interested in his majesty's West India 
possessiomi, that the bread-lriiit tree might lie 
mtroduced into those islands, a vessel, proper 
for tiie tmdertaking, was bought, and taken int 
dock at Depttord, to be provided with the necei 
xturoa Bod preparations for executing tli 
object of the TO}-age. These were eompleled 
according to a plan of my much honoured friend, 
' Sir Joseph Banks, which, in the event, proved 
the most advantageous that eould have been 
adopted for the intended purpose. 

Theshipwasnamedthe Bounty; I was appointed 
to commandheron the 16th of August, I7B7. Her 
burthen was nearly two hundred and fifteen tons ; 
her extreme length on deck, ninety feet ten inches ; 
extreme breadth, twenty-four feet three inches; 
and height in the hold under the beams, at tile 
— "1 hatchway, ten feet three inches. In the 
pit wore Uie cabins of the surgeon, gunner, 
botanist, and clerk, with a aleward - room and 
store-rooms. The between decks was divided in 
the following manner; — the great cabin wa« ap- 
propriated for the preservation of the plants, and 
estended as far forward as the after hatcliway. 
It had two large sky-lights, and on each side 
three scuttles for air, and was fitted with a false 
floor cut full of holes to contain the garden-pota, 
I which the plants were to be brought home. 
The deck was covered with lead, and at the foremast 
oera of the cabin were flxed pipes to carry off 
water that drained from the plants, into tubs 
placed below to save it for future use, I had a 
small cabin on one side to sleep in, adjoining to 
cabin, and a place near the middle of 
) eat in. The bulk-head of this apart- 
at the after-part of the main hatchway, 
on each side of it were the births of the 
!H and midshipmen ; between these births tbe 
arm-ebest was phiced. The cabin of the master, 
vhich was always kept the key of the arms, 
opposite to mine. This particular descrip- 
tion of the interior parts of the ship is rendered 
necesaa^ by the eveiit of the expedition. 

The ship was masted according to the propor- 
tion of the navy; but, on my application, the 
II masta were shortened, as I thought them too 
I muchforher,con«dering the natnra of the voyage.

On the .?rd of September, tbe ship came on 
dock 'f but tbe carpentei^ and joiners remained 
board much longer, as they had a great deal of 
work to finish, 

:t material alteration made in the fitting 



of iron sliould be taken on board, instead of the 
customary proportion, which was forty-tlve tuis. | 
The stores and provisions I judged would be folly 
sufflcient to answer the purpose of the remainder ; 
for I am of opinion, that many of the misfortunes 
which attend sliips in heavy stomns of wiivi, are oe- 
casioned by too much dead weight in their bottoms. 

The eslablisbment of men and officers for the | 
sliipwere as follows : — I Lieutenant to command; 
1 Master ; I Boatswain ; 1 Gunner ; 1 Carpenter ; 

1 Surgeon ; 2 Master's Males ; 2 Midshipmen ;

Two shilful and careful men were appointed, at 
Sir Joseph Banks's recommendation, to have the I 
management of the plants intended to be brought 
home: the one, David Nelson, who had been on 
similar employment in Captain Cook's last voyage ; 
the other, William Brown, as an assistant to him. 
— With these two, our whole number amounted to 

It was proposed, that onr route to the Society 
Islands should be round Cape Horn ; and the 
greatest despatch became necessary, as the season 
was already far advanced : but the shipwrights 
not being able to complete their work by tbe time 
the ship was ready in other respects, our sailing 
was unavoidably retarded. However, by the 4th 
of October the pilot came on board to take us down 
'be river ; on flie 9thwefeD down to Long Reach, 
where we received our gunner's stores, and guns, 
four 4-pounderB and teu swivels. 

Tlie sliip was stored and viotuaHed for eighteen 
months. In addition to the customary allowance 
of provisions, we were suppbed with sour kroul, 
portable soup, essence of malt, dried malt, and a 
proporUon of barley and wheat in tieu of oatmeal. 
I was likewise funushed with a quantity of iron- 
work and trinkets, to serve in our interconrae 
with the natives in the South Seae : and from the 
Board of Longitude 1 received a time-keeper, made 
by Mr. Kendal. 

On the 15lh I received orders lo proceed te 
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Spithead; but tho wiitrla and weather were bo 
nnfaTOunUe tlint yre did not arriTu tliorn till tile 
4th of November. On thu 24th I received from 
Lord Hood, who conmiajidcd at Spilluuid, my 
final orders. The wind, which fur Bcverul days 
before had lieen fkvonrahle, was now turned 
directly against us. On Ibe 2Sth tbe ship's eom- 
pany reosived two montlis' pay in advaQce, and 
on the following momiDg wa worked out to St. 
Helen's, where we were obliged to anehnr. 

We made difl'erent nnsucc^eful utteiiiiitB to get 
down uhannel, but contraxy winds and bad weather 
constanlly foceed oa liach to St. Helen's, or Siiit- 
bead, until Snndny the 23rd of December, when 
we sailed with u fair wiud. 

The object of ali the former voyages to the 
Sooth SeiLH, undertaken by the coiumaud of liis 
present majeaty, lias been tlie a/lvaneeinent of 
Buienee, and the inereaae of knowledge. This 
voyage may be reckoned tlie first, the intcntiou of 
which has been to derive benefit from tboEie distant 
discoTeriea. For the more fully comprehending 
the nature and plau of tbe expedition, and that 
the reader may be possessed of every information 
neoosaary for entering on the following aheels, I 
shall here lay before him a copy of the instructions 
I received from the Admimlty, and likewise a short 
description of the bread-fruit.

In llie foregoing orders it is to he observed, 
that 1 was particularly directed to proceed round 
Cape Horn ; but, as the Heoeon was so far ad- 
vanced, and we were bo long detained by contrary 
winds, I made application to the Admiralty for 
discretional orders on that point ; to whiub I

necessary and uacless. However, as it mat 
tribute to the convenience of the reader, 1 
given the following extracts respecting iL 
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"The bread-fruit (as we raJl it,) grows on a 
laff^ tree, ns 1]ig ODil bigh an our hraeBt apple- 
trcee. It hatli a ^rcaduiK head, full of brancheg 
and dork leaves. Tbe fruit grows on the buughH 
liki! B]>pU'H ; it is as big as a peniiy-loaf when wheat 
is at Ave BhilliogH the busliel; it is of a round 
shape, und hath a thick tough rind. When the 
fnlit is ripe, it is yellow and soft, and the taste is 
Bweet and pleasant. The natives of Guam use 
it for bread. They niher it, when full-grown, 
while it is {rrcen and liord ; then they bake it in 
an oven, which Hcorfbeth the rind and makes It 
black; bat they scrape offthe outside black crust, 
and there remains a tender thin crust ; and the 
inside is soft, tender, and white like the crumb of a 
penny-loaf. There is neilhet aeetl nor ilont in tlie 
inside, hut all is of a pure substance, like bread. 
It must be eaten new; for, if it is kept above 
twenty-fnur houra, it grows harsh and choaky; 
but it is very pleasant before it is loo stale. This 
fruit lasts in season eiyht numtht in the year, 
during which the natives eat mo D/A«r aori iff food 
qf breatl kinii. I did never see of fliis fruit any 
where but here. The natives told us, that there 
is plenty of this fruit growing on tlie rest of the 
Ladrone islands : and I did necer hear of il ang 



" Tlicre was, at Tinian, a kind of fruit, peenliar 
to these (Ladrone) islands, called by tlie Indians 
Thgnaji, but by us the bread-frtat ; for it was 
constantly eaten by ns, daring onr stay apon the 
island*, instead of bread; and so univentdly 
preferred, that no ship's bread was expended in 
that whole interval. It grew upon a tree wllich 
is somewhat lofty, and which towards the top 
divides into large and spreading branches. The 
leaves of this tree are of a remarkable deep green, 
are notched aboni the edges, and are generally 
from a foot to eighteen inches in length. The 
fruit itaelf is found indifferently on all parts of 
llie branches ; it is, in sliaiie, ratlier elliplical 
than round ; it is covered villi a tougii nnd, and 
is usually seven or eight inches long ; each of 
them grows sin^^y, and not in clusleiE. This 
fVuit is fittest to be used when it is fiill-gn>wn, 
but still green ; in which state, after it is pro- 
perly pro]iared by being roasted in the embers. 
Its laetc has some distant resemblance to that of 
an artichoke's boltom, and its testure is not very 
ditfcrent, for it is soft and spungy."

" The bread-fruit grows on a tree that is about 
the sixc of a middling oak ; its leaves are frequently 
a foot and a half long, of an oblong shape, deegily 
sinuutod like those uf the fig-tree, which they 
resembli: iu cunustence and eolour, and in the 
exuding of a while milky juice upon b«ng broken. 
Thr- fruit is about the size and shaiie of a child's 
Inwl, and the surface is rclicuiutt-ij not much un- 



like a truffle : it is covered with a thin skin, 
has a core abont as big ns the handle of a si 
kuife. Tho eatable part ties between tlie shin 

ore ; it is OS white as (mow, and somewhat of 
onsisleuce of new bread ; it tnnst be roasted 
c it ia eaten, being first divided into three a\ 
four parts. Its taste is insipid, with a slight 
sweetness somewhat reeeinbling tjiat uf the cru ' 
at wheaten bread mixed with a Jerusalem a 
choke." 

" Of the many vegetables tlut have been ni 
tinned already as serving them for fooil, tbe priii- 
oijial is the bread-fruit. In procure which eosts them 
no trouble or labour but elinibing a tree, 
tree which prodnces it does not indeed shoo 
spontaneously J but, if a man plants ten of them 
in his life-lime, which he may do in about an hi 
be will as completely fhUil bis duty to his i 
and future generations as the uaUve of our 
temperate chmate can do by ploughing iu the cold 
winter, and reding in the summer's heat, as often 
as these seaHonB return ; even if, after lie has pro- 
cured bread for his present household, he should 
convert a surplus into money, aud lay it up for his 
children. 

" It is true, indeed, that tho bread-fruit if 
always in season ; but cocoa-nuts, baiuuas, ] . 
tains, and a great variety of other Iruits, supply 
the deficiency." 
EitiBd from the account of Cnpljiin Gink's laat Vo; 

■• I (Captain Cook) have inquired vei^ carefully 
into their mauner of cultivating the bread-&uit 
tree at Otaheiie ; but was always answered, that 
tiiey never planted it. This, indeed, most be evi- 
dent to every one who will examine the places 
where (he young trees come up. Itw-illbealwa] 
observed, tiiat IJiey spring from the coots of th 
old ones, which run along near tlie surface of tJi 
ground. So tlult tlie bread-fruit trees may l 
reckoned (hose that would naturally cover tl 
phtins, even supposing that tbe island was m 
mhabited ; in the same manner that the white- 
barked trees, found at Van Diemen's Land, ci 
atitule tlie forests thera. And from this we m , 
observe, tiiat the inhabitant of OUbeite, instead 
of b«ng obliged to plant his bread, will tathir be 
under the necessity of preventing its progress; 
which, 1 suppose, is sometimes done, to give room 
for trees of another sort, to afibrd him some variety 



" The breail-fruit trees are planted, and flourish 
with great luxuriance, on rising grounds."- 
" Where the hills rise almost peri)ondicularly 
a great variety of peaked forma, tlieir Htocp sidi 
and ^e deep chasms between them are eoven 
with trees, amongst which those of the hread-lrnit 
Were observed particuhirly \a abound." 

"The climate of the Sandwich Ishutds difiers 
very little bora that of the West India Isli 
which lie in the same latitude. Upon the whole, 
perlups, it may be rather more temperate." 

"The bread-fruit trees thrive in these isli 
not iu sudi abundance, but produce donble the 
ijiiantity of fruit they do on the rich plains of Ota- 
heite. The trees are nearly of the some height, 
but tho branches begin to strike out from the 
trunk much lower, and with srcatcr luxuriaoce."

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CHAPTER U. 



On Sunday morning, the 23d of December 1787, 
we sailed frum Spithend, and, piLsaing thr"U{;)i the 
Needles, directed our eonrae dnwn chanuel,with a, 
freali gale of wind at bbbI. In tha afternoon one 
of the BcajQBD, in furling the main-toji-gallant Bail, 
fell off the yard, and was bo fortunate as to save 
' nnself by catching hold of the nmin-top-mast-BtBy 
I his fall. At night the wiiid incFoKsed to a 
Btroag gale, with a heavy sea. It tnoderateil, 
ever, on the 25th, and allowed ua to keep nur 
letmoB with cheerfulneea ; hut the tollawing 
day it blew a severe storm of wind from the eaat- 
vsrd, which continued till tlie 29th, in the course 
of which we Buffered greatly. One sea broke 
away the spare yarda and spars out of the star- 
board matn chains. Another heavy sea broke 
into the ship, and stove all the boats. Several 
casks of beer that had been lashed upon deck 
■■-re broke loose and washed overboard, and it 
B not without great difficulty and risii that uo 
re able to secure the boats from being washed 
away entirety. On the 29th we were in latitude 
39° 35' N. and longitude 14° 20' W. when the 
gale abated, and the weather become fair. Besides 
other mischief done to us by the shirm, a large 
quantity of our bread was damaged and rendered 
useless, for the sea had stove in our stem, and 
filled the cabin wth water. From tliis time to 
our artivol at Teneriffe we had moderate weather, 
and winds mostly Irom the northward. 

January 4Ch. This forenoon we Bpoke a French 
ship bound to tho Mauiidns. The next day, at 
■ in the forenoon, we saw the island of Tene- 
. bearing W.S.W. i W. about twelve leagues 
distant. It was covered with a thick haze, except 
the north-weatemmosl part, which is a remarkable 
headland, resembling a horse's head, the ears very 
distinct. To the eastward of this head lie two 
round rocks, the northern boundary of Teneriffe. 
A Spanish packet, bound to Corunna, an American 
' ' and several other vessels, were lying here. 

soon as the ship waa anchored, I scut an 
officer {Mr. Christian) to wait on the governor, 
aud to acquaint hitn 1 hod put in to obtain re- 
'reshmentfl, and lo repair the damages we had 
ustainod in bad weatlier. To this I had a very 
^lolite answer from the governor*, that I should 
be supplied with whatever the island afforded. I 
had also directed the officer to acquaint liim that 
I would salute, provided an equal number of f 
to be returned ; but, as I received an ex 



number but to persons eqool in rank to hituself, 
this ceremony was omitted. 

During Ibis interval I was viated by the port- 
master (Captain Adams), and sliortly afterwarda 
lovcral officers come on board from his excellency, 
X) complimeut me on my arrival. As soon as the 
shore, and paid my

ship's business with the ntmost dispateb, and g&ve I 
the necessary directions to Messrs. Cullogan and 
Sons, the contractors, for the supplies I wimted. 
I also got leave of the governor for Mr. Nelson to 
range the hilts and examine the country in search | 
of plants and natural curiosities. I 

As there was a great surf on the shore, I bar- | 
gained for every thing 1 wanted to be brought off , 
by the shore biiata, and agreed to give five shil- 
lings per ton for water. Very good wine waa 
bought at ten pounds per pipe, the contract price ; 
bnt the superior quality was fifteen pounds ; and 
some of this was not much inferior to the beat 
London Madeira. I foimd this was an un&vonr- 
ahle season for other re&eahments : Indian e< 
potatoes, pumpkins, and onions, were all -very 
scarce, and double the price of what they are in 
summer. Beef also was diUicnlt to bo procured, 
and exceedingly poor ; the price nearly sixpence 
farUiiug per pound. The com waa three current 
dollsfs pec fUiego, which is full five ahillinga per < 
bushel ; and biscuit at twenty-five sbilliugs for the 
hundred pounds. Poultry was so scarce that a 
good fowl cost three sliilllngs. This is, therefore, 
not a pUee for ships to expect refreshments at a I 
reasonable price at this titne of the year, wine 
excepted ; but from March to November supplies 
re plentiful, particularly fruit ; of which at this 
me we could procure none, except a few drieU I 
^ and some bad oranges. 
The landing on the beach is generally imprac- 
ticable with our own boats, at least without great 
, but there is a very fine pier, on which people 
may land without difficulty if there is not much 
swell m the road. To this pier the water is con- 
veyed by pipes for the use of shipping, and for 
wh^cli all merchant-ships pay. 

:e is a degree of wretchedness and wont 
the lowei' class of people, which Is not any 
so common as among the Spanish and 
Portugaese settlements. To alleviate tlieae evils, 
'* e present governor of Teneriffe baa instituted a 
ost charitable society, which he takes the trouble 
[o superintend j aod by conMderable contributiooB, I 
a large aiiy dwelling, that contains one hnodred j 
and twenty poor girls, and as many men and boys, j 
has been built, and endowed witti a snfScienoy of 
land round it, not only for all present purposes, 
but for enlarging the building for more objects of 
charity as tlieir funds increase. 1 had the honour 
to be sliown by his excellency this asylum, 
(Hospicio they call it,} where there appeared in 
every countenance the utmost cheerfulness and 
cotiteut. The decency and neatness of the dress 
of the young females, with the order in wliich they 
were arranged at their spinning-wheels and looms, 
in an extensive airy apartment, was admirable, i 
A governess inspected and regulated all their 
works, which were the manufacturing of ribbons 
of all colours, coarse linens, and tajiea ; all whioh 
were managed and brought to perfection by them- 
selves, from the silk and flax in their first state ; 
even the dyeing of the colours is performed by 
them. These girls are received for five years, at 
the end of which they are at liberty to marry, and 
have for their portions their wheel and loom, with 
a sum of money proportioned lo the state of the 
fund, which is assisted by the produce of their l| 
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lie men and bojB are not less attended to : 
they are employed in coarser work, blanltcting 
aiid D.II kinds of common woalleiu : if they become 
iofinu, they Bpend [he remainder of their days 
here cumforuhly, and under a watelifol inspector, 
who attends them in the same manner as the 
govemesa does the girls. They are all visited 
every day by the govcmor, and a clergyman 
attends them every evening. By this humane in- 
stitution a number of people are rendered useful 
and industrious, in a eouatrj where the poor, from 
the indulgence of the chmale, are too apt to prefer 
a life of inactivity, though attended with wrctvlied- 
nesR, to obtaining the comforts o( life by industry 
and labour. 

The number of inbabitanta in the island, I was 
informed, were estimated at between eighty and 
B hundred thousand. Their annual export of 
ae in twenty thousand pipes, and of brandy half 
that quantity. Vessels are frequently here from 
St. EuBtatia, and from thence a great quantity of 
TeneriiTf wine is carried to the different parta of 
the West Indies, under the name of Madeira. 

TencrilTo 'm coniddered of more valne than all 
the other Canaries : the inluibitants, however, in 
Bcnreo seasous receive supplies from the Grand 
Canary ; but their vineyards here are said to be 
greatly superior. Their produce of com, though 
eicccdingly good, is not sufficient for their con- 
iniption ; and, owing to this, the Americans have 
n advantageous trade here for their flour and 
grain, and take wine in return. 
"he town of Santa Cruz is abont half a mile in 
mt each way, built in a regular manner, and 
the houses in general lai^ and airy, but the 
streets are very ill paved. ! am lold that they 
are subject to few diseaacs ; but if any epidemic 
distemper breaks out, it is attended with the most 
falal eonseqaences, particularly the small-pox, the 
bail effects of which they now endeavour to coun- 
temct by inoculation. For this reason they are 
very circumnpect in admitting ships to have coni- 
lication with the shore without bills of health. 
. sloop from London, called the Chance, Wil- 
liam Meredith, master, bound to Barbadnes, out 
□iueteen days from the Downs, came into the road 
the day before we sailed. She had suHered mucb 
by llie bad weather ; but, having brought no bill 
of health, the governor would not allow auy person 
conte on shore, unless 1 could vouoh for them 
at no epidemic disease raged in England at the 
ne they sailed, which I was able to do, it being 
arly at the same time that 1 left the land ; and 
by that means they had the governor's permifisioD 
to receive the supplies tliey wanted, wiuiout being 
obliged td perform ijuarantiue. 

luving ftuished our buiuness at Teneriffe, on 
Thursday the 10th, we sailed with the wind at 5.E., 
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cTier Christian, one of the mates. — I ha' _ 
always considered this as a desirable regulation, 
when circumstances will admit of it, on many 
accounts ; and am persuaded that onbroken real 
not only contributes much towards the health <i 
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thirds allowance of bread ; I also directed the 
water for drinking to be tillered through drip- 
stones that I had bongbt at Teneriffe for tbut 
purpose. 

We ran all night towards the S.S.W., having 
the wind at S.E. The next momingwe could see 
nothing of the land. I now made tlie ship's com- 
pany acquainted with the intent of the voyage ; 
and, having been permitted to hold out this en- 
couragement to them, I gave assurances of the 
certainty of promotion to every one whose endea- 
vours should merit it. 

The winds, for some days after leaving Tene- 
riffe, were mostly from tlie southward. Fishing- 
lines and tackle were distributed amongst the 
people, and some duliihins were caught. 

On the 17th the wind came roui^ to the N^ 
and continued steady in that quarttir till the 25th, 
on which day, at noon, we were in 3° 54' N. As 
the cloudineBS of the sky gave us reason to expect 
much rain, we prepared the awnings with hoses 
for the convenience of saving water, in which we 
were uot disappointed. From this time to our 
meeting with the S.E. tiade wind we had much wet 
weather, the air cluse and sultry, with calms, and 
light variable winds, generally frem the aoathward. 

On the 29th there was so heavy a fkll of nun 
that we caught scvou hundred gallons of water. 

On the 3]b1, latitude at noon, 2° b' N., found a 
current setting to (he N.E., al the rato of fourteen 
miles in the twenty-four hours. The thermometer 
was at 82" in the shade, and SIJ" at the snrfaca 
of tho sea, BO that the air and the water were 
within half a degree of the same temperature. At 
eight o'clock in the evening we observed a violent 
rippling in tho sea, about half a mile to the N.W. 
of un, which hail very much the appearance of 
breakers. This 1 imsgine to have been occa- 
sioned by a lai^ echool (or multitude) of Hah, as 
it was exacUy in the track the ship had passed, so 
that if any real shoal had beon there, we must 
have seen it at the close of the evening, when a 
careful look-out was always kept. However, if it 
had appeared ahead of ns, instead of astern, I 
should certainly have tacked to avoid it To such 
appearaiives 1 attribute the accounts of many 
shoals within the tropics, which cannot be found 
any where but in ampn. Our latitude at this time 
was 2° 8' N., BJid longitude 19° 13' W. The next 
day we had more of these appearances, from the 
number of schools of fish by which the ship was 
BOTTOunded. 

Saturday the 2»d. This momiug we saw a sail 
to the N.N.W., but at loo great a distance to dis- 
tinguish what she was. 

Monday the 1th. Had very heavy rain ; during 
which wo nearly lilted all our empty water casks. 
So much wet weather, with the closeness of the 
air, covered every thing with mildew. The idiip 
was aired below with hres, and frequently sprinkled 
with vinegar ; and every little interval of dry 
weather was taken advanlaae of to open all the 
hatuhways, and clean the ahip, and to liave all the 
people's wet things washed and dned. 

With this weather, and light unsteady winds, 
we advanced but 2{ degreea in twelve days ; at 
the end of which time we were relieved by the 
S.E. trade wind, which we fell in with on tho Rtii 
at noon, in latitude 1° 21' N., and longitude 
20' ii- W. 
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The next afternoon we crossed the equinoctial 
ine, in longitude 21° 50' W. Tho weather tie«»me 
ino, and the S, E. trade wind wrh Ircsh nnd aCeady, 
vich which we kept a point (ren from the wind, 

1 got lo the aouthwnid at a goad 
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brand in OBaka, properly propi 
ception, to preserve it from vermin : this oxperi- 
ment, we afterwBrds found, answered exceedingly 

On the 1 fith, »t daylight, we saw a aail to the 
floatliward. The next day we came up with her, 
and found her (o he the British Q,ueen, Simon 
Paul, master, from London, bound lo the Cape of 
Good Hope on the whale-fisliery. She sailed from 
Falmouth the 5th of December, eighteen days 
before I left Spithead. By this ship I wrote to 
England. At Hunset she was almost out of sight 

Monday the IBth. At noon we were m lalitadc 
SO" 44' S., and longitude 31° 53' W. In onr ad- 
vances townrds the south, the wind had gradually 

E.N.E. The weather, after Erosung the Line, had 
been fine and clear, but the air so sultry as to 
occasion great faintuBss, the qnieksilver in the 
thermometer, in the day-Ume, standing at between 
81 and 83 degrees, and one time at 85 degrees. 
In uur passaj^ through the noithem tropic, the 
air was temperate, the snn having then high south 
declination ajid ' the weatlier being generally fine 
till we lost the N.E. trade wind ; but such a thick 
htue surrounded the horizon, that no object could 
be seen, exoept at a very small distauee. The haze 
commouly cleared away at sunset, and gathcpcd 
agam at sunrise. Between the N.E. and S.E. 
trade winds, the calms aiid rains, if of lone con- 
tinuance, are very liable to pt^iduce sickness, 
unless great attention is paid to keeping the ship 
clean and wholesome, by giving all the air pas- 
sible, drying between decks with fires, and drying 
and airing the people's olothea and beilding. 
Besides these precautions, we frequently welled 
with vinegar ; and every evening the ptimpB were 
used as ventiiatora. With these endeavours to 
secure health, wc passed tlio low latitudes without 
a single complaint. 

The currents we met with were by no means 
regular, nur have I ever found them so in the 
middle of the ocean. However, from the channel 
to the southwanl, as far as Madeira, there is gene- 
rally a current setting to the S. S.E. 

Un tile evening of the 31st, a ship was seen in 
tile N'.E., but at too great adistance to distinguisli 
of what country. The next day the wind came 
round lo tlie N. and N.W., so that we eould no 
longer consider ourselves in the trade wind. Onr 
hilitudo at noon wan 25° 5S' S., longitude 36° 
29' W. Variation of the comjiasG three degrees 

Sat. S3rd, towards night the wind died away, 
and we had some heavy showers of rain, of whic'h 
we profiled, by saving a ton of good water. The 
next day we caught a shark and five dolphins. 

Tuesday, 26th, we bent new sails, and made 
othpi' neoessar)' preparationa for encountering the 
weather that was to be expected in a high latitude. 
Our latitude at noun was 2!)° 38' S., hragitude 41° 
H' W. Variatbn 7° 13' E. lu the afUmoon, 
ttie wliul being westerly, and blowing strong iif 



HquaUs, some butterflies, and other insects, like 
what we call hor^e-flies, were blown on boai-d of 
ns. No birds were seen except sbeerwalers. Our 
distance &om the coast of Brazil at Ibis time waa 
above lllO leagues. 

Sunday, March 2Qd, in the forenoon, after seeing 
that every person was clean, divine service was 
performed, according to my usual custom on this 
day. I gave to Mr. Fletdis* Christian, whom I 
bad before directed to take chrtrge uf the third 
watch, a written order t^ act as lieutenant. 

Saturday, Bth. We were at noon in latitude 
36° fiO' S., and" longitude 63° BS' W. Tlie laat 
four days, we several times tried for soundings, 
without finding bottom, tltuugh considerably to 
the westward of Captain Wallis'B traok, who had 
sounduigs at fiKy-four fathoms depth, in latitude 
aa- 40' S., and longitude 4ii° 51' W, This day 
wo tried with two hundi-ed and forty fathoms of 
line, but did not find bottom ; at the same time, 
observing a rijipling in tlie water, we tried the 
current by mooring a keg with one hundred 
fathoms of line, by which it nrnieareil to run to 
the N.N.W.,attherateof a mile and a half per 
hour. By the noon observation, however, we were 
eighteen milea to the southward of our reckoning. 
In the afternoon we saw a turtle fioating, and, nut 
having much wind, hoisted a boat ont, and sent 
after It ; but it was found to be in a putrid state, 
with a number of crabs feeding upon it. 

The change of temperature began now to be 
aansibly fall, there being a variation in the tliep- 
mometer, since yesterday, of ei^t degrees. That 
the jieopla might not sufier by their own negli- 
gence, I gaveoi-ders fortheir light tropical elothm^ 
t<i be put by, and made them dress in a manner 
more suited to a cold climate. 1 had provided 
for tliix before I left England, by giving direotioQS 
for such clothes to be purehased ns wore nooes- 

Monday, 10th. In the forenoon wo struck 
soundings at eighty-three fathoms depth ; oup 
lutitnde 40° 8' S., and longitude 5fi° 40' W. This 
I coDolude to have been near the edge of the 
bank; for, the wind being at S.S.W., we stood 
towards the S. E. ; and, after running fourtMD 
miles in that diractiDn, we coold find no bottom 
with one hundred and sixty fathoms of line, la 
the night we stood towards the W.S.W., with a 
southerly wind, and got again into soimdings. 
The next day we saw a great number of whales 
of an immense size, that had two spout-boles on 
the hack of the bead. — Upon a corophLint made to 
me by the master, I found it necessary lo punish 
Matthew Quintal, one of the seamen, with two 
dozen lashes, for Insolence aud umtlnous beha- 
viour. Before thia, I had not had occasion to 
punish any person on board. 

On the 12tli, we caught a porpoise, by striking 
it with tho grains. Eveiy one ate heartily of it ; 
and it was so well liked, tliat no part was wasted. 

On tho Hth, in tlie afternoon, we saw a land- 
bird like a lark, and passed part of a dead whale 
that had been left by some whalers afler they had 
taken tho blubber off. Saw, likewise, two strange 

On tho 19th, 
within twenty leagues of ^ort Desire; but the 
wind bhiwing fiwih Erom the N.W. with thick 
foggy weather, 1 did not attempt to make thd 
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lanrt. We passed a good deal of roek-weed, and 
saw roauy whales, aud alhatrosses and other »oa- 

Ou tlic 20th, in the aJtemoon, the wind, wliieh 
hwl for Borae time nast \\een northerly, suddenly 
shifted to the W.S.W. and blew hard. We steered 
to the S.S.E. ; and on the 33rd, at two o'clock in 
e morning, we discovered the coast of Terra 
del FuBj^ teiirinj; S.E. At nine in llie forenoon 
we w(?re off Cape St. Diego, the eaatem part of 
Terra dt-i Fuego, The wind being; unfarourahle, 
1 diougiit it more advisable to gn round to the 
snstwanl of Stalen Load, than to attempt paSBing 
tiirougli Straitrt If Maire. The two opposite eijaafs 
ot the Straits exhibited very different appeamnces. 
The land of Terra del Fuego herealwuta, tJiough 
interior parts are mountainooii, yet near the 
It ia of a moderate bright, and, at the distance 
wore from it, had nut an nnuromiaing appear- 
n. The coast of Stateu Land, near the Straits, 
tountainoUB and craggy, and remarkable for its 
high pealied hills. Straits le Miure is B fair 
opening, which cannot well be mistaken ; hut if 
any doubt could remain, the different appeanuiceB 
of the opposite shores would suflioiently make the 
Straits known. 

I did not sail withfai less thsn BJx leagues of the 
coast, that we might have the wind more regular, 
and avoid being exposed to the heavy squalls that 
came off from the land. 

The right of New Year's Harbour ahnoat 
tempted me to pat in i but the lateness of the 
■eaten, and the people being in good health, deter- 
mined me to Uyaaide all tlioiiglits of refreshment, 
until we ahoolii reach Utahelte. At two o'clock 
In the afternoon, Hic easternmost of New Year's 
Isles, where Captain Cook observed the hititude 
' :i be 55° 41)' S., bore from us south four leagues. 
Ve saw the entrance isles of New Year's harbour; 
t the hack of which the bind is very craggy 
nd niountljiuoilR. This must he a 
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and easy. 

About two leaeufa to the westward of Cape St. 
John, 1 observed thi> separation ot the mountains 
that Captain Cook has taken notice of, which has 
the apptaranee of Statcn Land being there divided 
'jito two islands. 

Monday, S4Ih. We had stood to the southward 
ill night, with the wind at W.S.W. and S.W. 
At eight in the morning, Cape St. Jobn bora 
N.W,, ten leagues distant. Soon after we lo^ 
sight of the land. 

From the time we lost sight of the land, to the 
end of the mouth, we were struggling witli bad 
weather and contrary winds : but on the moruing 
of the aiat the wind came to the N.N.G., and 
utile us entertain great hopes that we should bo 
hie to accomplish our passage round the Cape 
without much difilculty. At noon we were in 
latitude CD' 1' S., and in 71° 4^' W. longitude, 
a B" 26' W. of the meridian of Cape St. 
Jobn, This flatturing appearanoe was not of loog 
ctmtiiinanee i in the night the wind became vari- 
able, aud next day settled again in tlie W. and 
N. W,, with very liad weather, 

Uii April 2ud, in the morning, the wind, which 
had blown fresh all night Irom the N.W., came 
Houud to the S. W., and iuereaeed U> a heavy gale. 
At idx in the maniing the storm cKcooded what I 



had ever met with before ; and the sea, from the 
frequent shifting of the wind, running in contrary 
directions, broke exceeding high. Our ship, how- 
ever, lay to very well, under a mwn and fore stay- 
sail. The galo continued, with severe squalls of 
hail and sleet, the remainder of this, and alt the 
next day.^On the 4th, the wind was less violent, 
but far from moderate. With so much bad 
weather, I found it necessary to keep a constant 
fire, night and day ; and one of the watch always 
attended to dry the people's wet cloHies : and tliis, 
I have no doulit, contributed as much to tlieir 
health as to their comfort. 

Our companions in this inhospitable region, 
were albatrosses, and two beautiful kinds of birds, 
the small blae petterel, and pintada. A great 
many of these were frequently about the wake of 
the ship, which induced the people to float a line 
with hooks biuted, to endeavour to catch them ; 
aud their attempts were successful. The method 
they used, was to fasten the but a foot or two 
before the hook, and, by giving the line a sudden 
jerk when the bird was at the bajt, it was hooked 
in the feet or body. 

On the 6th the weather was moderate, and con- 
tinued so till the Dtli, with tho wind reenna 
between the N.W. and S.W.; of which we were 
able to take advantage. 

On the lOtli we saw some fish, which appeared 
stiotted, and about the «ze of bonelos : these were 
the only fish we had seen in this high latitude. 

The stormy weather continued with a great aea. 
The ship now began to complain, and required to 
be pumped every hour ; which was no more than 
we had reasori to expect from such a continuance 
of gales and hi^ seas. The decks also became so 
leaky, that 1 was obliged to allot the great cabin, 
of which I made little ust, except in fine weather, 
to those people who had wet births, to bang their 
hammocks in ; and by this means the betweeu- 
decks was less crowded. 

Every morning all the hanunockB were taken 
down from where they hung, and when the weather 
was too bad to keep thein upim deck, tiiey were 
pnl in the cabui ; so that the betweijn-ileekB were 
cleaned daily, aud aired with fires, if Ilie hatchways 
could not lie opened. With all this bad weatherj 
wo had the additional mortification to find, at the 
raid of every day, that we were losing ground ; for 
notwithstanding our utmost exertions, and keeping 
on the most advantageous tacks, (which, if the 
weather had been at all moderate, would have 
aufBciently answered our purpose) ygt the greater 
part of the time, we were doing little better than 
drIAini; before the wind. 

Birds, as usual, were about the ship, and aome 
of tliem caught ; and, for the first time since we 
left Staton Land, we saw some whales. This 
morning, owing to the violent motion of the ship, 
, the cook fell and brake one of his ribs, and another 
man, by a fall, dislocated his shoulder. The gun- 
ner, who had the charge of a watch, was laid irp 
with the riienniatism : and this was the first sick 
list tint appeared on board the ship. . The time of 
full moon, which was approaching, made me en- 
tertain hopes, that, after that perioil, we should 
change of wind 
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Ah vie caught u goud mmiy binla, but which wert) 
all Wd, and tasted Rshy, we tried on experiment 
upon them which Bucveoded admimbly. Uy keep* 
ing them cooped np, and crajmning thorn with 
ground com, ttiey improved wonderfully in a short 
Umc ; BO that the pintoda birds became as line as 
ducks, and the albatro)iBeH were as fat, and not 
inferior in taate ta fine geese. Some of the latter 
birds were caught that measured Beven feet be- 
tween the extremitiea of the wings, when spread. 
Thia unexpected supply came very opportunely ; 
for none ot oar Uve stock remained exeept hogs, 
the Hheep and poultry not being hardy enough t<i 
stand the severity of the weather. 

This moroing, the wind died away, and we had 
a eolm for a few hourB, which gave us bopes that 
the next would be a more favourable wind. A hog 
was kiUed for the ship's company, which gave 
them an excellent meat Towards noon, to our 
great diaappointment, the wind sprung up again 
&OD1 the w-eatward, aod in the afternoon blow 
strong, with snow and hail storms. 

This was the second day after (he full moon ; 
but, as 1 have remarked before, it had no influence 
on ^e weather. At noon our latitude was 68' 31' 
S., and longitude 70° 7' W., which is near seven 
degrees to the eastward of our atuation on the 
morning of the ninth instant, when we had advanced 
the fiirtheBt in our power to the westward, being 
then in 76° 58' W., three degrees to the west of 
Cape Deseada, the west part of the Straits of 
Magellan ; and at this time we were 3° 5i' to the 
east of it, and hourly loMQg ground. 

It was with much concern I saw how hopeless, 
and even unjustifiable it was, to penriat any longer 
in attempting a paffiOge this way to the Society 
Islands. Wo had been thirty days in this tem- 
pestuous ocean. At one time we lud advanced bo 
far to the weatward as to have a fair prospect of 
making our passage round ; but from Uiat period 
hard gales of westerly wind had continued without 
intermiBsiou, a few liours excepted, which, to 
borrow an eipression in Lord Anson's voyage, 
were " like the elements drawiug breath to return 
npon U8 with redoubled violence." The season 
was now too far advanced for uh to expect more 
&vourable Windsor weather, and we had sufRciently 
experienced ' the im]ioasibLlity of beatuig rouni) 
against the wind, or of advancing at all wiUiout the 
help of a fMT wini^ for which there was little 
TEason -ta hope. Another consideration, which 
hod great weight with me, was,. that if I persisted 
in Diy attempt' tliis way, and Bbould, after all, fail 
to get roiind,it would 'occasion such a loss of time, 
that our arrival at Otolieite, sooo eonugh to return 
in the preper season by the East Indies, would be 
rendered precarious. On the other hand, the 
prevalence of the westerly winds in high southern 
latitudes, left me tio reason to doubt of making a 
quiet: passage to the Cape uf Good Hope, and thence 
to tlie eastward reund New Holland. Having 
maturely eonsidored all circumstances, I deter- 
mined to bear away for the Cape of Good Hope ; 
and at five o'clock on the evening of tlie 22d, Ihe 
wind then blowing strong at west, I ordered the 
helm to be put a-weather, to the great joy of every 
person on board. Out sick list at this tune had 
increased to eight, mostly with rheumatic coni- 

E hunts : in other respects the people were in good 
ealth, though exceedingly jaded. 



The passage round Cape Horn, mto the South 
Seas, during the sununer months, has seldom been 
attended with difficulty, and is to he preferred, ii 
the moderate seasons, to the more distant roub 
to the eastward, roond the Cai>e of Good Hope and 
New Holland. If we had been one month earlier, 
or perhaps less, I doubt mtt but we should h&ve 
effected our passage. 



CHAPTER III. 



The westerly winds and stormy weather con- 
tinuing, gave me no reason to re]«nt of my deler- 
mioation. On the'J5lhatnoon, we weru in latitude 
5^° Ifi' S.,and longitude 57° 4' W. The ueares 
the Falkland Isbnds, by my reckoning, then b 
N. 13° W. ; (iistanee "23 leaguee. Our stock of 
water being sufficient to serve ua to the Cape of 
Goud Hope, 1 did not think it worth while to 
stop at these islauds, as the refreshment we might 
obhiin tJiere would scarce r^pay us for the expense 
of tuue : wB therefore continued our course towards ■ 
the N.E. and E.N.E. 

Thuraday 22, at two in tlie afternoon, we saw the 
Table Mountain of the Cape of Good Hope. As it 
is reckoned unsafe riding in Table Bay at this time 
of the year, I steered for False Bay. The next 
evening we anchored in the outer pnjii and on the 
forenoou of the 21th got the ship secured in Simon's 
Bay, which is in tlie inner part of False Bay. We 
found lying here, one outward-bound Dutch IndiOi- 
man, five other Dutch ships, and a French diip. 

After saluting the tort, which was returned by 
on equal number of guns, I went on shore, and 
diapalchea were sent away to Cape Town, to acquaint 
the governor of our arrival. A Dutch ship at this 
time lying in Table Bay, bound for Europe, I sent 
letters by her to tlie Admiralty. It is very unuansl 
for ships to be in Table Bay so tale in the year, on 
account of the stmng N.W. winds. April is the 
time limited. 

I gave the necessary direcldona for getting onr 
wants supplied- The sliip required to be caulked 
in every part, for she was become so leaky, that ! 
we had been obliged to pump «very hour in our I 
passage frem Cape Horn. Tins we immediately 
set about, as well as repairing our sails and rigging. 
The severe weather we bod met with, and the 
Icakiness of the ship, made it necessary to exam' 
iillo the state of all the stores and provisions, 
the latter, a good deal was found damaged, par- | 
tioularly the bread.— The time-keeper I took on 
shore to ascertain its rate, and other instruments, 
to make the neoessary aslrononiieal observations. ^ 
— Fresh meat^ with soft bread, and plenty of vege- i 
tables, were issued daily to the ship's company, j 
the whole time we remained here. A few days ' 
after our arrival, I went over to Cape Town, and ' 
waited on his excellency M. Vauder GrauT, the | 
governor, who oblighigly arranged matters so 
much to our advantage, that we scarcely felt the | 
inconvenience of being at a diilonce frem the Cape j 
Town, whence wo received all our supplies. 

During our stay-here, 1 took care to preoure 
scedsandplantstliat would be valuablcatOtaheite, | 
and the different places we might touch at in ouc 
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way tliither. In thia I was greatly sssuited by 
Colonel Gordon, the comriBnder of the troops. In 
company with this ^ntlemaii, the 1d»i of the 
GroBvenur East Indiamaii was mentiimed : on 
Ibis Hubjcct, Colonel Gordon Bxprensed great con- 
cern, that, bom anything he had aaid, hopes wore 
still entertained to flatter the aiTectioniLte wishes 
of tlie Burriving fnenda of those unfortunate peo- 
ple. He said that, ia hie travels into the Caffre 
country, he had met with a natiie who described 
to him, that there was a white woman among his 
countrymen, who had a child, and tliat she fre- 
qucnUy embraced the child, and cried most vio- 
lently. This WBH all be (the colonel) could uiider- 
Btand ; and, being then on his return home, with 
his health much impaired by fatigue, the only 
thing that he could do, was to make a friend ol 
the native, by presents, and promiseH of reward, 
on condition that he would lake a letter to this 
woman, and brin? him back an answer. Accor- 
dingly lie wrote Tetters in English, French, and 
Dutch, desiring, that some sign or mark might ~ 
returned, either by writing with a burnt stick, 
by any means she sliould be abb: to devise, 
satisfy him that she was there ; and that on i 
ceiviiig such token from her, every effort should 
be made to ensure her safety and escape. Bot 
the Caflre, although apparently delighted with the 
commission which he had undertaken, never re- 
turned, Dor has the colonel ever heard any thmg 
more of htm, though he had been instrucled in 
methods of conveying information through the 

To thia Bceount, that I may not again have oc- 
casion to introduce so melancholy a subject, I shall 
add the little information I received respecting it, 
when I re-visited the Cape, in my return towards 
Europe. — A reputable farmer, of tile name of 
Holhousen, who lives ot Swellendham, eight days' 
jonmey from the Cape, bud information from some 
Caffre Hottentots, that at a crawl, or village, in 
their country, there were white men and women. 
On this intelligence, Mr. HoUiousen asked per- 
mission of the governor to miUce an expedition, 
with same of the farmers, into the country, re- 
quiring a thousand rix-dollaiB to bear his expenses. 
The governor referred him to Mr. Woclie, the 
landroB of Graverennet, a new colony, in his way. 
Bui (rora the plniw where Mr. Holhousen hves, t« 
the londros Mr. Wocke's residence, is a month's 
jonmey, which he did not choose to undertake at an 
nncertainty.asMr. Wocke might have disapproved 
of the enterprise. It was in October last tliat Mr. 
HoihooBeii oflTered to go on tliis service. He was 
one of the narty who went along tite sea-coast in 
search of these unfortunate |ieople, when a few of 
thera first made their appearaace at the Gape. I 
am, however, biformed, tliat tlie Dutch farmers 
are fond of makbg expeditions uito the country, 
that tliey may have opjiortunitiefl of taking away 
cattle ; and thin, I apprehend, to bo one of the 
chief reasons why undert^iinga of this kind are 
not encouraged. 

On the IDth of Jime, the Dublin East Judiaman 
arrived (Hon England ; on board of which ship 
WW a parly of the 7Tth regiment, under die com- 
mand uf Culouel Balfonr. 

On the 29tb, beuig ready for sea, I took the 
time'keeper and instruments on liaanL The error 
of the time-keeper was 3' 83", 2 loo alow for the 



mean time at Greenwieb, and its rate of going 3" 
per day, losing. The thermometer, during our 
stay here, was from SI to liG degrees. 

We hod been tbirty-eigbt days at this place, 
and my people liod received all the advantage lliat 
could be derived from the refresbmenta of every 
hind that are here to be met with. We sailed at 
four o'clock this afternoon, and saluted llic plat- 
form with thirteen guns as we ran out of the bay, 
which were returned. 



CHAPTER IV. 



Wk lost sight of the land the day after leaving 
False Bay, and steered towards the £!.&.£., liaving 
variable winds the first week, with much tiiunder, 
lightning, and rain. The remainder of this pas- 
sage, the winds were mostly between the S, and 
W., blowing strong. There were almost every 
day great nombers of pintsda, albatruesea, blue 
petterols, and other oceanic birds, about us ; but 
It was observed, that if the wind came from tbe 
northward, only for a few hours, the birds gene- 
rally left na, and their presence again was the 
forerunner of a southerly wind. 

On Sunday the SZnd, at noon, we were scudding 
under the fore-sail and cloee-roefed main-top-sai^ 
the wind blowing strong from the west. An hour 
af ter uoou the gale incr^sed,and blew with so mncfa 
violence, tliat the ship was almbet driven forecastle 
under, before we could get Uie sails clewed up. 
Aa soon as the soils were taken in, we brought the 
ship to the wind, lowered the lower yards, and got 
the top-gallant-masts upon deck, which eased uie 
ship very much. We rvmuned lying to till eight 
tbe next morning, when we l>ore away under a 
reefed fure-sai]. In the afternoon the sea ran so 
high, that it became very unsafe to stand on ; we 
therefore brought to the wind again, and remained 
lying to all night, without accident, e.<tcepting that 
tile man at the steerage was thrown over the 
wheel, and much bruised. Towards noon, the 
violence of the storm abated, and we again bore 
away under the roefed fore-soil. In the afternoon 
»me whales. 

e oontinued running to the eoatword, it being 
ntention to make the island St. Paul. On 
Monday the SRtb, at six in the morning, we saw 
the island, bearing E. by N., 12 leagues distant: 

I ^^^ ^g ^^j Yi o'clock, we ran along (he south 

ot about a league distant from the shore. 
There was a verdure that covered the higher parts 
of the land; but I believe it was nothing more 
than mnsa, which is eommonly found on the tops 
of most rocky islands in these latitudes. We saw 
several whales near the shore. Tlie extent of Ihia 
island is five miles &om E. to W. ; and about two 
or three from N. toS. As we passed the east end, 
we saw a remarkable high sugar-loaf reek, abi'east 
of which, 1 have been informed, is good anchorage 
in 23 fathoms, the east point hearing S.W. by S., 
by true compass, I had this information from the 
captain of a Dntcb packet, in which I Returned to 
Europe. He likewise sud there was good fresh 
water on the island, and a bot spring, which boiled 
liah in us great perfection as en a fire.

and in our approach lo Van Diemen'a Land, no- 
thing was seen to indicate the nearness of the coast, 
■ a seal, when we were within the dLutance 
of SO leagues. 

At two o'clock tliis afternoon, we taw the rook 
named the Mewstone, that lies near the S.W. cajie 
of Van Diemen's Land, bearing N.E. about six 
leagues. The wind blew Btrnng from the N.W. 
Ah soon as we had passed the Mewstone, we were 
sheltered from a serj heavy sea, whieh ran from 
the westward. At eight o'cloek at night we were 
abreast of the south cape, when the wind became 
light and variable. Saw several fireB iuluiid. 

All the 20lh, we were endoavouriug to get into 
Adventure Bay, but were prevented by vari- 
able winds. The next momtug, at five o'clock, 

e anchored in the out<?r i)Uft, and at sun-rise 
weighed agwn : at uoon, we anchored well in the 
1 moored the aliip. 

ir pussage from the Cape of Good Hope, 
the winds were mostly from the westward, with 
very boisterotiH weather : but one great advantage, 
" 'is season df the year has over the summer 
months is, in being free from fogs. I have alreaijy 
remarked, that the approach of strong southerly 
winds is announced by many kinds of birds of tho 
albatrosa or patterol tribe, and the abatement of 
the gale, or a shift of wind to tlie northward, by 
thuir keeping away. The thermometer also very 
quickly sliows when a change of these winds may

1 found no ^gns of the natives having lately 

freiiuenled tliia Bay, or of any European veaaefe 

having been here siuce the Resolution and Dis- 

mvery in 1777. From some of the old trunks of 

tr^, then cut down, I saw shoots about twenty- 

!tn feet high, and ^urlcen inohea in dreumfe- 

lu the evening, I returned on lioanl. The next 
morning, fend, at daylight, a party was sent on 
shove for wooding and watering, uuiler tbe eom- 
1 of Mr. Christian and tlje gunner j and I

played in washing the people's clothes. There 
was ao mneh Enrf that the wood was obliged b) 
be rafted off in bundles to the boat. Mr. Kelso- 
informed me, that, in his walks to-day, he saw 
tree, in a very healthy state, which he meaHored, 
and found to be thirty-three feet and a half '- 
girth i its height was proportioned to its bulk. 

Saturday the 23rd. The surf was rather greater 
than yesterday, whieh veo' much interrupted on* 
WDodmg and watering. Nelson to-day pioked up 
a male opossum that had been recently killed, ijt 
had died, for we could not perceive any wound) 
unless it had received a blow on the back, whra« 
' was a hare ploee abnut the size of a ahilling. 
sasured fourteen inuhea from the ears to the 
beginning of the tail, which was exactly the same 
length. 

Most of the forest trees were at this time abed- 
ding their bark. There are three kinds, which 
are disUnguiafaed from each other by their leaves, 
though the wood appears to he the same. Many 
of them are full one hundred and fifty feet high ; 
but most of rtiose that we cut down, were decayed 
the heart. There are, besides tlie forest trees, 
several other kinds that are ilrm good wood, and 
may be cat for most purposes, except majsts^ 
neither are the forest trees good for masts, on ae- 
t of their weight, and the difficulty of flnding 
them thoroughly sound. Mr. Nelson aflsert*3 
tliat they shed their bark every year, and that they 
increase more from the seed than by sucketa. 

1 found the tide made a diPTeranee of full two feet 
in the height of the water in the lake, at the bauk 
of the beach. At high witter, it was very brsiik. 
iah, but at low tide, it was pei4'eetly fresh to the 
taste, and soap showed no sign of its being the least 
impregnated. We liad better suetMsa in fishing on 
board the ship, than by hauling the seine on shore i 
for, with hooks and lines, a number of fine rock 

cod were caught I saw- to-day several euglea, 

some beautiful blue-plumaged herons, and a great 
variety of paroquets. A few oyster-catchers and 
gulls were generally about the hooch, aj ' ' 
lake a few wild ducks. 

Being in want of phink, 1 directed a saw-pit to 
be dug, and employed dome of the people to 
trees into pbmk. The greater port of this w 
the winds were moderate, with unsettled wettther. 
OnFridoy it blew strong from the S.W,, with rain, 
thunder, and lightning. We continued to catoli 
fiah in sufBcieut quantities for every body, and had 
better sucoosa with the aeine.— We were fortunate, 
also, in ongling in the lake, where we canght some 
very line tench. Some of the people felt a ucklieBs 
from eating muscles, that were gathered from the 
rocks ; but I lieliove it was oooasioned by qaling 
too many. We found some Bpider-cralis, moat M 
them not oond, beiiig the female sort, and out of 
season. The males wore tolerably goi>d,and were 
knoWD by the smallness of their two fore-claws, or 
feeders. We anw tho trunk of a dead teoe, on 
which had been cut "A. D. 1773." The figoreB 
were very distinct ; even the slips made wiM &e 
knife were diseemible. This must liave been dmu 
by some of captain Fumoaux's people, in Mordi, 
!7;3, fifteen years liefore. The marks of the 
kaife remaming so unaltered, 1 imagine the tree 
niUBt have been dead when it waa cut; bnt it 
serves tu show the durability of the wood, for it 
WB* petfeotly sound at lliis time. I shot two gan- 
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lets : these birdit were of the aamu aizo as tboee 
n EuElniid ; their eoloui' is a beautifal while, with 
the wingB anil tail tipped witli jet blucli, and the 
tup auil lintk uf the head of a very fine yallow. 
Their feet were blaok, wiCh four claws, on each of 
wliich was a ycilow line, the whole length of the 
The bill was four inches long, without 



as the ollior parts, and die boU being good, 

I fixed on it, at Nelsuu'e Tecumnjendalion, aa the 

most proper situation fur phmtijig eome of the 

fruit-trees whii>h I had brought from the Cape of 

Good Hope. A circuniHtauce much against any 

thtug Eucceoduig hi»v, is, that in . the £^ seuson, 

the fires made by the ttntives are apt to cuinmuni- 

cate to the dried grass ami underwood, and to 

spread in such a manner aa to endanger every 

tiling that eamiot bear a severe scorehmg. We, 

however, choso what we thought the safest situa~ 

tjons, ■ and planted three fine young apple-trees, 

nine vines, six piantoin-trtfes, a number ci orange 

and lemon-seed, cherry-stones, plum, peach, and 

aprioot-Blones, punipkins, also two sorts of Indian 

com, and apple and pear kernels. The ground is 

well adapted for Iho trees, being of a rich loamy 

nature. The spot where we made our plantation 

18 clear of underwood ; and we marked the trees 

that stood nearest to the different things which 

were planted. Nelsou followed the circuit of the 

'- - " iilanting in such places as appeared most 

_ Ills. 1 have great hopes that some of those 

articles will succeed. The particular sitnatioDs I 

had described in my survey of this place, hut I was 

uii fortunately prevented from bringing it home. 

Near the watering place, likewise, we planted on a 

flat^ wliieh appeared a &.vourable situation, some 

'nu»ns, cahljage-roola, and potatoes- 

For some days past, a number of whales were 

en in the bay. They were of the same kiml aa 

ose we had generally met with liefore, having 

lo blow-holes on the back of the head. 

On the night of the Ist of September, 

rved, for the first time, signs of the natives being 

I the neigbbunrhoud. Fires were seen on the 

low Land, near Gipe Frederick. Henry, and at day- 

li);lit, we saw the natives with uur glasses. As 1 

expected they would come round to us, 1 remuned 

nil the furenoou near the wooding and watering 

parties, making observations, the morning being 

very favourable for that purpose. I whs, ' 
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boat to land on the part whci 
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Tived about eleven oVlock. I found landing im- 
practicable, and therefore came to a grapnel, in hopes 
if their coming to us, for we bad passed several 
ires. A(Wr waiting near an hour, I was surprised 
;ii SCO Nelson's OHsistant come out of the wood : be 
liad wandered thus far in search nf plants, and 
le that ho hod met with some of the natives. 
Soon after we heard their vmces Uko the cackling 
ot geese, and twenty persona came out of the 
wood, twelve of whom went round lo some rocks, 
where the boat could get nearer lo the sliore than 

'e then were. Those who remuned behind were 



We approached within twenty yards of them, 
but there was no possibility of laniUng, and 1 eould 
only throw to the shore, tied up in paper, the pre- 
sents which 1 intended for them. 1 showed the 
different artiolee aa 1 tied (hem np, but they would 
not untie the paper till I made an appearance of 
leaving them. They then openod the parcels, and, 
as they took the articles out, pUced tbeu on their 
beads. On seeing this, I retomed towards tbcm, 
when they inatanUj put every thing out of their 
bands, and would not appear to take notice of any 
thing that we had given them. After tlirowing a 
' '- 1 nails on shore, I made signs 
the ship, and they, likewise, 
:o land; but as this could not 
he effected, I left (hem, in hopes of a nearer inter- 

Qw at the watering phice. 

When they first came iu sight, they made a 
prodigious clattering in tlteir speech, and held 
their arms over their heads. They spoke so quick, 
that I cuuid not catch one singlo word they uttered. 
We recollocted one man, whom we had formerly 
seen among the party of the natives that came ' 
us in 1777, and who is particularised in the accoa 
of Captain Cook's last voyage, for his humour ai 
deformity. Some of them bad a small slick, t< 
or throe feet long, in their bauds, but no oth' 

Their colour, as Captain Cook remarks, is a di 
black : their akin is scarified about their shoulders 
and breast. They wer 
rather below it. One of them was diBtinguished 



wore like. 

They ran very nimbly over tlie rocks, had a 
very quick siglit, and caught the small beads and 
naiis, which I tlm:w to thorn, with great dexterity. 
They talked to us sitting on their heels, with ^leir 
knees close into their armpits, and wei'e perfectly 

In my return towards the ship, I landed at the 
point of the harbour near Penguin Ishknd, and 
from the hills, saw the water on the other side of 
the low isthmus of Cape Frederick Henry, which 
forms the bay of that name. It is very extensive, 
and in, or near, the middle uf tlie tiay, there is a 
low island. From this spot, it has the appear- 
ance of being a very good and convenient liarbour. 

The account wliidi 1 had from Brown, the 
botanist's assistaut, was, that in his search for 
phints, he had met an utd man, a young woman, 
and two or tliroe children. The old man at first 
appeared alarmed, but became familiar on being 
presented with a knife. He nevertholoss sent 
away the young woman, who went very reluclantiy. 
He saw some miserable wigwams, in which were 
nothing but a few knngurou sUns spread o ' 
ground, and a bosket made uf rushes. 

Among the wood that we cut here, we found 
many scorpions and ccutipes, with numerous Uocl 
ants that were an inch long. We saw no nus 
quitos, though in tlio summer months thoy an 
very troublesome. 

What is called the Now Zealand tea plant, grew 
here in grait abundance ; so that it was not only 
gathered and dried to use as lea, but made ex- 
cellent brooms. It hears a small pumted leaf, uf 
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a pleasant smell, and its Heed is Eontained in a 
berry, ahout the size of a pes, notched into five 
e']uij parts on the top. Tlie soil, on the west and 
south sides of the bay, is black moald, with a 
mixture of fine white sand, and isrery rich. The 
trees are lofty and large, and the underwood grows 
BO close together, that in many places it is impas- 
sable. The east side of the bay is a rich loamy 
soil ; bat, near the tops of the hills, ia very mnch 
enaumbered with ston^ and rocks : the under- 
wood thinly pieced and small. Tlie tras un the 
S.S.E. and S.W. sides of the hills, grow to a 
larger size than those that are exposed to the 
oppoaito points ; for the sides of the trees open 
or exposed to the north winda are naked, with 
few branches ; while the other aides are in a 
flourishing state. From this I do not infer, that 
the equatorial are more bnrtfnl than the pohir 
winds ; bat that the trees, by their situation, 
were more sheltered from the one than from thi 
other. 

A calm prevented our sailmg to-day. The 
friendly interview which we had had with the 
natives, made me expect that they would have 
paid us a visit ; but we aawnothing more of them, 
except fires in the night, upon the low land te the 
northward. 

This forenoon, having a pleasant breeze at 
N.W., we weighed andior, and sailed ont of 
Adventure Bay. 



CHAPTER V. 



B Brno clear of the land, we steered townrda the 
E.5.E., it being my intention to pass to the south- 
ward of New ^aland, as 1 expected in that route 
to meet with constant westerly winds ; in which, 
however, I was disappointed, for they proved vari- 
able, and freiiuently from the eastward blowing' 
strong, with ttiick misty weather. The thermo- 
meter varied from 41 to 4G degrees. 

On the Uth, at noon, we were in 49° H' S. 
Utitudc, and m IGb' 3' E. longitude, which is on 
the same meridian with the south end of New 
Zealand. We altered our course, steering to die 
northward of east, and frequently saw rock-weed, 
which I supposed to have drifted from New Zea- 
land. The aea now became rouoher, from our 
being exposed to a long swell, which carao from 
the N. E. 

On the 1 9th, at ilay-light, wo discovorcd a cluster 
of small rocky islands, bearing east by north four 
leagues distant from us. We had seen no birds, 
or any thing to indicato the neanieSB of land, 
except patches of rock-weed, for which the vicinity 
of New ZeaLind sufficiently accounled. The wind 
being at N.E. prevented our near approach to 
these isles ; so that we were not less than three 
leagaea distant in passing to the southward of 
them. The weather was too thick to see distinctly; 
their eitent was only three and a half miles from 
east to west, and about half a league from north 
to south : their nomber, including the smaller 
ones, was thirteen. 1 could not observe any 
verdure on any of them : there were white spots 
like patches of mow ; but, as Captun Cook, in 
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light be of the same kind as what he had ob- 
served. The westernmost of these islands is the 
largest ; they are of safficieot height t» be seen at 
the distance of seven leagues from a ship's deck. 
While in sight of the islands, we saw some pon- 
guiuB, and a white kind of gull with a forked tail. 
Captain Cook's track, in 1 773, was near this spot, 
but he did not see the ishinds : lie saw seuhi and 
penguins herealwuts, but con«dered New Zealand 
to be tlie nearest laud. 1 Itave named them afler 
the ship, the Bounty Isles. 

On Sunday, tlie 2 tst, we saw a seal, some rock' 
weed, and a groat many albatrosses. 

October 2nd, Thursday, it being culm, and ■ 
number of snuill blubbers about the ship, 1 took 
up some in a bucket, but I saw no dilTerenOs 
between them and the common blubbers in the 
West Indies. We frequently, in the night-time, 
observed the sea to be covered with luminouB 
spots, caused by prodigious quanlitieB of small 
blubbers, that, from the strings which extend from 
them, emit a light like the blaze of a candle, while 
the body continues perfectly dark. 

The 3rd, in the morning, we saw a seal. Cap- 
lain Cook hae remarked seeing sea-weed, when 
nearly in the same place. Our latitude 40° at' S., 
longitude 315° E. Being now well lo the eaot- 
wanl of the Society Islands, I steered more to the 
northwariL 

We continued to have the southern oeeanie 
birds accompany us, and a few whales. The 
people caught albatrosses, and fattened them in 
the same manner which diey bad done when off 
Cape Horn, Some of these measured near Hght 
feet between the tips of the wings, when spread. 

Od Thursday, the 9lb, we had the misfortune 
to lose one of our seamen^ James Yalendne, who 
died in the night, of an asthmatic complaint. 
This poor man had been one of the most robust 
people on board, until our arrival at Adventure 
Bay, where ho lirst complained of some slight 
indlsposi^on, for which he was bled, and gut 
better. Some time afterwards, the arm in which 
bo had been bled, became painful and inflamed : 
the inflammation increased, with u hollow cough, 
and extreme difilculty of breathing, to bis death. 

7%e 13th, in the afternoon, we saw two land 
birds, like what are called snnd.larks. Our lati- 
tude at this time was 28° :i' S,, and longitude 
c next morning we saw a tropic 
bird, and some fish. The winds were light and 
klms, from this time to the 19th, 
sprung up from the N.E., which 
gradually came round to Uie eastward, and proved 
the trade wind. 

the 25th, at half past seven in the morning, 
iw the Island Maitea, called Osnaburg by 
Captain Wnllis, who first discovered it. As Cap- 
' Wallis and Captain Cook had both paased 
the south side, 1 ran along the north side, 
which is remarkably steep. The island is high 
and round, and not more than three miles in its 
greatest extent. The south nde, where the de- 
clivity from the hill is more gradual, is the chief 
place of residence of the natives ; but the north 
side, from the very summit down to the sea. Is so 
sleep, that it can afl'ord no support to the inha- 
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bitants. We steered prett;' close in to tho north- 
irard uf the east end, where we saw but few h&bi- 
tiitianB : a very neat hause on u bdidII ominencc, 
delightfnlly situBlvd in a, grove of cdcou-nut-treca, 
particularlj' Hitracted ouc notice. About twenty 
of the nativoB followed ns along aliore, waving 
and Bhowing largo piccea of cldUi ; but the surf 
n the Bhore wna too high to think of having any 
ommuniciLtion with them. 1 observed a great 

_.|anlain-tree. Tliere were other trees, but of 
wlial kind we could not diBtinguish : near the east 
end are two remarkable rocks, and a reef runs off 

he eastward about half a league. 

Ve continoed our coarse to U\e westward, and 



eight leagues distant. As there was great 

probBbili^ that we should remain a considerable 

t could not be expected that 

therefore 

ordered that every person should be examined by 
the surgeon, and had the satisfaction to loam, from 
his report, that they were all perfectly free from 
any venereal complaint. 

On the 26th, at four o'clock in the morning, 
having run twenty-live leagues frotn Maitea, we 
brought to till day-light, when wc saw Point Venus 
bearing S.W. by W., distant about fonr leagues. 
As we drew noar, a great nnmber of caDoes Game 
nfr to us. Tlieir first en{iairiHa were, if we were 
Ipoi, which ngniiieH &iends ; and ivhether we 
eamo from Frelanie, (their pronunciation of 
Bntnln) or from Lima : they were no sooner 
satialiod in thia, than they crowded on board iu 
vast numbers, notwithstanding our endeavoura to 
prevent it, as we were working tho ship in ; and 
in leas than ten minutes, the deck was so full that 
I could scarce find my own people. At nine in 
the forenoon, we ware obliged to anchor in the 
outer part of Matavai Bay, in thirteen fatiionis, 
being prevented by light variable winds from 
placing the ship in a proper birth. 

This passage of fifty-two days from Van Diemen's 
land may be rated as moderate sailing. Wo jiaased 
New Zealand with the spring equinox, and the 
winds, thoDgh strong, were at no time violent 
To the Boathward of ■10° 0' S. they were variable; 
between the latitudes of 40 and 33° S., the wind 
kept in the N. W. quarter ; aflcrwards, till we got 
inw the trade, the winds ware voriahle, mostly 
from the eastward, but light, and inellnable to 
cahns. The ship was 3° 22' in longitnde to tho 
eastward of the dead reckoning, which the time- 
keeper almost invariably proved to be owing to a 
current giving us more casting tlian the log. Our 
track was as distant from any course of former 
ships as I could conveniently make it ; and though 
. wo made no new discoveries, except the small 
cluster of islands near New Zi^land, yet in other 
parts uf the track, as has been noticed, we met 
with ngns of being in the neighbourhood of hmd. 

It may not be unworthv of remark, that the 
whole distance which tho ship had mn by the log, 
in direct and contrary eourses, from leaving Eng- 
Und to our anchoring at Otaheite, was twen^- 
Bovcn thousand and eighty-six miles, which, on an 
average, is at tho rate of a hundred and eight 
miles ewih twenty-four bonra. 



CHAPTER VI. 



Tub ship being anchored, Snnday, 2Gth, our 
number of viutors oon^ued to increase ; hut as 
yet we saw no person that wo could recollect to 
liave been of much consequence. Some inferior 
chieSi made nie presents of a few hogs, and I made 
them presents in return. We were supplied with 
cucoa-Dula in great abundance, hut broBd-frutt was 

Many iuqairies were made after Captain Cook, 
Sir Joseph Banks, and many of their former 
friends. They eeii a ship had been here, from 
which they had learnt that Captain Cook was 
dead ; bat the oircumaUmcea of his death they did 
not appear to be acquainted with ; and I fiad 
given particuhir directions to my officers and 
ahip^B QOmpany, that tbey should not be mentioned. 
The ahip spoken of, they informed me, staid at 
Otaheite one month, aod had been gone four 
months, by some of their occoaota ; according to 
others, only three months. The Captain diey 
called Toiiah. I understood likewise from them, 
that Lieutenant Watts was in the ship ; who, 
having been here in the Beaolutiou with Captain 
Conk, was well known to them. — One of my first 
enqniries, ai will naturally be imagined, was after 
our friend Omai * ; and it was a senaible mortifi- 
cation and disappointment te me to hear that not 
only Omai, but both the New Zealand boys who 
had been left with him, were dead. Every one 
agreed in their information (hat they died a natural 
death. Otoo, who was the chief of Matavai when 
Captain Cook was here the lost time, was absent 
at another part of the island ; they told me nies- 
sengers were sent to inform bim of our arrival, 
and that he was expected lo rotum soon. There 
appeared among tbenafivesin general great good- 
wtII towards us, and they seemed to be much 
rejoiced at onr arrival. This whole dt^ we expe- 
rienced no instance of dishonesty. We were so 
much crowded, that I could not uadertake to 
remove M a more proper station, without dangor 
of disobliging our visitors, by desiring them to 
leave the ship : this business was therefore de- 
ferred till the next morning. 

Early in the morning of Monday, U'fore the 
naUves began te flock off te us, we weighed anchor, 
to work farther into the bay, and moored at about 
a quarter of a mile distance from tlie shore ; the 
ship lying in seven fitthoms water. 

Severn! chiefs now came on board, and ex- 
pressed great pleasuro at seeing me. Among 
these were Otow, the Either of Otuo, and Oreepj'ah, 
his brother ; also another chief of Matavai, called 
Pueeno : and to these men I made presents. Th-o 
mesacngers likewise arrived from Oloo, to acquaint 
me of his being on his way to tile ship ; each of 
whom brought me, as a present from Otoo, a small 
pig, and a yonng plantain-tree, us a token of

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frienilahip. The ahip vma aowplentJfuDy au|iplieil 
wttli proviHioDH ; averj ptrBou having ns much aa 
he could oouHume. 

Ah Boon aa the ship was secured, I went on 
shore with the chief Poeeuo, and aceompanied by 
a multitude of the nativea. He eoodnctad me to 
the place where we had fixed our tonta in 1777, 
and desired that I would now appropriate the epot 
to the eanie use. We then went acroaa the lieach, 
and through a walk deUghtfoUy shaded witli bread- 
fruit trees, to his own house. Here we found two 
wumenatworkataiDiiiga pieeeof cloth red. Tlimc 
I fuiind were his wife and her sister. They de- 
sired me to sit down on a luat, which was spread 
for the puipoBo, nod with great kindness ofiered 
mo tefrcsbuientB. I received the cungratulationa 
of sevsral Btrangcrs, who came to us and behaved 
with groat decorum and attention. The people, 
however, thronged about the house in sueh num- 
bers, that I was much incommoded by the heat, 
which bemg obBervod, thoy immedialely drew 
bock. Among the crowd I saw a, man who had 
loat his arm just above the plhow ; the stamp was 
well covered, and the cure scoraod as perfect as 
could be expected from the greatest professional 
sUll. 

I made inquiries about the cattle that had been 
left here by Captain Cook, but the accounts I re- 
ceived were very unfavourable, and so various, 
&a,t for the present I shall forbear speaking of 
them. After staying about an hour, I got up to 
take leave, when the women, in a, very obliging 
manner, came to me with a mat, and a mEce of 
their finest cloth, which they put on mo after the 
Otaheite fashion. When I was thus dressed, they 
each of them took one of my hands, and accom- 
panied me to the water-side, and at parting pro- 
mised that they would soon return my visit. 

In this walk I had the satis&ctiou to see that 
the island liad received some benefit from our 
former viails. Two ebaddocka were brought to 
me, a frnit whiuh they had not till we introduced 
it ; and among the artielea which they brooght off 
to the ship, and offered for sale, were capBicoma, 
pumpkins, and two young goats. 

On my return to the ship, I fonnd that a small 
disturbance hod been occasioned by one of Ihe 
nativea making an attempt to stad a tin pot ; 
which, on being known to Orcepyah, be flew into 
a violent rage, and it was ivitb some difficulty that 
tbe thief escaped wiOi his life. He drove all his 
countrymen ont of the ship ; and when he saw me, 
he defflred if at any tune I found a thief, that I 
would order him to be tied up and punished with 
a severe flogging. 

This forenoon a man came on board with Capt. 
Cook's picture, which had been drawn by Mr. 
Webber in 1777, and left with Otuo. It was 
brought to mo to he repaired. The frame was 
broken, but the picture no way damaged, except a 
littie in the back ground. They called it Toole 
(which baa always been their manner of pro- 
nouncing Captain Cook's name) Earee no Otaheite, 
chief of Otaheite. They said Toote had desired 
Dloo, whenever any English ship come, to show 
the picture, and it would bo acknowledged as n 
token of friendship. The youngest brother of Otoo, 
named Whydooal^ visited me this afternoon ; he 
appeared stupified with drinking ava. At sunset 
all our male visitors left die ship. 



The next muming early I received 
from Oloo, to infonn me of his arrival, and 
questing that I would send a boat fox him; which. 
I immediately did, with an otHcer (Mr. ChiistiBn) 

to conduct Til "I on board. He came with nnmei 

attendants, and expressed much satis&ctimat 
meeting. After inti-oducing his wife to me, 
joined noses, the customary manner of saluting^ 
and, to perpetuate onr friendship, he de«rcd «e 
should exchange names. I was surprised to find. 
that, instead ol Otoo, the name by which he ft 
merly went, he was now called Tmah. The name 
of Otoo, with the title of Earee Rahie, I wms 
informed had devolved to his eldest son, who was 
yet a minor,as is tlie custom of the conntry. The 
name of Tinah's wife was Iddeab : with her was a 
woman, dressed with a large qnantity of cloth, in 
the form of a heo]i, which was tak^k oiT and pre- 
sented to mo, with a large hog, and some bread- 
fruit, I then took my visittirs iuto tlie caliin, and 
aitei a short time produced my presents in 
The present I made to Tinah (by which i 
shall hereafter call him) consisted of hatchets, 
small adzes, Rles, gimblels, saws, looking-glaaBes, 
red feathers, and two shirts. To Idde^ I gave 
ear-rings, neeklaees, and beads ; bnt she expressed 
a deare also for iron, and therefore I made the 
same assortment for her ns I had for 1 
Much conversation took place among 
valuB of the different articles, and they appeared 
extremely satiafieil ; so that Ibey determined to 
spend the day with me, and requested I would 
fdiow them all over the sliip, and particularly the 
cabin where I slept. Tills, though I was not fond 
of doing, I indulged them in, and die conseqaenoe 
was, as I had apprehended, that they took a fknCf 
to so many thiogs, that they got fnim me ueiuij 
OB much more as I had before given tham. AfMr- 
wards, Tinah desired me to lire some of the great 
guns: this I likewise complied with, and, — "■■ 
shot fell into the sea at a great distance, . 
natives expressed their sur[>riBc by loud shouts Uld 

I had a large company at dinner ; for, 
Tinah and his wife, tiiere was Otow, the father of 
Tinah, Oreepyah, and Whydooah, 
hrodiers, Poeeno, and several other chiefs, Tiooh 
was a very hirge man, much above the common 
stature, being nut less than six feet four inches in 
height, and propertionabty stoat: his age aboot 
thirty-five. His wife (Iddeah) I Judged to be 
about twenty-four years of age : she was likewise 
much above the oommuu sixe of tlio women at 
Ot^eite, and hud a very animated and ititelligeDt 
countenance. Whydooah, the yonnger brother of 
Tinah, was highly spokeu of as a warrior, hut had 
the cliaracter of being the greatest drunkard in 
the country; and,-indeed, to judge from the 
withered appearance of his skin, he must have 
used the pernicious druik called ava, to great 
excess. Tinah was fed by one of his attendants, 
who sat by him for that purpose, this being a par- 
ticular custom among some of the superior chiefii ; 
and X must do him the justice to say, he kept hie 
attendant constantly employed : there was indeed 
little reason to complain of want of appetite in any 
of my guests. As the women aro not allowed^to 
eat in presence of the men, Iddeah dixked witl^ 
some of her companions about an hour afterwards, 
in private, except that her husband Tinah favoured 
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them with hin oompony, and seemed to have en- 
tirely forgotten that he had already dined, 

Proviiiiuiis were hranght off to the ship in the 
gre*tCBt plenty ; and, to prevent as much ae poB- 
ible anythinj which might oceBSion diaputca, I 
esired Sir. Pockover, the gunner, to undertake 
the raanagpmont of our ti^c with the Datives. 
Some of the hoge brought to-day weighed 200 IbB., 
and we purcliasod several for salting. Goats were 
likewise brought off for sale, and I bought a she- 
goat and kid tor leea than would have purcluiEed a 
sraftll hog. Our frieuds here expreBsed much dis- 
appointment that there was no poi'trait painter oo 
hoard ; Tinah in partieular, who wished to have 
had pictures of his fitther and family. 

An intimacy iietween the natives and oar people 
was already bo general, that there waa scaroo a 
man in the ship who had not hia tga or friend. 
Tin.ih continaed with mo the whole aftomoon, in 
Ihe eourae of which he ate four times of roast pork, 
besides his dinner. When ho left the ship, ho 
requested I would keep tor him all the presents I 
hud given to him, as he had not, at Matavai, a 
place Buflieiently ^e to secure them from being 
stolen I I tburefore showed him a locker in my 
cahin for his use, and gave him a key to it. This 
is perhaps not so much a proof of hia want of 
power, BB of the CHtimaCinn in which they hold 
European commodities, and which makes more 
than the common means of security necessaiy to 
urovent theft, 

I had sent Nelson and hia assistant to look for 
plants, and it was no small pleasure to me to 6nd, 
by their report, that, according to appearances, 
the obieot of my mission would probably be ac- 

implitJicd with ease. I had ^ven direetions to 
every olie on board not to make known to the 
islanders the purpose of our coming, test it might 
enlumce the value of the bread-fruit plants, or 
occasion other difficulties. Perhaps so mach cau- 
■ ■ ■ -1 events I HTshed 
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muuicatinn. Nelson met with two fine shaddock- 
trees, which he had planted in 1777 : they were 
full of fruit, but not ripe. 

Wednesday, 2<Hh — In the morning I returned 
Tinah's visit, for I found hoeipectod it. Ho was 
in a small slied about a quarter of a mile to tlio 
eastward of Matavai Point, with his wife and three 
children, not their own, but who they said were 
relations. In my walk T had picked up a numer- 

i attendance, for every one 1 met followed me ; 

that I hod collscled snch a crowd that the heat 

s BCarcc bearable, every one endeavouring to 
get a look to satisfy their curiosity : they, however, 
careAilIy avoided pressing against mo, and wcl- 
conieil mo with eheerful countenances, and great 
good-nature. 

1 made Tiuah nnderstand that my visit was par- 
ticularly (n him, and gave him a second present, 
cijuul to tliD first, which he received with great 
pleasure ; and tu the people of cDnsoquence that 
were about him I also presented some ardute or 
Dtlicr. There were great nmnbers of children i 
uid, as 1 look notice of the little ones that were in 
iLrms, and gave them beads, both small and great, 
but with much drollery aud good-humour, endea- 
(oured to benefit by the occasinn. Boya of ten 
and twelve years old were caught up in arms and 
brought to me, which (treated mnch laughter ; so 



In my return I called on Poeeno and an elderly 
chief, a relation of his, called Muannah, the )iriu- 
oipal men of this district, and with whom I judged 
it my interest to be on good terms. I gave tliem 
several valnabte articles ; and as the situation here 
was ehgible for a garden, 1 planted md 
ber, and salad-seeds. 1 told thom n 
things shonld he sown for their use ; and they 
appeared much pleased when they understood I 
intended to plant such things as would grow ~ ' 
trees and produce frnit. I saw large {lateb 
tobacco growing without culture, and many pump- 
kin vines. The bread-fruit trees and cocoa-nu' 
trees at this time were full of fruit. 

I went on board 1« dinner, and Moannah ac 
companied me. In tlie afternoon I returned ti 
Poeeno's, with some additional seeds to improve 
the little garden 1 had begun to make in the fon 
noon. While I was giving directions, I received 
message from Tinali, inviting me to come to hu 
at his brother Oreopyah's house, which was nes 
the beach. At this place I found a great nnmber 
of people collected, who, on my appearance, imme- 
diately made way for me la sit down by Tinah. 
Tlie crowd being ordered (o draw back, a piece of 
cloth about two yards wide and forty-one yards in i 
length was spr^d on the ground ; and another 
piece of cloth was brought by Oreepyah, which he 
put over my shoulders and round my waist, in the 
manner the chiefs ore clothed. Two large hogs, 
weighing each above two hundred pounds, and a 
qitanUty of baked bread-fruit and cocoa-nuts, were 
then laid before me, as a present, and I was desired 
to walk from one end of the cloth spread on the 
groHnd to the other, in the course of which, Tyo 
and Ehoah* were repeated with loud acclBmations. 
This ceremony being ended, Tinah desired I would 
send Ihe things on board, which completely loaded 
the boat ; we tlierefore waited till she come bock, 
and then I took them on hoard with me i fc 
knew they espected some return. The prei 
which I made on this oooaaiou was equal to 
that I hod made before ; hut I discovered that 
Tinah was not the sole proprietor of what he hod 
given to me, fur the present 1 gave was divided 
among those who 1 guessed had contributed to 
support his dignity ; among whom were Moannah, 
Poeenu, and Lh^epyah ; Tinah, however, kept the 
greatest part of wliat I had given, and every one 
seemedsatisfied with Chopreportion he allotted them . 

The Otahoite breed of hogs seems to be sup- 
planted by the European. I3riginally they were 
of the China sort, Bhort,and very thick-necked ; but 
the superior dze of the European has made tliem 
encourage our breed. 

Thursday, SOth^At break of day, Tinah and 
his wife came again to the ship, and as their 
attendants were numerous, I provided a breakfast 



the island, wc had this daya great numberc 
strangers on board, who came from the mot 
remote parts, and in the forenoon some hooks and 
thimbles were cutout from the blocks. This induced 
me to Older all the natives out of the ship, exi 
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he chiefs and their atteiKluots. IiiexeMtingtheBe 
irders, a daiiug fellow uttBcked llie sentinel, but 
'BGDp»l UDong tliE crouKl. Every oue kaevi the 
lonaeqaence of afTenctiug Che Bentinol, and were 
exceedingly a.lsjmeil at tile appearacce of auger 1 
thought necessary to assume. 

Among these wlio visited na lo-day were two 
chiefs of great consrctuence, Marreinarre and his 
son Pooluiilaluh Otee, Eareea of the districts nf 
Itteoah and Attahooroo. Otee was fed at dinner 
in the Hamc maimer as Tinah. It wa« evident that 
the attention whieh 1 showed ia dtese chiefs se«med 
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ied on Bh< 
^ip*s boats, which baa always he«D regarded 
jgiArk of distinction, and on that ax^caunt pre- 
" bj them to going in their own canoes. At 
request a race was rowed between oor five- 
osred cutter and one of their double canoee with 
four poddleu. Great exertions were used on both 
aides, but the cutter Hrst reached the shore. In 
their return to the ship, Oreepyab stopped them, 
til! B. hiTgo piece of cloth that lie had sent for was 
brought, which he tied to the boat-hook, and desired 
should be earned off as a trophy of their vict^jiy. 
The next morning, at sunrise, Moannah came 
on board with a message from Tinah, to acquaint 
me that he was maUoa (afraid to see me) till he 
had recovered some things that had been stolen 
from the ship, and whidi he had sent after. I 
knew &em waa something wrong, as no canoes 
came off to us, and, on louking about, we found 
the buoy of the best Iwwcr anchor had been taken 
awav, I imagine, for the sake of some iron hoops 
that' were on it. Tliat this might not create any 
coolness, I sent a boat to Tinali, to invite him and 
his Friends to come on board ; which they inune- 
diately did, and were no longer under any appre- 
hensions. I had made an appointment with Oree- 
Eyah, for him to go with me to Oparre this morn- 
ig 1 but the accident just mentioned caused him 
to break his engagement, he haviug gone, I wns 
informed, in search of what liad been stolen. 

Oparre is the district next, to the westward nf 
MatavuL One of my reasons for gumg to Opnrre, 
was to see if Nelson would be able to procure 
plants there ; but 1 gave the credi 



at Oparre. I prepared a magnificent present for 
this youth, who waa represented to me as the per- 
son of the greatest consequencP, or rather of the 
highvet rank, in tlie island. At noon I left the 
ship, accompanied by Tinah, his wife Iddeah, and 
Poeano. Moannah was to have been of the party, 
but ho insisted on rcmaininginthe ship, to prevent 
his countrymen from attempting to stcftl anything. 
After half an hnnr'a sailuig, we arrived at 
Oparre. During this time, Tinui gave me a more 
circumstantial aecoimt of the cattle and sheep, 
that hod been left with him ; he related, that after 
five years from the time of Captain Cook's depar- 
ture (counting six^-three moons) the people of 
the island Eimeo jomed with those of Attahuoroo, 
a distnctofOlaheile, and made a descent on Oparre: 
that after some resistance, by which many men 
were killed, Tinah and his people fled to tbemonn- 
tains, leaving all their property to the mercy of 
the victorious party, who doatroyed almost every 
thing whic'ii th^ found not convenient to take 
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away with them. Some of the cattle were killed 
and oaten, but the greater part wero ta&«n t 
Eimeo. The cows, he said, had produced « 
calves, and the ewes ten young ones, 
among which they classed the geese, had gretllly 
increased ; but the turlteya and peacocks, what- 
ever was the cause, had not bred. It seemed to 
give Tinah great pleaanre to observe how mocfa I 
was coucenied for the destmction of so 
ful animals ; but the cause of his satisfactian, I 
found, did not proceed fi^ra any expectation Ifa ' 
I should replace them, but from the belief Ibat 
would take vengeance on the people who had d 
privcd him of them ; for with respect to the la 
of the cattle, he appeared ao unconcerned and I 
indifferentjthat I wasveryangry withhim. TheM |j 
is, however, sufBeient excuse for his resentment 
against the people of Eimeo ; for the lai^ ext«n- 
sive houses, which we had seen in this part of I 
Otalieite,hi theyear 1777,wereal!destroyed,Bnd I 
at present they had no o^er habitations than light I 
sheds, which might be taken by the four eoniu%' I 
and removed by four men ; and ttt the many intga H 
canoes which they then had, not more tfaaa thr«e | 
remained. Tmah, i ' " 
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" Here," Bwd he, " yon shall be supplied plenliAilIy I 
with every thing yon want. All here are yaae 
friends, and fiends of king Grcorge : if you go to 
the other islands, you will have every ihmg sb ' 
from you." I replied, that on account of t 
good-will, and from a desire to serve him and 
country. King George had sent out those valuable 
presents to him ; " and will not yon, Tinah, seiid \ 
something to King George in return 1" — " Yes," !■«< 
said, "1 will send hiin any thing I hare ;" and 
then began to enumerate the different articles in 
his power, among which he menUoned the breod- 
b-uit. This was tlie exact point to which I wished 
to bring the conversation ; and, seiziug an oppor- 
tunity, which had every ojipeOrance of being un- 
designed and aocidentiU, I told him the bread-fruit 
trees were what King Georn would like ; upon 
which he promised me a greu many should be put 
on board, and seemed much delighted to Rnd it ho 
easily in his power to send any thing that would 
be well rceeived by King George. 

On landing at Oparre, an immense crowd of 
natives, as usual, immediately thronged about us. 
I inquired for Oreepyah, whom I expected to have 
met me hero, but he was not yet returned from 
Ills aearch aflcr the thieves ; we therefore went 
under a shed of his to wait for him, and in about 
a quarter of an hour he joined us, bringing with 
hun an iron scraper, and one of the hoops of Uw 
buoy. I thani^ him for the trouble which he hM 
taken, andoasured him that I wasperfectly satisfied ; 
for he still seemed apprehensive of my displeasure. 

We took leave, for a short time, of Oreepyah, 
and I proceeded with Tinah to make my visit to 
the young Otoo, the Earee Rahie. When we had 
walked about five minutes, Tinah stopped, and 
informed me that no penion could be permitted to 
see his son, who was covered above the shoulders. 
Ho then took off his upper garments, and requested 
1 would do the same. I replied, that I had no ob- 
jection to go as 1 would to my own kwig, who was 
the greatest in all the world ; luid pnlhng off my 
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whom 
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liut, lie Ilirow a piece of cloth Tumid niy shoitlders, 
and we wont an. About a quarter of a mile futhor 
tawnrda the hilk, throagh a. delightful xharU of 
bread-fruit treea, ve stopped at the side of a small 
BtirpeDtiiie river : lien) I was in view of a houae 
on the o^er eide, at about fiftj yards distance. 
From this house the joimg king was brought out 
on a nuiii'a shoulders, dothed in a piece of fine 
white clutli, and I was desired by Tinah to salute 
biro by the name of Too Earee Rahie. The pre- 
sent wbioh I had prepared wan divided into three 
porlfl, and two other children made their appear- 
wiCB in the same manner. The first preseut I 
gnro to a messenger who attended for that purpose; 
and I was iastructed by Tinah to Bay, that it wna 
for the Eara Hahie ; that I was bis fiiend ; that 
I hated thieves ; aud that I came from Britannia. 
The second present was sent in the sama manner, 
with a amiilar messa^, tu one of the otber cbiidreo; 
aod likewise tlie third. 

As I oould not see the Earee Raiie distinctly, 
I desirud to bs permitted to go orsr the lix'er to 
him ; but tliis, it seems, could not be eoini>lied 
with 1 therqfore.after seeing the presents delivered, 
1 returned with Tinah towards Orct^yah's liouse. 
I was informed that Tioah hod four children by 
his wifb, Iddeah. Otoo, or Too, the Earee Rahie, 
appeared to be about six years old ; the sBCond is 
a girl, named Terronah Oroah ; the third, a bny, 
Terreetappanooai ; and a foorth, an infant giri, 
'num I <lid not see, named Tahamydiwah. 

When we came to the place where we had Grst 
Mopped, Tinah took the cloth from my shoulders. 
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see more of tiie place, and he took me 
back by a different way. On passing a trunk of a 
tree, rudely carved, I was desired again to pull my 
bat nS, and all uncovered their shuuldeiB. This 
I discovered to be nolliing more than the bounilary 
of the king'i) land ; on which, whoevei' set their 
feet, ^[loo^'e^ed tbcmaelvea out of respect. 

We stopped at a house belonging to Tinah, where 
I VBB treated with a concert of one drum aud 
throe flutes, with singing by foor men. I made 
some presents to the performers, and we removed 
to Orcepyab's houae, where, after pajing my com- 

?timont8 to him, which 1 found was expected, 
inab made me a present of a large hog, and eome 
conia-nutA. He then introduced an uncle of his, 
called Mowworouh, a very old man, much tattooed, 
and almost blind. To this chief I made a present; 
and soon after I embarked, with Tinah, Orecpyab, 
their wives, aud Foeeno. A vast number of [ico- 
ple were collected on tlie beaoh to Bee lU depart ; 
and us soon aa the lioat had put off, Tinah deuinid 
me to fire my pocket-pistol, the poopooe ele ele, as 
'Ike called it : the report seemed to electrify the 
wholx crowd ; but finding no harm done, they gave 
great shouts of approbation. 

Nelson, who accompanied me in this expedition, 
had but little opportunity to search after plants, 
the natives having crowded bo much about him : 
he saw enough, however, to assurehim that tbcy were 
to be procured here as plentifully as ■'" ' " " 

In oar passage In the ship, which wc rowwi lo 
one bonr, nothing but Britaimie was inifuired 
tfler, and of the number of ships and guns. When 
1 told them we had ships of a hundred guns, they 
'1 not 'believe it, till I drew one on paper; 
then asked me if it was not as big as Tnrrah, 



which is a high projecting headiauil, 1i^ way be- 
tween Matavai and Oparre, culled l^ tu Ouc-tree 
H ill. Tinah much wished that one of these large 
ships should be sent to Ot^eitu, and that rayaelf 
should come in her, and bring him a number of 
things tbat he wanted ; among which he particu- 
larly desired beds and high-backed elbow chairs 
might not be furgotten ; a request perfectly ac- 
cordiag with th« indolent character <k Tinah. 

Saturday, Novsmber 1st. — As we had occasion to 
fix a tent on Point Venus, this morning we nwved 
the ship nearer lo it, and moored again in six 
fathoms, the point beaiiug N.N.E. 

Tinah and several other chiefs dined on board 
with me. After dinner I went on shore with Ti- 
nah, and made a visit to his' father Otow. I Hke- 
wise went to the garden which I bad made near 
Poeeno'a house, and found every thing had been 
taken care of. After this, I was invited to an 
entertainment called He'voa, which Tinah had or- 
dered, and which consisted of singing and dancing 
by three men and a young girl. When this per- 
formance was fioislied I returned to the sbip. 

Sunday, 2nd.— At daylight { sent Mr. Christian 
with a jNirty to erect our tent, and soon after 
followed myself with Tinah, Muaiuiah, and Poeeno. 
With their consent I fixed a boundary, within ! 
which the natives were not to enter without leave, 
and the chiefs cautioned them against it. 

The principal use of the tents on shore was for 
a lodgment for the plants ; and I bad now, instcail 
of appearing to receive a fnvonr, brought the chiefs 
to believe that I wan doing them a kindness in carry- 
ing the plants as a present from them to the Earee 
Rahie HO Brilaitee. The parlj at the lent consisted 
of nine persona, inclnding Nelson and bis assist 

Tinah dined with mo on board, and was to-day 
my only visitor : navertbeleBS, the oeremoiiy of 
being fed he so Bcrupnlonsly observed, that, even 

were left by oureelves, I waa obliged to' lift tlio 
wme to his mouth. The wives of the Eareea aro 
sometimes subject to this restriction after the 
birth of a eliild, but are released after a certain 
time, on performing a ceremony called Oatamo. 

After dinner, Tinah invited me to accompany 
him ynA a present of provisionH to a party of 
the ArreBj/t, a society described in the aoconnta of 
the former voyages ;■ in this ceremony, he made 
me the principal person. Our way to the place 
nhare the offering was to be mode, was by the 
side of a river, along the banks of which I had 
always walked before this time ; but on the prei 
oecasiofl a canoe was provided for me, and dragged 
by eight men. On arriving at the landing-place. 
I saw a large quantity of bread-fruit, with som4 
hogs ready dressed, and a quantity of doth. At 
alwut forty yards distance sat a man, who, I was 
informed, was a principal Arreos- A lane being 
made by the crowd, he was addi-essed by ono irf 
Tinah'B people, standing on the canoe, in a speech 
composed M abort ssntenoea, which lasted about 
a ciuarter of an hour, During this, a piece of cloth 
was produced, one cud of which I was desired to 
hold, and five men, one with a sucking pig, and 
the others having each a basket of bread-fruit. 
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prepared to follow mo. InthisonlEr we advanced 
to the Arreoj/, und laid tliti whole down before 
him. I then epoke sevend Bentenees dietaled to 
me by Tinah, the meaciiig of which I did 'not un- 
dcratand ; and my proDuneiution not being very 
exact, caused a pHat deal of mirth. Thia speech 
Ijeing fiuisUed, I was shown another AtTeoy, who 
bad oome from Ulietea, and to him tikcwtee I was 
re<]uired to doliier an oration. Tioah, nnder- 
standing from me, that I had children in my own 
country, ho desired me to mate one mora offering 
OQ their BCcounl. There Btill remained throe 
baskets of bread-fruit, a oraall pig, and another 
pieoe of cloth : with these, asBitrted as before, I 
made the offering in favour of my children to the 
man whom I had firat addrcased. He made no 
roply to oil my tine Hpeeohea, but aal with great 
gravity, and received every tiling as a matter of 
right, and not of courtfisy. 

All that I could make ont of thia strange cere- 
mony waa, that the Arnoys are highly respected, 
and that the society ia chiefly composed of men 
distinguished by their valour or aume other merit, 
and that great trust and confidence is reposed in 
them ; but I could not comprehend what this had 
to do with my children, or why it should be ima- 
gined that an offering made on their accoimt to a 
Boraety of men, who d™troy all tlieir children, 
should he propitious. I learnt from Tinab, in 
talking abont hia children, that his first-born ciild 
was killed aa soon as it oarae into the world- he 
being then an Arreog ; but befoTO liis second child 
was bom, be quitted the society. The Arrcogs 
are allowed great latitude in their amours, except 
in times of danger. Then, aa thoy are almost all 
fightrog men (Jala too) they are restricted, that 
Ihey may not weaken or enervate themselves. 

These ceremoniee being ended, I returned to the 

Such of the nativeE, ae I conversed with about 
the institution of so extraordinary a society as the 
Arreoii, asserted that it was necessary, to prevent 
an over population. Wumne Hjormw no le mydidde, 
wOTTme wOTTma le tola. Wo have too many chil- 
dren, and too many men, was their constaut ex- 
cuse. Yet it does not appCHr, that tbey are appre- 
hensive of too great an md'easc of the lower class 
of people, none of them being ever admitted into 
the Arreoy society. The moat remarkable in- 
stance, related to me, of the barbari^ of this 
institution, was of Teppahoo, the Earee of the 
district of Tcttaha, and bis wife, Tetteehowdeeah, 
who ia sister to Otow, and coumdered us a poraon 
of the first consoquDUce. I was tuid that they have 
had eight children, every one of whicii was de- 
stroyed aa soon as bom. That any human beings 
were ever so devoid of natural affection, as not to 
wisli to preserve alive one of so many children, is 
not credible. It is more reasonable to conclude, 
that tlie death of these infants waa nut an act of 
choice in the parents; but that tliey wore aaeri- 
liced in compliance with some barbarous super- 
stition, with which we ore uuacquaiatod. What 
strengthens this conjecture is, that (hey have 
adopted a nephew as their heir, of whom &Qy are 
excessively fond. 

In countries so limited aa the islands in the 
South Seas, tile natives of which, lieCore they were 
discovered hj European navigators, probably liad 
lint an idea of the existence of other lands, it is 
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not unnatural that an iucrcasiag population shoold 
occa«on apprehensions of universal distress. Ordem 
of cvlibacy, which have proved so prejutUcial in 
otlier countries, might perhaps in this have been 
benelicial ; so far at least as to have answered 
their purpose by means not criminal. The number 
of inhabitantE at Otaheitc have been cstunated at 
above one hundred thousand. The island, how- 
ever, ia not cnltivated to the greatest advanlaga ; 
yet, were they continually to improve in hus- 
bandly, their improvement could not, tor a lengtii 
of time, keep pace with au ouliniited popnhltionf 

An idea here presents itself, which, howev«r 
fanciful it may appear at tirst sight, seem* to 
merit some attention : — While we see among theae 
islands so great a waste of the human species, that 
numbers are bom only to die ; and, at the same 
time, a large continent so near them as New Hot- 
land, in which there is so great a waste of land 
uncultivated, and almost destitnle of inhabitants; 
itnaturallyocGufs, bow greatly tJie two ouuntriea 
might be made to benefit each other; and gives 
oceaMon to regret Hiat the ialanders 
Btruetcd iu the meana of emigrating 
laud, which seems as if designed by D 
serve S£ an asylum for the superflux of inhabilants 
in the islands. Such a plan of emigratian, if 
rendered practicable to them, might not only be 
the means of abolishing the horrid custom of de- 
strojing children, as it would remove the plea of 
necessity, but might lead to utlier important pur- 
poses. A great continent would he converted 
li-om a desert to a popolous country ; a number of 
our fellow- creatures would be saved ; the iuliaU- 
tauts of the islands would become more civilized ; 
and it ia not improbable, but that our colonies in 
New Holland would derive so much benefit U to 
more than repay any trouble or expense, that 
might he incurred in eudeavouriug to promote so 
humane a plan. 

The latter, however, is a remote consideration, 
fur the intertropical parts of New Holland a^ 
those most suited to the habile and manner m 
living of the islanders ; and likewise the soil and 
climate are the best adapted to thei 
agriculture. Man placed by his Cret 
warm climates, perhaps would never emigrate 
into the colder, unless under tbe tyrannous influ- 
ence of necessity ; and ages might elapse before 
tlio new inhabitants would spread to our settlers, 
though they are but barely within the limilB of 
&iist, tiiat great cause of nine tenths of tlie neces- 
ffltiea of Europeans. Nevertheless, besides forward- 
ing the purposes of humanity and geuenl can- 
venience, in bringing a people without bmd to a 
laud without people, the benefit of a mutual inter- 
course with a neigbbonring and friendly eo 
would ui itself be no inconmderable advantagi 

Among people so free from ostentation aa the 
Otahoiteana, and whose manners are so simple and 
natural, the atriclness with which the puuetilioa of 
rank are ohaervod, is surprising. 1 know not if 
any action, however meritorious, can elevate a 
man above the cbisa in which he was bom, nnleas 
he wero to BCijnire sufficient power to confer dig- 
nity on himself. If any woman of the inferior 
Glaasee has a chUd by an Earee, it is aot anSered 
lo live. Perhnpa the ofFsimng of Teppahoo and 
Ti'ttechowdccah were destined to satisfyBcane cruel 
adjustment otrauk and |irecedeucy. 
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CHAPTER VII. 



MotTOAT, November 3rd, — The trade (or provi- 
iicina I directed to be carried on at the tent b^ Mr. 
Peckover, tlie gunner. Muanoali likewiae residt'd 
there, B8 a guard over hia countiyinen ; bat though 
appeared to be ihc niah of all the cMoFa, Umt wd 
ould remaja unmulcated, it was not pusEible en- 
el; to prevent them &om pilfering. 
My tabic at dinner was gnoenillf crowded. 
Tinaii, Orcepjah, Poccno, and Mosnnah, were my 
regular gueata, and I was seldom witlreut some 
chiefs from other districtB. Almost every indi- 
vidual of anj conaeqneQce has several luunee, 
which mahea it frequently perjilexinB, when (he 
same person ta apuken of, to kDow who is meant 
Every chief has perhaps u dozen or more namea 
in the coarse of thirty years ; so that the person 
uho has been spoken of by one viattor, will not 
perhaps be known to another, unless other circum- 
ataoces lead to u discovery. The father of Tiuah, 
at this time called Otow, waa known in 1 7S9 by 
e name of Whnppai. 

I showed Tinah the propaFationa I waa making 
to take on board (he bread-frait plants, wliich 
pleased liuu exceedingly, but he did not forget to 
remind me, that whon the next ahip came out he 
lioped King George would send him large oxea, 
flteti, Bawa, cloth of all kinds, hats, chairs, and 
bedaloods, with anna, ammunition, and iu abort 
every thing ho could think of mentioning. 

Tliia afternoon, tho gudgi^on of the rudder be- 
longing to the large cutter, was drawn oat and 
stolen, without being perceived by tile man tliat 
was statioaed tn take core of her. Several petty 
tliofls having boen committed by the natives, 
mostly owing to the negligence of our own people ; 
^uid as these kind of accidents generally created 
alarm, and had a tendency to interrnpt the good 
teniiH on which we ware with the chiefc, I thought it 
woald have a good effect to punish the boatrkecper 
in their presence, many of them h&ppeuini; to he 
then on board 1 and accordingly I ordered him a 
ten lashes. Tuuih, with several of tho chiefs, 
ended the punishment, and interceded very 
-neatly to gvt it mitigated : tile women ahowed 
grcut eynipathy, and tliat degree of feehng which 
j eharacteiiflea the amiable part of their aex-

rit knowledge. I desired Tinah to take what 
thought proper as a present for him ; and I 
muBt do Tinah the iustioo tu say, he was more 
sparing than 1 should have been. I likewise re- 
ceived a vidt to-day from Oedidee, the man who 
had kfan at sea with Captain Cook iu 1771) and 
i;74,A related in the accuuut of that voyage. He 
still retpined some of the English words which he 
had leamt in that expedition. 

Wednesday, .'ith.— The weather variable, with 
lightning, and frequent showers of rain. Wind 
E.N.E. 

This was the first day of our beginning to take 
up plaota: we had much pleasure in collecting 
them, for ^e natives offered their oanstance, and 
perfectly Duderstood the method of taking thorn 
up and pruning them. 

The crowd of natives was not so great as hitherto 
it had been: the curiosity of strangers was satis- 
Bed ; and, as the weather began to be onsettled 
and rainy, they had almost all retui-ned t« I 
homes ; BO that only the peoide of Matavai and 
Opart^e remained with lis, except a few chiefe from 
other islands : our supplies however were abnn- 
dant ; aud what I considered as no small addition 
to our comforts, we ceased to be incommoded, 
wheu on shore, by the natives following us, and 
could take our walks almost unnoticed. In any 
hoDse that we wished to enter, wo always expe- 
rJEueed a kind reception, and without officionaness. 
The Dtahelteans have the most perfect easiness of 
manners, equally free from forw^dness and for- 
mality. When they offer refreshments, if they 
are uot aooeptcd, they do not think of offeiing 
them the second time ; for they have not the least 
idea of that ceremonious kind of refdaal which 
expects a second invitation. In like manner, at 
taking leave, we were never troubled with solici- 
tationa to prolong our visit, but went without 
ceremony, except making aae of a farew(dl ex- 
pruasiim at parting. Another advantage, seldom 
found in warm countries, waa, in this part of 
Otaheite, being free from mnalutoeB, though, i 
particular times of the year, the iuhabitauts ai 
pestered wilh great nnmbers of Hies. 

Muannah cantinue<l our constant friend at th 
tent, and, with Tiiiuh and all hi^ friends, dined 
with me every day. 

The ship's barber liad brought with hint from 
London, a punted head, such na the hair-dressers

It was then reported to th 
English woman on board, and the qnartjir-deck 
was cleared of the crowd, that ahe might make 
her appearance. Being handed up the bidder, and 
carried to the aftei'-port of the deck, there was a 
general shout of " lIuaAeiiu: no BHUannt mi/ts." 
Huaheinc signifies woman, and myty, good. Majiy 
of them thoiuht it was living,au^ asked if it was my 
wife. One old w^nan ran with presents of eloth 
aud hroad'frnlt. and laid them at her feet; at last 
ihcy fuimd out Utti cheat ; but conthiued all de- 
lighted with it, exccpUlle old lady, who felt herself 
moridiicd, and took back her presents, for which 
ahe was laughed at exceedingly. Tinah and all 
the cMels enjoyed the joke, and, after m-iking 
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toMDj inqoirus *lioiil the BriiiA women, ihe<r 
Miialj aiuaned me, vbea I onir again, l« bring 
s (trip fnllof thcni.

Another article in great 
ualilMfttion, and likewiee expected to make part of 
a pratFDt, wu taanon, which they made oae of lo

Oj tbii lime Nelvon had, with aaHtstanee from 
At iihip,eoaipleted ■ large fpirden near the tents ; 
in which were aown >e«b of different kindti, that 
WB )ud cnlleclefl at the Cape of Good Hope. I 
Itkawixe ^Mribulcd frnit-atones and almon'La fur 
planting, among the cbiefs, who, I hope, iril] en- 
deavour Id make tbcm succeed : and, as they are 
very fond of (weel-amelling flowers, with which 
tile women delight lo ornament them«elv«a, I gave 
tbem KnDe rmw-seed. 

Thiiraday, Gth. — We bad very variable wcaClier, 
much nin, and aumc westerly winds; so tliat s 
cuiu>tder»ble awell ran into the bttj, and a Dumber 
of RiHitled white and black porpoiseii made their 
appcsnuiee:. 1 had the mortiBcation to see that 
our garden-ground bad been much troii over; 
and what ww wone, the ehiefg appeared but little 
" " "' ' til. To this kind of careEeSBnen and 
. . I attribute the minauriage of uiauy 
__ ,phnta left here by Captain Ciiuk. 1 tiad 
'Id ft flouriahing state, two omnge plants, sumo 
.*, % flg-tree, anti two pine-appie plants, wlilch 
1 give to Poecno, whoso residence is a place 
farourablo for their growth. 

We got on suceeaiMly with our pbiiitu, having 
n hundred potted at die tent, and in a fair way of 
doing well. The cabin also was completed, and 
rea^ lo receive tbem on board. 

I have before remark*! that my friend Tinah 
waa rather of a selflnh diapoHition, and this after- 
UDon he showed a stronger instance of it than I 
waa witnuu to at any time before or after. Kis 
brotlier Oreepyah sent on board to rae a present 
of a large hog and a quantity of bread-fruit ; hut 
theae buid of prcBents are much more expeaaive 
I Itlfta pucchaaing at the markeL Soon after 
"* — *" himself came on board. Tinah was 
U the time, and whispered me to tell 
not to bring any more hugs ur fiwl, nud 
MO bock which be had sent. This advice, 
maybe supposed, did not produce the effect 
intended. Oreepyah appears to be a man of great 
Miirit, and Is highly respected by his countrymen. 
Among other visiton to-day was one of the men 
who bad been to Lima in 1776. 

Saturday, 8tfa. — Our plants had now increased 
to 2A2 : as they were all kept on shore at the tent 
I augmented the guard tliere, tlioiigh, from the 
general conduct St the natives, there did aot 
appear the least oceaaion for so mach caution. 

While I was at dinner, Tinah deared I would 
permit a man to come down mto the cabin, whom 
he called his Tamcah, or priest ) for I was obliged 
to kei^ a sentinel at the hatchway to prevent 
>— !"g mooramoded at my meals with too much 
my ; a restriction which pleased Ihc chiefs, 
Iways asked leave fur any (uutieulw person 



to be admitted of whom Ibejr wished me la take 
notice. The cmnpui; of the priest bmogfat on s 
religious eoDvenalion. Ue aid their great GtA 
was called Oro ; and that tfaey bad many others ef 
less conseqaencc. He asked me if I had a Gud t — if 
be bad a son ? and who was his wife ! 1 told tbem be 
bad a son, but no wife. Who waa his father and 
mother I was the next c|Destion. 1 said be never 
bad &tber or mother ; at this (bey lau^ied exceed- 
ingly. You liave a Giid then who never liad a father 
or mnther,and has a child without a wife 1 Many 
other questiuDS were asked, which my little know- 
ledge nf the language did not enable me to answer. 

The weather was now floe again, and a great ' 
number uf people were come bom otlirr parts of i 
the island. Tinah informed me that there wa 
be a heica and a wrestling malcli on shore, 
tliat the performers waited for our attendsn 
we therefore set off with several of our frieuda, | 
and about a quarter of a mile from the tentfl wo i 
found a great concourse of people formed into m. , 
ring. As soon as we were seated,a dancing hi^v& i 
be^m, which was performed by two girls and Ciur I 
men : this lasted half an hour, and oonsiEted of | 
wanton gestures and motions, such as have fa 
described in the account of fomier viiyaf^es. W! 
the dance cniled, Tinah ordered a long piect 
cloth to be brought ; his wife Iddcah and mya^f 
were desired to hold the two Best comers, aadj 
the remaining part brang supported by many 
otbcrs, we carried it to the performers and gave 
it tbem. Several other chiefs made a like present 
or paymenL The performera were slrollera, tluit 
travelled about the country as in Europe. 

After this the wrestling began, and the pLuta 
soon became a scene of liot and confusion. A 
party of the Arreoys also began to exercise a piri- 
vilege, which it seems they are allowed, of talung 
from the women such ^ their elolhea as b' 
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young woman, who 
was attacked, <q)poaed tbem with all lier strength, 
and held fast her cloth, though they almost ' 
dragged her along the ground. Observing lluit I 
took notice of her, she held out her hand, and 
begged my assistance ; and at my retiuest she 
escaped being pillaged. 

Soon after a ring was agun made, but the 
wrestlers were so numerous within it, that it was 
impossible tc restore order. In the challenges, 
tbey lay one hand upon their breast, and on the 
bending of the arm at the elbow, with the other 
hand tliey strike a very smart blow, which, as 
hand is kept hollow, creates a sound that may be 
heard at a considrauble distance ; and this they 
do so frequently, and with such force, that the Hash 
becomes exceedingly bruised, and, the skin break-^ 
ing, bleeds considerably. At this time, the sound 
from BO many resembled that of a number of 
people in a wood felling trees. This is the general 
challenge ; but when any two combatants agree 
to a trial, they present tliejr hands forward, join- 
ing them only by the extremities of the fingers. 
They bu^ by watdiing to take an advanti^ ; at 
lengdi they close, seize each other by Ilia lu^r, 
and are most conimouly parted before either re- 
CHVes a fall. Only one couple performed any 
thing like the (lart of good wrestlers ; and, as they 
were an equal match, this conflict lasted longer 
Il;Bn nny of the others ; but tliey also were purled. 
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Iddeah was the general umpire, and she oukiiBged 
witli so much address as to prevent tia^ quaiTel- 
ling, and there was no Diurmuruig at her deci- 
sions. As her person whs lar^, she was verj' 
tha circle. Tinah took no part in 
Upon the whole, this perfonti- 
bstler opinion of their Btrengtii 
than of their skill or^dexterity. 

For some time past Tinah had talked of going 
to the island of Tethnroa, which lies eight or ten 
leagues north from Oloheit*, to fetch his mother ; 
but I found I had only half uudcralood him, for 
this morning he inquired when we were to sail 
there in the ship ; however he seemed to feel no 
great disappointment at my not complying with 
liis wish. Tethuroo, he informed me, is tbo pro- 
perty of his family. He likewise spoke to me about 
an island called Hoo-opow, the aitnatioa of which 
he deacribed to be to the eastward of OtaheHe 
four or live days* sail, and that there were large 
auimaJa upon it with eight legs. The truth of this 
account ho very Htrenuously insisted upon, and 
wished me to gu thitlierwith him. 1 was at a loss 
to know whether or not Tinah himself gave credit 
to this whimsical and labulous aceount ; for though 
they have credulity sufiicient to believe any thio);, 
however improbable, they are at the same time so 
much addicted to that species of wit which we 
call humbug;, that it is frequently difficult to dis- 
cover whether they are in jeat or earnest. Their 
ideas of geography are very simple ; they believe 
the world to be a Rxod piano of great extent, and 
that the sun, mooo, aod stars are all in motion 
ronnd it. I have been frequently afiked by them 
if I ItavB not been as far as the sun and moon ; 
for they think we are such great travellers that 
scarce any undertaking is beyond our ability. 

Another island, called Tappuhoi, situated like- 
wise to the eastward, was described to me by 
Tinah, the inhabitants of which were said to be all 
warriors, and that the people of OtaJieitc did not 
dare lo go there. He told me, that very lately a 
cBDoe fnim Tappuhoi was at the island Maitea ; 
that oa BOOD as they landed they began to fight 
with the people of Maitea, who killed them all 
except a yonne lad and a woman, who have since 
been at Otaheite. I saw the boy, but could get no 
information from him. It is most probable, that 
this unfortunate vidt of the canoe from Tappuhoi 
was net designed, but occasioned by adverse winds, 
which forced them so far from thetr own island ; 
and that the people of Maitea began the attack, 
taking advantage of their superior nmnbers on 
account of some former quarrel. 

Thursday, 13th. — I had a large company lo 
dine with me to-day. Some of my constant visitors 
Jlod observed that we always drank His Majesty's 
health as soon as the cloth was removed, but they 
were by this time become so fond of wine, that 
they would frequently remind me of the health 
in themiddleof dinner, by calling out King George 
Earee no Brittannee, and wonld banter me if the 
gbua was not filled to the brim. Nothing could 
exceed the mirth and jollity of theee people wlien 
they met on board. 

1 was assured by Oediddee and several others, 
that the vines phuiled at the island Huaheine by 
Captain Cook liad succeeded and bore fruit ; and 
that some of the oflier phiuts, both at Eluahehie 
and at Outepoha, a district on the S<E. pkrt of 



Otaheite, had been preserved, and were in a tliriv- 
iug state. I was likewise informed that there was 
a bnll and a cow alive at Otaheite, but on different 
parts of the island ; tho former at a place called 
Itteah, the latter at the district of Teltaha. All 
the rest were taken away or destroyed by the 
people of Eimeo. As Tettaha was at no great 
distance, I determined to go thither myself the first 
opportunity, and make inquiries, in hopes that the 
breed might still he preserved. 

1 had much discourse with my gneata about 
Omai : they confirmed lo me that he died about 
tliu^y months after Captain Cook left the islaods. 
Soon after Captain Cook's departure from Hua- 
heine, there were some disputes hetwee 
people of that island and those of Ulietea, in which 
also the natives of Bolabola took a part. Omai, 
who was l>ecome of conseqnence &oni the pi 
ing three or four mnakels and some ammunition, 
was consulted on the occasion. Such was his 
opinion and BHSurances of success, tiiat a war was 
determined on, aud took place immediatety.— 
Victory soon followed, throaeh the means of thoso 
fewai- ' ' ■•^- ■ ■" ■ ■ ■

lighted slick, one man presentmg the musket, and 

another with the burnt stick setting fire to the 

priming ; without which contrivance their a 

woold nave proved useless. This expeditioi 
seems, consumed all their ammnnition. Pi 
was soon after established, but I did not under- 
stand that Omai had increased his possessions oi 
his rank. Nevertheless, I have reason to con 
elude, that he was in some degree of favour with 
his countrymen, from the general good character 
wliich they give of him. It appears that he 
always remembered England with kindness ; for 
his accounts to his countrymen have been euch as 
to give them, not only a great idea of our power 
and consequence, bnt of our friendship and good- 
will towards him. 

Tyvarooah, the eldest of the New Zealand boys 
that were left with him, died a shoi't time after 
Omai. About Coah, tho youngest, I bad always 
doubtfiil acconnls tilJ I came to Huaheine, where 
I learnt that he likewise was dead. 



CHAPTER VIU. 



Aptea dinner I went on shore, and while I vts 
the tents, from having exposed m;raclf too much 
in the sun, I was taken ill, and continued in much 
pain for near an hour. This was soon kuo 
among the natives, and I was cACeediiigly Ei 
prised to see Tinah and all the princtjial people, 
both men and women, collectldB round inc and 
offering their assistance. For ftis sliort ilhiesa 
I was made ample amends, by the pleasure I 
received from the attention aud appeanuiee of 
affectioa in these bind people. 

Friday, Htli November. — This moruing I I 
nmnberltss inquiries after my health.

J I sent aHsuranceB fhat I only 
deaireii tj> see it ; and the cliie& who were viitii 
me Hpoke to tlie same effect. I was then desired 
to proceed in llie boat further along shore to tbe 
wBHtward. In our way Tinah roade me stop 
among Bume fUhing canoes to purchase fish for 
him, wiiich ho ab; caw, with salt water for sance. 
Wheu we arrived at the hinding-placc, a great 
number of people had collected, and soon after 
Teppahoo arrived. Oreepyah and I went with 
him about a quarter of a mile, when I waa ehuwn 
one of tho most beautiful heifers I ever saw. 1 
asked if tbcy had any more, but tLoy all said thero 
was no other than a bull at Itteah, as before-men- 
tioned, I could UDt rc&^in &om expresung my 
displeasure at tlie destruction and the foolisli supa- 
ration of these line animaU. I liad shared with 
Captain Cook m the trouble of this business, and 
had been equally anxious for the success. 

Tlie district of Tettalm is not so luxuriant and 
fruitful as the country about Matavai. As I saw 
nothing of conseiinenee to dolain me, I made a, 
present to Teppahoo, and, after inviting him to 
visit me on board the ship, which he promised to 
do, I took leave. Tinah had remained all this 
time in the boat. I observed that no respect was 
shown to him at this place, nor was he able to 
procure a cocoa-nut, or a bread-froit, otherwise 
than by purcharang it. The heifer beuig here is 
a proof of this district not having been fHendly to 
the people of Matavai and Oparre, 

In our way back, having to row against the 
wind, wo stopped to refresh at Oparre, and it was 
eight o'clock by the time we arrived at the ship, 
I kept my fellow-travellers on board to supper, 
and tboy did not fail to remind me of the kinir's 
health. ^ 

Monday, 17th. — Onr collection of bread-frnit 
plants at the tents continued increasing. This 
morning I sent tweivo on board, in pots, lo dis- 
cover where they would thrive tho best, the air 
being more t«miieral« on board the ship than on 
shore. While 1 was absent item the ship, Tep- 
pahoo had been on board, and left a bog as a 
present for me. 

After dinner to-day, Tinah, who was my con- 
stant visitor, left the table sooner than usual. 
When he was gone, Oreopyah, his brotlior, and 
Oedidde, told mo a piece of scandal, which liad 
Jjeen hd'oro hinted to mc, but which till now I 
had not heard of with certainty : this was, that 
litdeah, Tinah'a wife, kept a gallant, who was a 
loieloio, or servant, and tbe very person who 
always fed Tinah at dinner : and this was so far 
from being without Tinali's knowledge or consent, 
that they said it wua by hia dosiro. They added 
many other circumstances, anii, as I apprared to 
doubt, they took several opportunities, in the 
'the day, of mentioning it to other people, 




hoo, and invited him on board : before we parted, ' 
I bargained with him for tlic liuifcr, which lie 
promised to bring in Rve days. My inteutirat 
was, that it I got the heifer, I would endeavour to 
purchase the bull at Itteah : but if that could aot 
be done, then 1 could send the heifer as a preaant 
to tho possessor of the bull, which might equallir 
well answer my purpose. 

It has been mentioned, that Tinah had a place 
in my cabin to keep tbuae things which I guve 
lmn,ss being more secure onlward than on shore. 
I luid remarked lately, that hia hoard seemed to 
diminish the more I eDdeavourcd to inoreaao it : 
at length I discovered (hat Iddeah kept another 
hoard in the master's cabin, which Ghc regularly 
enriched from her husband's, whenever I made 
him a present, apprelieuding tbat 1 should CeHse 
giving, when 1 saw Tiuah's locker full At bis 
request, I set the carpenters lu work to make him 
a chest large enough for himself and wife Ut sleeu 
on. Caplaut Cook had formerly given liiin Bueh 
a chesl, but it had been taken from him by tlu 
Eimeo people. 

Friday, Slst. — TTiia forenoon, I received a tnea- 
sage from Teppaboo, to acquaint me the heifer 
was brought to MatavaL I immediately went on 
shore, and found that ho had been as gaud aa Ilia 
word. The purchase mooey was paid, which con- 
dsted of a shirty a hatchet, a ^ike-nail, a, knife, « 
pair of scdsEors, a gimlet, and tile ; to which was 
added, a small quantity of loaf-sugar. Teppahoo 
appeared well pleased with his bargain ; and I sent 
the heifer to Poeeuo'a residence, near which was 
plenty of grass. 

In the afternoon, I was invited to a heiva, ths 
most extraordinary part of whicli was an oratiuu, 
with some ceremonies in compliment to us. Twelve 
men were divided into fourranka, with two women 
in the front j behiud them all stood a priest, nho 
made a speech which tasted ten minutes, and which 
was listened to with some attention. During this, 
(he picture ofCuptain Cook, which had been brought 
for that purpose, was placed by my ^e. When 
the priest left off speaking, a piece of white cloth 
vraa wrapt round the picture, and another piece 
round me. The priest then spoke again for s 
short time, and an old man placed a piece of 
plated cocoa-nut leaf at my feet ; the same was 
done to Tinah, and one piece was put under the 
picture. After this the dancing began, which was 
m tiie same style that we had already seen. 

The bead of the ship was the Rgure of a woman, 
and not ill carved. As we were punting the ahip^ 
upper works, I directed this figiire lo be painted 
in colours, with which the isluidcrB were much 
jileased. Not only the men, but the women, de- 
siruil me to bring English women when I came 
again. To-day Oedidde, thinking I was not coa- 
viuced of the truth of what he had tidd me about 
Iddeah, mendoued the affair to the htdy herself 
in my bearing, at which she laughed, but said he 
did III to tell me of it. However, it was evidnat 
slie was not muoh offended ; for they were both 
very much diverted in discoursing upon the 

I find it is not at all uncommon for brotiheETB to 
have connexion with the wives of each other, 
particularly eider brothers with (he wives of thur 
youuiJi-T biMlhers, which is geneiTLlly allowed, (utd 
no ol^ce taken : but if any person, nut belunfjung 
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to tlie family, endeuvoiue at tlic samo intiniaof, 
it in n«euteil oa au injury. Invlination seems to 
bs tho DUly biuding law of marriage at Otaheite. 

Aa 1 piir|iosed to get inalmmeDta oij ahore at 
Point VcnuB, to make observatious, I desired 
Tiiwh to order a houae to be brought there fur 
Lio 1 wliich was done, and fixed in half an hour. 
Icing only a hght shed supported by posts. 

Mgndoy, 34th, I bought a turtle, that tiaa cacght 
ou the reefs. As Tinah was going Cu leave me 
font few days,Ihaditdresaedioi'liiadimier. He 
told me that his motheT,Oberroe-roab, was arrived 
fnnn the island Tethuroa, and begged tlukt 1 would 
send for her in the raonitng, and take care of her 
till he returned ; which I willingly jreDmised. 

Tuesday, 2Sth. — This morning, I ieot a boat to 
Oparro, whicb retumod in tho afternoon witli 
Uberree-roab, and two women, her servaut^. Ab 
sliu was old and corpnlent, it was with difficulty 
that na helped her up the ship's side. As booh 
as she wna in the ship, she sat dowu oD the gang- 
way, and, clasping my koecB in bur arms, ex- 
■ ' pleasure at seeing me by a flood of 



I, and cocoa-uuts, slie had brought as a

done witli little trouble, as nothing 
□ecessary tlian a, mat, and some cloth spread ou 
the ilect. Sho had with her a favourite cat, bred 
fi'um one that liad been given her by Captain 
Couk. Sho told me al) the raisfortuueB that had 
befallen hor son and fi'iends, amco Captain Couli 
left Otaheile. All the aecoanta agree in some of 
the cattle being now alive at tbe island Eimeo : 
iu tile Dumber they dilTer ; hot that iJiere ai'o 
eight, is the least aceonnt. In the morning, Obor- 
rco-roali being defucons to go on shore, 1 made 
her a present of soveral thiogB, which she did not 
care to take with her then, but requested that I 
would keep them safe for her. Only Moannah 
and Fueeno dined with me tu-day. They told me 
tllat Tinoh and his brother Ureepyah were not on 
good terms together ; and it wus imagined that 
they would fight as soon as the ship was gone. I 
had observed a coohieas between tlieni, and had 
at times endeavoured to moke tliem more cordial, 
hut with very little cfiecl. Their quarrel has 
aiTsen from a disagreement between their wives. 

In the afternoon, a oanoe from Uhctea arrived, 
iu whioh was on Saree, or chief, of that ishind, 
who is a nephew to Olierree-roah. He brought 
a sheep with him : the poor animal was infected 
witli the mange, and in very poor condition. The 
climate had not, as far as 1 could jud)(Et, altered 
tlie quality of the wool, with which he was well 
(Kivored, except a part about the shouldcre. I 
imagine this n^imol to be the English ewe left by 
Captain Cook. The owner assured me (hat there 
were ten aheep at Huaheine ; the truth of which I 
much doubted. 1 was surprized, and rather mor- 
tified, tu find that heset so little value on ihis, as to 
let me lave it, at the first word, for a Bmali adze. 
I sent it Id be kept at Pooono'B, with the heifer. 

Friday, itJth.— Tmah and his wife returned to 
Malavai, and, from alipearances which 1 have no 
nouiou tu mistrUBt, were sincerely glad to see me 
again after their short nlseuce. They bnoght, 



as usual, a present of a hog and fruit. This 
morning there was an eclipse of the buu, but the 
weather was so cloudy, that I had only an oppor- 
tunity of observing die end of the etdipse, which 
was at 19'' 43' fi3<>, 

Saturday, 29th, 1 sent a man to shear tho ewe, 
by which a remedy could more easily he applied 
to cure the disease with which it was infected. 
The ^rdea made near the tents was not in a 
prosperous condition -. most of the melons and 
cucumbers were destroyed by insects ; and the 
soil, being sandy, was not favourable to tlie other 



Monday,Deaemberl9t.-~-In the night, the rudder 
of one of the boalH was stolen from the tents. On 
lauding in the morning, neither Tinah nor any of 
his family come near me, being, 1 was informed, 
afraid of my diBpleasure. As the loss was not 
great, I immediately eeut to asanre Ihem (liat I 
had no anger, except against the person who 
committed the theft. In consequence of this mes- 
sage, Tinah and some of the other ohiefs came to 
the tents, and promised that they would exert 
tlicmselvQs to discover the thie^ and get tlie 
rudder restored. This was the first theft, of any 
consequence, that had been committed since the 
tents were on shore ; and my suspicions fell chielly 
on the people who were here mtm some of th« 
other iskuds. Tinah had just begun tu buiA k 
house for himself, aud 1 promised that our car- 
pentfrsshouldsseisthim. Whydooah, the youngest 
broClier of Tinah, had lately been one of my con- 
stiLut viBiloiB, and seemed to have left hS his 
former costom of getting drunk with the Ava. 
He was esteemed one of their best wafriors ; and 
I was told that in the quarrel with tlio pei^le 
of Eimeo, he killed Maheioe, the chiof of that 

Friday, 5th.— The weather for some time past 
had been very unsettled. This aiUrnooo, the 
wuid blew fresh from tlie N.W., which occasioned 
the sea to break very liigh across the Dolphui 
bonk ; and in the night such a heavy broken sea 
camu into the bay, t&t we were qbliged to battel 
all the hatohwavs down, and to. keep everybody 
upon deck all night, though the rain came dowu 
iu torrents. The ship rolled in a most violent 
manner. In tlie morning the wind increasing, 
aud there being no poraibility of putting to sea, 
we struck yards and topmasts, and trusted Co our 
anchors. The river swelled so much with the 
min, that tho point of land on which tlic tents 
stood became au tebuid ; and, to preserve the 
bread-fruit plants from being endangered, the 
people were obliged to cot a passage fur the river 
through a mrt of the beach, at a distance from 
the tents. The sea broke very high on the beach; 
ntvortheleas, a oauoo nut offj and, to my surprise, 
Tiaah, his wife, and Moannah, made their way 
good through the surf, and came on board to see 
me. There was no other person in the eanoe, 
for the weatlier did not admit of useless pas- 
sengers : each of tliem hod a paddle, which tliey 
maiuged with great activity and skill. These 
kind people embraced me with many tears, aud 
expressed their apprehensious for the safety of 
the ship. Tuwanls noon, however, the sea abated 
cunudentbly, but die wind continued to blow 
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t, I ddeah « 
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twrn the N.W.

light 

Sonday, 7tb ^The wind continued between the 

N. and N.W., but had so much moderated, that 
I no lunger coUBiilered our nituation to be alarra- 
tn^. At noon, Iddeah retamed (o the Mp, with 
a large hog, and a anppl; of bread-fruit, and 
eocoo-nuta ; and soon sj'ter, «be and Tinab left 
the ship, having exacted a promiBe from me, that 
if the weather was moderate, I would go on ahore 
in the mnrutne, and visit their parents and giater, 
who, they told me, had been much alarmed un 
our necount. 1 receiTed a visit likewise from 
Poeeno and hia wife. Tills woman had always 
shown great regard for ua ; and now, on our 
meeting, before 1 could be aware of it, abe began 
beating her head violently with a aliarli'a tooth, 
BO that her face was covered with blood in an 
instant. I put s stop to tliia as goon ui I could, 
and, with the dicing up of the blood, her agitation 
sabsidcd. This ceremony is frequently performed, 
upon Dceaaions either of joj' or )p:ief. Her hus- 
band said, that, if any accident happened to the 
ship, 1 should live with him, and that tfacy would 
ont down trees, and buiid me another ship. 

From tliis sample of the weather, and the in- 
fonnation of the natives, Iwaa convinced it would 
not 1>e safe to continue in Matavai Bay much 
longer ; and I determined to get every thing 
ready for sailing as speedily as I could. 

The night proved moderate ; and in the morn- 
ing, 1 went un shore, where 1 was received by 
Oberroe-roah, and several other friends, with great 
affection. 

The plants received no injury from the bad 
weather, having been carefully covered from the 
spray of the sea : some were in a dormant state, 
and others were striking out young shoots, Nelson 
thought tliat it was better to retrain a few days 
frum tailing them on board ; I therefore consented 
to defer it. He was of opinion that the plants 
conld be propagated from the roots only, and 1 
directed some boxes to be Hlled, as we muld stow 
tbem where no others could be placed. 

Tuesday, 9th. — This aftemuon, in hauling tbe 
launch on sliore to be repaired, many of the 
natives assisting, one of them, a fine boy about 
ten years old, was thrown down, and a roller 
which was placed under the boat went over him. 
The surgeon being ill, I sent off for his aasletant. 
Fortunately no limb was broken, nor did he re- 
coive ajijynaterlal Injun'. The surgeon had been 
a long time tU, the effect of IntemperoDCe and 
indolence. He had latterly scarce ever stirred 
oat of his cabin, but was not apprehended to be 
in a dangereus state ; nevertheless, this evening 
he appeared le bo so much worse than usual, that 
it was bought necessary to remove him to some 
place where he could have more air ; but to no 
effect, for he died in an hour afterwards. This 
unfortunate man drank very hard, and was so 

vailed on to take half a dozen turns upon deck at 
a time, in the whole course of the voyage. 

Wednesday, 10th. — Aa I wished to hury the 
surgeon on shore, I mentioned it to Tinah ; who 
sold there would be no objection, but that It would 
be iiec«snaiy to ask his father's conseut first ; 
which he undertook to do, and immediately left 



me for that purpose. Bj tliis cu^;amstiuiee it ; 
appears, that though the eldest son of an £Wes 
succeeds to tliB title and honuuis uf the father aa 
soon as he is bom, yet a considerable portion of 
HUthorily remains with tbe Cither, even after the 
si.n is of age. When Tinah relumed, I went with 
liiro to the spot intended for the burial plaoe, 
taking with ns two meu to dig ^e grave ; but on 
our arrival, 1 found the natives had already b«Dn 
it. Tinah asked me. If they were doing rigtat 1 
"There," says he, "the sun rises, and there it 
sets." The idea that the grave should be eaA and 
west, 1 imagine they learnt from the Spaniards, 
as the captain of one of their ships was buried 
at Oeitepeha in 1774. Certain it is, they had 
not the mformation from any body belonging to 
ourahip; for 1 believe we shoold not have tliuught 
of it. The grave, however, was niariied out very 
eatotly. At four in the afternoon, the body was 
interred : the chiefs, and many of the natives, 
eamo to see Ihe ceremony, and slioned great 
attention during the service. Some of the chieb 
were very Inc[uisitive about what was to be done 
with the Burgeon's cabin, on accoimt of apparitions. 
They said, when a man died In Otaheite, and was 
carried to tlie Tupapow, that as soon as night 
came, he waa surrounded by spirits, and if «uy 
person went there by himself, they would devour 
him : therefore they said that not less than two 
people together should go into the surgeon's cabin 
for some time. I did not endeavour "

and lotting them know that we had 
apprehensions. 

In the afternoon, the efl^ls of the decensed 
were disposed of, and 1 appointed Mr. Thomas 
Denhom Ledward, the surgeon's mate, to do duty 
as surgeon. 

Sunday, 14th.— ThU forenoon, we perfoTToed 
divine servioe. Many of the principal natives 
attended, and behaved with great deoency. Soma 
of the women at one time betrayed an iiie 
to laugh at our general responses ; but, 
looking at them, they appeared much ai 
After the service, I was asked if no offering wM 
to be mode for the Eatua to eat. 

The weather had been fair all the hist week, 
and at this time appeared quite settled ; so that I 
was urtder no apprehooslons of danger &om con- 
Unuiug a little longer in &latavai bay.' 



CHAPTER IX. 



WEDiSEan.T, 17th Dec— ThU morning I took a 
walk into the country, accompanied by Nelsou 
and my old friend Moaunah. The breadth of the 
bia'der of low land, before we arrived at the foot 
of the hills, was near three miles. Tiiis part of 
our jourticy waa through a delightful country, 
well oovered with bread-fruit and cocoa-nut trees, 
and strewed with houses, In which were swartns 
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of cliililran. Wa then proceaded along a Talley, 
Btill among housea, with planlatiooB of yama, tarro, 
the olrith-plant, aod tlieir favourite root tlie Ava ; 
there were bread-fruit tree* on the aides of the 
hille, which were dwarfs in comparison of tiuxe 
on the low land. Our walk was very much tn- 
terrupted by a river, the aourae of which was bo 
Berpentiiie, tlut we had t« cross it several times, 
being carried over on men's shoulders. 

Ou arriving at a Morai, 1 saw a number of the 
natives collected] and was informed tliat the priests 
were performing their devotions. SiKteon men 
wore sitting on their heels ; in the front was a 
polo covered with a plaited cocoa-nut branah, and 
before each of the men thore v/aa a number of 
small pieces of tlie same leaf plaited, which they 
call hahgree, and each bad Ukewiae a piece round 
his wrist. One, who appeared to be the chief 
priest, prayed aloud, and wan answered by all the 
rest together: after a few short sentences and 
Tesponses, they rose, and each earned an hahyree, 
which they placed at the foot of the pole, and re- 
turned In prayer : this was repealed till all the 
habyree were delivered, and then the ceremony 
ended- I must not forget t^ mention, that they 
bad placed, near the pole, an ofieiing of plantaing 
and bread-fruit, which they left for the Eatua. 
Tliey very kindly asked us tu partake of a roasted 
hog, that had been prepared tar them whilst they 
were praying ; but as I wislied to make the most 
of the morning, before the snn was too high, I 
declined their offer, and Moaniuih bespoke re&osh- 
ments to he ready for us when wo retumod. 

We GoDtinoed onr walk up the valley, which 
became very narrow, and had advanced s consi- 
demble way beyond all llie houses aud plantations, 
when we were suddenly stopped by the cascade, 
that fell into the river from a height of above 200 
feet : the fall at this time was not great, bnt in 
the heavy runs must be considerable. The natives 
look upon this as the most wonderful sight in the 
island. Tbe fall of water is the least curious part ; 
tlie cliff, over which it comes, is perpendicular, 
forming an appearance as if support^ by square 
pillars of stone, and with a regularity that is sur- 
priHing. Underneath is a pool eight or nine feet 
deep, mt4i which the water falls ; and in this place 
all the natives make a point of bBthing once in 
Uieir lives, probably from some religious idea. 

The hills oere approach each other within a few 
yards, and are weU covered with wood. As the 
Toad appeared difficult, I did not care to proceed 
towards the mountain. I cannot with cerl^nty 
say how far this curious precipice is from the bay, 
but think, in the road by which wc went, it can- 
not bo lesa tlian seven nules. It is called Peeah 
Roah. 

In our return, wc found a yomig pig prepared 
for na, and we made a hearty m^. We dined 
in the house of ao old acquaintance of felson's ; 
for whom he had, in 1 777, planted the two shad- 
dock planto, formerly mentioned, which he bad 
broughtfromtheFriendly Islands. Thesewehad 
the Batisfactiou to see were grown to Que trees, 
and full of fruit.

grounds. As soon as we had finiiihed our dimier, 
we returned towards the ship. I was much de- 
lighted, ID this walk, with the number of childien 
that I saw in every port of the country : they are 
very handsome and sprightly, and full of antio 
tricks. They have many diveruons that are com- 
mon with the boys in Engluod ; such as flying 
kites, cat's enulle, swinging, dancing or jumping in a 
rope, walkuig upon stilts, and wrestling. 

Friday, ISth. — The wind to-dav blew fresh, 
but eondnued regular from the E. and E.S.E. 
We had likewise much rain, and a long swell set 
into the bay. I had not yet determined, whether, 
on leaving Matavai bay, I would go to the island 
Eimen, or to the harbaur of Toahroah near 
Oparre : this nncertainty made Tinah, and the 
rest of my friends, very anxions ; and they ap- 
peared much distressed on my desiring them. Hub 
aflemoon, to scud on board all tbe things which 
they wished to have rep^red by the forge, with- 
out delay, that what they wanted might be done 
before the ship left Matavai, which I told tbero 
would be in a few days. They very earnestly 
intreated 1 would stay one month longer. 1 re- 
presented this as impossible, and asked Tinah if 
he would not go with me to Eimeo ; but he said, 
that, notwithstanding my protection, he was cer- 
tain the Eitneo people would wateh for an oppor- 
tunity to kill hiu(. He remamed on board with 
me all night, but his wife went <m shore, and 
returned early in the morning, bringing with her 
some axes, and other things, tliat were in need of 

Wlien I went on shore, I found Otow, Oberree- 
roah, Moaainah, and several others, in great tri- 
bulation at the thoughts that we were so soon to 
leave (hem. All tbe people of Matavai, I saw, 
were much concerned at my intentioi 
Eimeo, and took every opportunity 
me against the people of that island ; to which I 
paid very little attention, as their motive was 
obvious. Their expresiuons of Mendship and 
affection for me, however, I could not disregard, 
SB I had no doubt of their being genuine and un- 
affected \ and I felt my nnwillingoesB to leave 
these kind people so much increased, that the 
next day, I sent the master in the launch to re- 
examine the depth of water between this bay and 
Toahroah harbour. He returned in the evening, 
aud acquainted me, that he found a good bottom, 
with not less than Hxteen fathoms depth all the w»'. 
The harbour of Toahroah appearing every way saie, 
I determined to ^t the ship there as speedily aa 
possible, aud I immediately made my intention 
public, which occasioned great rejoicing. 

Wednesday, 24 th.— This day, we took the plants 
on board, being 774 puts, all in a healthy state ; 
for whenever any pl^t had an unfavourulde ap- 
pearance, it was replaced by another. The number 
of those rejected wa^ 303, of which not one in ten 
bat was found to be growing at the root. 

The natives reckon eight kinds of the bread- 
fruit tree, each of which they distinguish by a 
different name. 1. Palieah. 2, Eroree. 3. if if anna. 
4. Mi-re. 5. Oree. G. Poutrro. 7. Apptere. B. Row- 
dteah. In the first, fourth, and eighth class, the 
leaf differs from the restl the fonrth is more 
siiiuated ) tbe eighth has a large broad leaf, not 
at all sinuated. The diffieronoe of tbe &uit is 
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principally in the first and eighlJi class. In tlie 
fint, tbe Emit is mlher larger and more of on 
' oUtK^rorm: in the eighth, il ia round and not 
above half tlie size of the others. I inquired if 
plants could be jiroduceil from the seed, and wna 
UM tbe; eoold not, but Ibat they must be taken 
Crom the root. The plants are best collected after 
•et wealber, at whieli dmc tlie earth balls round 
the rools, and tlicy arc not liable to eufibr by being 

Tbe most common method of dividing time at 
Otahoite is by moons ; but they likewise make a 
division of tbe year into six parts, each of which 
is distinguished by the name of the kind of bread- 
fruit then in season. In this divisioD they keep a 
BmalJ interval ealled Tama, in which tliey do not 
DHC tbe bread-fruit. This is about the ond of 
February, when the fmit is not in [lerfoction ) 
but there ia no part of the year in which the trees 
are entirely ban:. 

Thursday, 25th.— At day-light ve unmoored, 
and 1 sent the tents ui the launch to Oparrc, witli 
directions that after binding them, the launch 
ahould meet the ship in the entrance of Toahroah 
harbouFg to show tlie safest port of tho cliannel. 
At half past ten, we got the aliip under sail, and 
mn down under top-aailn : vhen wo were near the 
launch, it fell cahn, and the ship shot past her. 
We immediately let tbe anchor go, but, to our 
KTcat nirprise, we found the ship was aground 
forwards. She had run on so easy, that we had 
not jieroeived it at the time. This accident occa- 
Honed us much trouble, as we wet?e obliged to 
send uichom out astern to get the ship afloat : in 
doing this, one of the cables swept a rook, and 
was not got clear again without much diiHculty. 
When the aliip was moored, point Venus bore N. 
^-E. Thoeastpointof theharbourN.eS' E.} 
tif a mile. Our distance from the shore half a 
cable's length ; de^th uf water 8) fathumn.

no to sil on. They then left me with Moan- 
nali, and in a short tune I saw Tinah retaming 
with about twenty men, who all made a stop at 
same distance, and a priest said a short prayer 
lo the Ealua, to which Ibe rest made reply. * A 
I was then sent to me three seveial limes, at eoeb 
e bringing me a email pig, and the stem of a 
plautaln leaf. The first tliey told me was for the 
Ciud of Brittanuoe, tbe next for King George, and 
B last for myself. Moanuoh then got up, and, 
without being dictated to, mode an oration for me ; 
the purport of which I nnderatood to be, tluit I 
rteaived tlieir offering with thanks ; that we were 
good people and friends ; and therefore ho ex- 
horted them to commit no thefts : he (old them 
3 bring ^ir pigs, cocoa-nuts, and bread-fruit, 
and tlicy would receive good things in return ; 
that wo took nothing without their consent ; and 
finally, that every man was Ui iiuit the pUce (the 

le we occupied] at night; for it they made 



Bti^ visit in the dorii, they would be kUled. WiU^ 
tins speech the ceremony ended. - ' 

I found this a delightful utnation, and in eve« 
respect convenient. The ship waa perfectly ^tt- 
tered by the reefs in sourath water, and close Is 
u fine bench without tlie least surf. A amall river, 
with very good water, runs into the sea about the 
middle of Ute liorbour. I gave directiutis fur the 
plants to be landed, and tbe same pitrty tu be with 
them as at Matavai. Tinah Sxedhis dwelling diise . 

Monday, 2Bth. — Some of tbe natives took adrait 
tage of tbe butcher's negligence, and Htob 
cleaver. I complained of thia tu the chiefs 
were on board,aiid they promised tfaat they wi 
endeavour to recover it ; butan sjiriele so V"'" 
as this was to the natives, 1 had no great 
tation of seeing restored. 

The ship continued to be supplied by the natiTCkl 
aH usual. Cocoa-nats wore iu such plenty, tlul 
I bellove not a pint of water was dmnk on bond ' 
the ship in the twenty^four hours. Brcad.fraj|{ 
began to be scarce, though wo purchaaed, ~ ~ 
difiicnlty, a suScient quantity for out 
there was, however, another liarvosf 
which they expected would be fit for use 
six weelcB. The better kind of ploutaiiis 
become scarce ; but a kind which they call Vi 
wero in great plenty. This fruit does not 
on tlie trees hke the other kinds, but grows i 
an upright stalk of considerable strength and 
stance. Though this plantain is inferior in qr 
to most of the otbers, it afibrds great aubsui 
to the natives. We received, ahnust every ^.i 
presents of fish, chtetly dolphin and uIbacDi«,auJ 
a few small rodt fish. Their fishing ia moetiy m. 
the night, when they make strong lights on tbe 
reefs, which attract the fiah lo them. Sametimtz, 
,in fine weather, tho canoes are out in such nimi- 
bers, that tho whole sea appears illuiniuulvd. lu 
the canoes they fish with hook and line, aiul un 
the rce^ they strike tbe fish with a spear. SnUH 
likewise carry out aniall nets, which are niMapd 
by two men. In the day-time their fishing cmkhb 
go without the reefs, sometimes to a considenUe 
distance, where they fish with rods and linc^ ani 
catch bonelas, and other fisli. Whenever Ihenii 
a show of fish, a fleet of canoes inuncHliately pIB- 
eeeds to sea. Their hooka being bright, ace mj 
without bait, in the manner of our artificial ffl> 
Their rods are made of bamboo ; but wbea 
ore any very large fish, they make use of M^^ I 
rigger over the fore part of the eano^ -''^J 
twenty-five feet in length, whii^h has two pnaT 
the extremity, to each of which is fastened * I.. 
and line; and when a lisli takca the huol^il 
raised by ropes managed by t«(^ men in (he 
of tlie canoe.

Thetliiuf liodtakeniltu^ 
houron, and Tinah told me, which I cot 
believe, that it was given np with great n 
The next momuig I offiawd T" ' 
alies, and other things ; Int, at 
was meant by way'of return fotjj 
cleaver restored, ho would 
to accept a single article. 

I had constantly the company ot% 
and some of his rehitiuus ; but tl 
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riiough so nuar us, never came in sight of the ship. 
The river Bepurated them fnnn the place occupiod 
by ouF people au shore ; and, for fear of giving 
fttann or uffenfe, 1 gave strict orders that iiu one 
should attempt bi go near their place of reBtdencc. 

MoDd&y,5th. — At the relief of the watch, at four 
o'clock thid tnoming, the small cutter wus missing. 
I me inmiediately informed of It^ nnd muat^red 
the ship's company ; when it appeared, that three 
men were absent, Clmrlea Churchill, the sliip's 
corporal, and two of the seamen, William MiiB- 
prat, and John Millward ; the latter of whom had 
been sentinel from twelve lo two in the morning. 
They had taken with tliem eight stand of arms 
and ammunition ; but what their plan was, or 
which waj' they had gone, no one on board seemed 
to have the least knowledge. I went on share lo 
the chieb, and soon received infarmation, that tbe 
boat was at Matavni ; and that the descrtera had 
departed in a Bailing canoe for the island Tethuroa. 
On this intelligence, I sent the master In Matavai 
lo search for the small cotter, and one of the 
chiefs went with him ; but before they had got 
half way, they met the boat with live of the natives, 
who were bringing herbacktothesbip. This ser- 
vice, rendered me by the people of Matavai, pleased 
me much, and I rewarded the men accordingly. 

I told Tinah, and the other chiefs, that I ex- 
pected they would get the deserters brought back; 
lor that I was determined not to leave Otaheite 
without them. They assured me, that they would 
do every thing in their power to have them taken; 
and it was agreed, that Oreepyah and Moannah 
should depart the nest morning for Tethuroa. 
Oreejn^ inquired if they had pocket pistols, 
"for, said he, "though we may anrprize and 
seize thero before Ihey can make nse of their 
muskets ; yet, if they have pistols, they may do 
mischief, oven while they arc held." I quieted, 
these apprehensions, by assuring them that the 
deserters had no pistols with them. 

At day-light, Oreepyah and Moannah set aff in 
two canoes for Tethuroa, hut tha weather became 
so boisterous, that they were obliged to return in 
the forenoon, and I was happy to see Ihem get safe 
in, as the aea r»n very high without the harbour. 
From tlie first of this month, the weather and 
winds had been much unsettled, with a great deal 
of rain. Our former station at Matavai appeared 
not at all safe, the sea at times breaking high over 
the Dolphiu bank, and making a great swell in the 
bay. Oreepyah and Moamuih both promised mo, 
that they would sail again as soon as the weather 
should be fine. 

Friday, 9th. — The wind continned to blow strong 
at sea, though in the harbour we had, at times, but 
light breezes. P^bdo from Matavai, came to see 
me to-day : he said, he was apprehensive that I 
was displeased with him, on account of oiu: de- 
eerters hiMteg been carried to Tethuroa, by a 
canoe from Matavai. This, he declared, had l»en 
done before he heard of it; and that the only service 
in his power, he had not neglected tn do for me, 
which was tlie sending our boat back. As this 
was really an act of friendship, I received him 
with great cordiality ; and he assured me, that 
there could be no douht, from the directiDnB Tinah 
had given, of the deserters being brought to tlie 
ship, as soon as tlie weather would admit canoes 
to go after them. 



Saturday, 10th.— One of the officeni, this morn- 
ing,on shore, inadvertently plucked a branch from n 
tree called Tutuee, that beara the oil not, which 
was growing at a Morai. On entering with it inlu 
the honso occupied by oar people, all the natives, 
both men and women, immediately went away. 
When I went on shore, I found this branch tied 
to one of the posts of the house, although the 
effect it had on the natives was known. I was 
much displeased at this piece of wantonness, and 
ordered the branch to be taken away; hut the 
natives, notwithstanding, would not come near the 
place. They said the honse was tnboo, which I 
understand to signify interdicted, and that noiu 
them might approach it till the taioo was taken 
off, which could only be done by Tinah. To take 
any thing away from a Morai is regarded as a 
kind of sacrilege, and, they believe, gives great 
offence to the Eatoa. At my rwiuest, Tinah look 
off the (nioo, but not before the afternoon. This 
was performed by an offering of a plantain leaf at 
the Moral, and a prayer made to the Eatua. After 
this ceremony, the house was resorted to by the 

I bad not yet given np the hope of obtaining 
the bull from Itteah, though I had hitiierto re- 
ceived no satisfikctory answer to the messages 
which Tinah had sent at my desire : I therefore 
spoke to Poeeno, who undertook to negotiate tliis 
business, and I commiBsioned him to make very 
liberal offers. He left me after dinner, to ret 
to Matavai. In the evening, a messenger arri 
from him, to acquaint me, that, in his absence, 
sheep which I had trusted to his care,had been ki 
by a dog ; and that bo had sent the culprit, bo] 
that I would kUl him for the offence lie had c 
mitted, Thispoorsbeephadheensomiich diseased, 
that I could not help suspecting he died without 
the dog's assistance, and Uiat the story of the dog 
was invented to prevent my attributing it to want 
of care. This doubt did not appear in my answer ; 
as for the dog, I told the messenger to do i ' ' 
him what he pleased. 

Tuesday, 13th. — This morning, the weather being 
meax moderate than it had been for some days 
past, Oreepyah sailed with two canoes for Tethuroa. 
Some busmcsa prevented Moamiah from accoi 
panying bim, hut he followed the next day with tv 
other canoes. The wood that we had got at Matar 
being expended, I applied to Tinah, who sent three 
trees down to the water Eude before night, which 
when cut up made a good launch load. 

I saw two instances of jealousy to-day, one < 
which had nearly prodnced fatm consequence 
A man was dot«cled with a married woman, by 
the husband, who stabbed him in the belly with a 
knife : fortunately the intestines escaped, and the 
wound did not prove dangerous. The other in- 
stance was, a girl, who had constantly lived with 
my coxswain, beating another glri, that she dis- 
covered to have been too intimate with him. 

Friday, 16lh. — Inwalkingto-daywith Tinah near 
a Tupapow, I was surprised by a sudden outcry of 
grief. As I expressed a desire to see the diati>>ssed 

Serson, Tinah took me to the place, where we 
lund a number of women, oue of whom was the 
mother of a yoDUg female child that lay dead, (hi 
seeing ns their mouruing not only immediately 
ceased, but to my aKtonishment, Ihey all burst is 
an immoderate fit of laughter, and, while we i 
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inained, appeoreil mai-li diverted with our visit. 1 
told Timih the waman bad no sorrow for her child, 
otberwise tier grief ivouid not Imve bo eiieily sub- 
sided ; on whidU he jocosoly told hor to cry again : 
they did not, however, resume tlieir mourning in 
our prefleutre. This etran^ behaviour woulit in- 
cline OB to think them hard-bearted and unfecUng, 
did we not know that they are fond parenta, and, 
in general, very affectionate : it ia tJierefore to be 
»soribed to their extreme levity of disposition ; 
and it is probable, that death does not appear to 
them with bo mauy terrors, as it does to people of 

Sunday, 1 Sth. — I roceived a meteage £rom Poeenn, 
to acqmiiDt me that he had been Bueceesful in his 
negotiation for the bull, which he had driven part 
of the way by land, bat enuld not get farther on 
account of the rivers, and therefore desired a boat 
should be sent for him. I accordingly ordered 
the launch to be got ready, and at two o'clock the 
next morning, Mr. Fryer, the master, set off in 
her. 

In the afternoon, the launch returned with the 
bull, and my friend Poeeno. For tlie night I 
dbrected that the bnll should remain at Oparre, 
ind the next day he was taken to the cow at 

Wednesday, 21 at. — To-day, Poaeno brought to me 
the person from whom be had the bull, to receivo 
the Btipulated payment,, which was one of every 
article of traffic that I had in my poBBessioD. This 
man, whose nunc was Oweevee, they told me, was 
inspired by a divine spirit ; and that in all matters 
of consequence he was consulted, for thut he con- 
versed with the Eatua. It was, they said, the 
Eatua that ordered him to demand the bull from 
Tinah, which not to have complied with, would 
have been the height of impiety. I endeavoured 
to convince them of the roguery of this man, 
thinking I had a fair argument to prove it by hia 
Bclliug that which the Eatua had ordered him to 
keep; but here I was easily defeated, for it seems 
the Eatna told him t« sell me the beast. This 
being the caHC, I said I would not give the animals 
to any pcTHon ; that tliey were now mine, and that 
I would leave them under the protection of Poeeno 
and Tinah, who I hoped would take care of them 
' me till I returned. They both entered into 
views, and promised the animoU should be 
attended to, and totd me, tliat while they were 
Qoneidered as my property, no one would attempt 
lo take tliem away. 

Thursday, 22ad.— This afternoon, I received a 
message from Teppalioo, to inform me that our 
deserters had passed this liarhour, and were at 
Tettttha, about five miles distant, I ordered the 
cutter lo be got reudy, and a httle before sun-set 
left the ship, taking Oedidee with me. By liis 
advice I landed at some distance from the place 
where the deserters were ; but thinking it neces- 
sary to have the boat wilMn call, and Oedidee 
asBUring me that there was safe landing farther 
on, I du«cted the boat to proceed along shore, 
whilst Oedidee and I walked along the beach. The 
night WAS very dark and windy, and the shore being 
-Dcky, I Boon lost sight of the boat. A few of the 
lativea had joined us in our walk ; mid, from their 
manner, I had reason to suspect them of a design 
to close upon us, with an intention, no doubt, to 
plunder : I was provided with pocket-]Mstols, nnd 



house, we were very kindly received by him and 
his wife. Tlie cutter was arrived, but, there beii " 
a very high surf, she could not come witJiin 
hundi^ yards of the shore. 

The deserters, I was informed, were in a house 
cloao to us, and I imagined there wonld be no 
great difficulty in securing them, with the asnstsnoe 
of the natives. Tliey had, however, heard of my 
arrival ; and when I was near the house, they 
came out, without their arms, and delivered tiiem- 
selves up. I Bent directionB off to the boat for 
one of my people to Dome on shore, and for the 
boat to return to the place whero I landed. iSy 
next business was lo secure the arms, whieh 1 
delivered to ToppahoototakeehM^of for the night 
One musket and two bnyonets were missing, wbioli 
they said were loBt, by the canoe in which Ibe^ 
came from Tethuroa having overset. I licea took 
leave of Teppahoo, who presented us with a plen- 
tiful supply of provisions, and we proceeded wilh 
the deserters towards the boat ; but as the wind 
liad increased, and it rained hard, I determiiied 
to remain on shore till tie morning ; and having 
found shelter for the people, we passed the re- 
mainder of the night without accident. At 6m- 
light, I sent for the arras, and we returned '- 

.hip. 

I learnt from the deserters, that at TethuTM 
they iiad seen Oreepyah and Moannah, wbo bad 
made an attempt to Bocure them. Tliey aajd 
was their intention to have returned to the Bhi|i 5 
and;it is probable that they were so much haXMMd 
by the natives watching for an opi>ortulut]' to 
surprise them, that tliey might wish lo have Stt 
merit of returning of their own accord, to avoid 
the disgrace of being seized and brought back. At 
the time they delivered themselves up to ma, it 
was not in their power to have made rerasta 
Uieir ammunition having been spoiled by tlie 

In consequence of my Jiaving been kept all 
night from the ship by the tempestnons weatkav 
the time-keeper went down at I Oh. 5m. 36s. lb 
rate, previous to this, was 1", 7 losing in 24 " 
and its error from tlie mean ^me at Gree 
was ?' 29", a too slow. I set it going again by • 
common watch, corrected by observations, ul 
endeavoured to make the error the same aa if it 
had not stopped ; but being over cautious, mi ~ 
me tedious in setting it in motion, and ineittUKd't 
error from mean time at Greenwich. TheiSif 
going I did not find to have altered. 

At dinner Tinah congratnlated rae 
recovered my men, but exprosBcd 
that they had not been brought by 
Moannab ; lost I should ima^ne they' 
done every thing in their power. "" ■* 
plied, that I was perfectly satisfied 
mtentions to serve me, and that I ci 
self under great obligations to themfor^ 
they hail been at on my account, 
wards that they had actually Bcized and It 
deserters, but had been prevailed upon, t 
promises of their rotnmiDg peaccablj t< ' 

to let them loose ; the deserters, howev _,

Oreepyah and Moannah were not yet returned 
from Telhunia.

It was deecribed to me to be a gronp of small 
keys, BiuTOUDded by a reef: their produce is 
chiefly cocoa-nuts and plantaiiiB. During the 
aeaaon, bread-fruit and otber proviaionB arc daily 
r fnim Otahoito. Kot IcHS than a 
himdred Bail of canoea were at Tothuroa when our 
descrt^^ra were there. 

Teppaboo and hia wife were become my con- 
Btant Tisitora : he had for aome time past been ill, 
and bad made Oparre hia place of residenoe, for 
the benefit of our surgeon's advice and assiBtance. 
At this time he complained of a hoarseness and 
sore-throat. Mr. Ledward, on examining bim, 
discovered there bad been two holes iu the roof of 
his mouth, which, though healed, had the appear- 
ance of having been htrge : the adjacent parts 
appeared sound, yet the surgeon was of opinion

When I was at Otaheite with Captain Cuok, there 
•e great numherB of rata about all the bouses, 
. so tome, that they flocked round the people 
at their meala fortheoffala, which were commonly 
thrown to them ; hut, at this time, we scarce eier 
saw a rat, which must be attributed to the industry 
of a breed of eats left here by European ships. 

After breakfast, I walked with Tinah to Mata- 
rai, to see the cattle and the gardens. Tinah had 
already taken so large a dose of the Ava, that he 
was perfectly stupifi^d. Iddeah, however, was 
with us, and she ia one of the most intelligent per-

We returned to the ship ; and after dinner I 
was not a little snrpriBed to hear Tinah seriously 
pTopOBn that he and his wife should go with me to 
England. He said lie would only talie two ser- 
ts ; that he much wished to see King George, 



who, he was sure, would be glad to see him 
Tinah and many of hia comiti^Tuen ware becomi 
extremely eager to get a faiowledge of othe 
countries, and were continually inquiring abon 
the situations of (he islands which we told then 
of in these seaa. To ijuiel his importunity, I was 
obliged to promise that I would ask the king' 
permission to carry them to Eugland, if I cam 
again ; that then I should be in a larger ship, an 
could have acconuuodations properly fitted np. 
was sorry lo find, that Ttnab was apprehensiv 
he should be attacked by his enemies, sa soon n 
our ship left Otaheite, and that if they joined, they 
would be loo powerful for bim. The illness of 
Teppaboo, with whom he was on good terms, gave 
him much une»aine«e ; Tepjiahoo's wife being a 
sister of Otow's and aunt to Tinah. They hare 
no children, as has been before related ; and if 
Teppaboo were to die, he would bo succeeded, as 
Earee of the district of Tetlaha, by his brother, 
who is an enemy to Tinah. I liave on every oc- 
casion endeavoured to make the principal people 
believe that we should return again to Otaheite, 
and that wo should revenge any mjury done in our 
absence to the people of Matavai and Oparre. 

The wife of Oedidee is likewise an aunt to 
Tinah, and sister to Glow. His native place is 
Ulietea, where he has some property ; but which, 
I imagine, is not of such consequence to him as 
the countenance of the chiefs with whom he is 
connected at Otaheite. 



CHAPTER X. 



ToESDAV, February 3d. — I was present, this after- 
noon, at a wrestling match, where a young man, by 
on unlucky bll, put his arm out of joint at the elbow: 
three stout men ijnmediately took hold of him, and 
two nf them fixing their feet against his ribs, re- 
placed it. I had sent for our Burgeon, but before be 
arrived, all was well, eieeptaBmallswellingof the 
muscles in consequence of the strain. I inquired 
what they would have done if the bone had been 
broken ; and, to show me their practice, they got a 
number of sticks and placed round a man's arm, 
which they bmind with cord. That they have consi- 
derablesklll insurgery is notto be doubted. Ihave 
before mentioned on instance of an amputated

The port of the beach nearest the ship, ^ 
became the general place of resort towards the \ 
close of the day. An hour before sunset, the in- | 
haibitants began to collect, and here they amused 
themselves with exercising the lance, dancing, 
and various kinds of merriment, till nearly dark, 
when they retired to their homes. Of this cheer-

Friday, 6th.— An occurrence happened (p-day 
tliat gave me great concern, not only on account of 
the dangerwith which the ship had Ijeen threatened, 
but as it tended greatly to diininisb tbo confidence 
and good understaudiug which bod bithcrto been 
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■oiwlanllj pnsorveii iHilween ua Emd the natives. 
The wind had blown freeh in the night, and at 
day-hght we dieonvored tUut the cable, by which 
the ship rode, hnd bean cut near the water's edge 
in such a manner, thai only one Btraiid remained 
whole. While we were securing the stii]i, Tinali 
e on board. I cnald not but believe he was 
perfectly innnceut of the trBDSB.clian ; nevcrtho- 
lesa, I spoke to him in a very peremptorynuinncir, 
and insisted upon hia discovering and bringing 
to me the offender. I waa wholly at a Iobh 
to account for this raalicioua act. My 
BUBjiicioDS fell chiefly, I may say wholly, on tiie 
Btrangera that came to db from ouier parts of the 
' ' id ; far we hod, on BTery occasion, received 
1 nnreserved and onafi^cted marks of good- 
will from Ihe people of Matavaj and Oparre, that 
ly own mind 1 entirely acquitted them. The 
,,[ir which I expressed, however, created bo 
much alarm, that oldOtowand hia wife (the fattier 
and mother of Tinah) immediately quitted Oparre, 
,n'i retired to the raountaina in the midst of heavy 
aiii, as did Teppahoo and his family. Tinali and 
Iddeah remaiiiM, and exjiostalated with me on 
the UDretisoniLbleDe«B of my anger against them. 
Hi) s^d that he would exert his utmost endeavours 
iscDver the guilty person ; but it might possi- 
bly not be in his power to get him delivered up, 
which would be the cane, if he was either of Tiar- 
riLhao, Atlnhooroo, or of the island Eimeo. That 
' ' attempt might have boon made as much out 
enmity to the people of Matavai and Oparre as 
me ; ever? one knowing the regard 1 had for 
■m, and that I had declared I would protect 
them againat their enemies. All this I was in- 
olined to believe ; but I did not think proper (o 
appear perfectly saiisfied, lest Tinah, who waa 
naturally very indolent, shoaid be remiss in hia 
endeavours to detect the offender. To gimrd 
a much as possible against future attempts of 
this kind, 1 directed a sti^e to be built on the 
forecastle, so that the cabies should be more 
directly under the eye of the sentinel ; and I like- 
wise gave orders that one of the midshipmen 
should keep watch forward. 

Id the afternoon, Oreepyah returned from 
Tethoroa. He told me, that Moannah and him- 
bod narrowly escaped being tost in the bad 
weather, and tliat Moanimh hnd been obliged to 
take shelter at Eimeo. Several canoes had been 
lost lately in their passage to or from Tethuroa. 
The oversetting of^ their canoes is not the only 
risk they have to encounter, but is productive of 
another danger more dreadful ; for at such times 
any become a prey to the sharks, which are 

likewise, that they were somotimes attacked by 



propensity. 

^turday passed without my seeing any thing 
of Tinsh the whole day. The next morning, he 
and Iddeoh came to me, and assnred me that 
they had made the strictest inquiries concerning 
the injury intended us, but had not been aide to 
discover any circumstanco which could lead them 
lo BUB|)eet who were cuncemed in it. This was 
not at all satisfactory, and 1 behaved towards 
them with great coolness, at which they were 
mneh diBtresBed ; and Iddcah, at length, gave 



vent to hor sorrow by tears. 1 could no longer 
keep up the appearance! of mistrusting theni j 
but I earnestly recommended to them, as they 
valued the King of England's friendship, that thcy 
would eiert their utmost endeavours to find cut 
the offenders ; which they faithfully promised. 
Our reconciliation accordiDgly took place, hod 
messengers were sent lo acquaint Otow and Tt^ 
pabeo, and to invite them to return. 

It buf since occnrod to me, thaLthis attempt to 
cut the ship adrift, was most probably the aid of 
some of our own people ; whose purpose of re- 
maining at OtaheiCe might have been offectlUklly 
answered, without danger, if the sliip had been 
driven on shore. At tlie time, I entertaJned Dot 
the least thought of this kind, nor did the posd- 
bility of it enter into my idetia, having no suspiiHOQ 
that BO geneTal an inclination, or so Etrong an at- 
tachment to tliese islands, could prevail among my 
people, as to induce them to al^nden every pro- 
spect of reluming to their native country. 

A messenger came to me this afternoon, from 
the Earoe of Tiarraboo, the S.E. division of Ott- 
heite, with an invitation for me to visit him. I 
excused myself on account of the distance, and, at 
Tinah's rec^nest, sent back by the mess^inger ■ 
handsome present, which I nope Tinah iml got 
the credit (rf. I observed, with much 



bad distributed; losome, 
and esteem, and to others, from motives of pdi- 
tical civility. 

Tuesday, lOth.^ — Teppalino and bis family letl 
ua to-ilay to go to Tettaha, where a grand neiva 
was to be performed, at which their pi^esenco was 
required. 

Wednesday, 1 1 th. — A small party of hcWa peo- 
ple paased throngli Oparre this ninming, in their 
way to Tettaha, where they were going by nppoint- 
ment. ThabaiUliecivilityto send me word, tliut, 
if I chose, they would stay to petform a. eliort hnva 
before me ; and I immediately attended- Itbcgm 
by a dance of two young girls, to the mwde ot 
drums and Hutes, whiuh lasted no long timet tt 
the conclusion, tlicy suddenly dropped nil tbdF 
drees, which was left as a present for m^ aid 
went off without my seeing them any more. Af- 
ter this, the men danced: their perfornmnce «n 
more mdeccnt than any I had before SMB, b*' 
was not the less applauded on that account by tta 
natives, who seemed much deliglitPd. 

After this entertainment, I went with Tha* 
and Iddcah, to pay a visit to an old ladr namail 
Wanow-oora, widow to Towah, the late KsiM it 
Tettaha, who conducted tiie expttditiim 
Eimeo, when Captain Cook was here in I77TT Ad 
old lady hod just hmded, and we faun^ her siUltl 
on the beach, by ilie head of hcFr cnnoe. Wwi 
Tinah was a pri^ and tiiree men, who 
young dog, a fowl, and two young plant ' 
these were intended for the offerii 
called Otee. Tluah and his paxty 
selves at alyiut ten yards distance 
corn, and were addressed hy her in ■ 
for a few inlnutce, and received ber 
wan eiaclly the same aa his". TJuaJi^ 
return, made a sliort prayer, and hi 
prcsriil.ril lo the old lady. T^tait 
went 10 \\-'T, and embraced ber'^tiii 
hW mu(ii.,r i aijd she retuwwd liin 
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UMTS, aud nmnj e-vpresaiona which I could not 
undersUinil. SouD after he eoDciuctod her to a 
slied, and wo renittined with her till it wbb time to 
go on board to diuner. I invited her to he of the 
liarfy, but sliu t!tcuned herself on account of age 
and iniii-niity. Tiiiaii gave directioDB fur her and 
lier attendanta to he supplied with whatever the}' 
had occasion for, nnd we went off to the ship. 

Friday, tlie 1 ;ith. — This forenoon Tiaah sent to 
inform me, that many strangers were urrived firom 
all parU, to be preanit at a grand heivn, which ho 
had pre|iOTed in oompiimont to mo. I accordingly 
neut on shore, and biund a great crowd of people 
collected together. A ring waa made at a little 
distance from nur poat, and Tinah and several 
other chiefs oarae to meet me. When we were 
all seated, the heiva began by women dancing ; 
after which a present of cloth, and a tawme ot 
breast-plate, was laid before rae. This ceremonj^ 
being over, the men began t« wrestle, and regu- 
larity wsjB no longer preserved. Old Otuw came 
to me, and desired I would help to put a, atop to 
the wreatlmg, as the people came from different 
drstricta, some of which were iU-dieposed towards 
others. What Otow had apprehended was not 
without reason, for in an instant the whole was 
tumult : every man took to his arms, and, as I 
found my shigle interference conld be of no service, 
1 retired to our poet, and ordered all my people 
there under arms. At the time the disturbance 
began, Tinofa and Iddeah were absent : their first 
caro was for me, and Iddeah came to see if I waa 
safe at the post. She had a double covering of 
doth round her, and her waist was girded with a 
large rope. I desired her to stay under my pro- 
tection : this she would not consent to, but said 
she would return as soon as all waa over ; and 
awaj- she went. 

I immediately gave ordera for two guns to be 
fired from the ship without shot, which had a good 
effect : and, as no chief wns concerned in the tu- 
mult, bat, on the contrary, all of them oxertod 
their iuHuence to prevent mischief, every thing 
was soon quiet, and Tinah and Iddeah returned to 
let me know that all was settled. They went on 
board, with some other ohiefs, and dinod with me. 

After dinner, 1 went on shore with Tinah and 
bis friends ; and I found three large hogs dressed, 
and a quantity of bread-fruit, which he bad ordered 
to bo prepared before he went on board, and now 
desired I would present them to the different par- 
ties that liad oomo to see tho cntortainment ; — 
one to the chief people of Atlahooroo, one to the 
Arreoys, and a thirf to the performers of the 
heivu. 1 presented tliem according to his diree- 
tious, and thoy were received with thankfulness 
and pleasure. This I looked upon as very Imnd- 
somoly dona on the part of Tinah, and I was glad 
to see that it waa regarded in the same tight by 
his guoats. These mstances of liberality make 
full amends for the little slips which I have for- 
merly noticed in Tmah. At this tiino,a day seldom 
passed, that he did not give nroofe of his hospitality, 
by entertaining the prin<npal people that come 
from different parts of the island to visit him, or 
to see the ship. Some of the chiefs he commonly 
invitod to dine on board, and made prnviaion for 
otliera on shore. Scarce any person of conse- 
quence went away without receiving some present 
from him. This I encouraged, and was glad it 



be unjust to Tinah not to acknowledge that Ilia 
disposition seemed improved : he was more opon 
and unreGer\'ed in hia manners than formerly, and 
hia hospitality was natural and without oatontation. 
Monday, the 16tli. — I was present this afternoon, 
at a wrestiing-niatcli by women. The manner of 
chsllengiug, and method of attack, were esactly 
the same as among the men. The only difference 
that I could observe, was not in favour of the 
sof^r sex ; for in these contests they showed less 
temper, and more animoid^ tlian I could have 
imagined them oqiable of. The women, 1 was 
totd, not only wrestle with each other, hut eume- 
times with the men ; of this I have never seen an 
inatanee, and imagine it con happen but seldom, 
as the women in general are small, and by uo 
means masculine. Iddeah is said tohe very iamoua 

Tuesday, the 1 7 th.— I walked with Tuuth towards 
tliB hills, to see his country residence, which was 
at a very neat hou^, pleasantly situated, and sur- 
roimded with plantations. From this place we 
saw the island Tethuroa. The next morning, I 
went to Matavai, to look after the Indian com, 
which I judged would be full ripe for gathering ; 
but, on my arrival, I found that the natives had 
been beforehand with me, the whole binng taken 
away. Tiiia I was not at all sorry for, as it shows 
that Ihey value it too much to neglect cultivating it. 

Monday, S3rd.— Iddeah sent on board, tor our 
dinners to-day,averyfinetarro pudding; and Tinah 
brought a buneh of bananas, that weighed eighty-one 
pounds, on whleh were two hmidred and eighty-six 
tine fruit: ten had broken off in the eairiage. The 
torro pudding is excellent eating, and easily made: 
I shall describe this piece of cookery, as the know- 
ledge of it may be nseful m tho West Indies. The 
turro being cleared of the outside skin, is grated 
down, and made up in rolls of about half a pound 
each, which they cover noaUy with loaves, and 
bake for near half an hour. Aii equal quantity of 
ripe cocoa-nut meat is Iflcewise grated, from which, 
through a strainer, the rich milky juice is expressed. 
This juieo is heatud, by putting smooth hot stones 
in the vessel that contains it, and the tarro is then 
mixed with it, and kept couatantly sUrring to pre- 
vent burning, till it ia ready, which is known by 
the cocoa-uat juice turning to a clear oil. 

Wednesday, 25th.- — Iddeah was xery uneasy to 
da.y, on aecount of her yonngeat child being ill. 
She would not accept of oasislince from our sur- 
geon, but said she had sent to Tetlaha for a man, 
who ahe expAted would n 
do. These physical jienple are called Talarapaoui. 

Thursday, 26th. — This morning, a man died . ' 
a oonsumption, about two miles from our poat. 
waa informed of it by Mr. Peckover, the gunne 
who I hod deured to look out for such a cireun 
stance. I therefore went, accompanied by Iddeah, 
in hopes of sueing the funeral ceremony ; but 
before ws arrived, the body was removed to the 
Toopapow. It lay bare, except a piece of cloth 
round the loins, and another round the neok ; tl 
eyea were closed : the hands were plocad, or 
'ie pit of the stomach, and the other up« 
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xaa dug, in wliicl], ai the eod of a, month, 
^ rastobehnried. The deceiued was of the 
'cUhs; the Toopapow,however, was neat, and 
nga of cocoa-nuts and platted leaves la^ on 
the erouod. 

The dead are sometimes bi'Dught to tlici Tuo^ia- 
pow in wooden coffins, wliich are not shaped like 
uurs, but are simply a long box. This custom, 
Idd^i mforiDcd me, they learnt from the Euro- 
peans, and is not very common, as making pUnk 
IB a ifvork of gi-eat labour- 

londay, March 2nd. — When I landed thismorn- 
ing, I fonod the inhabitants, that lived near to ua, 
had left their bouses, and I'etired towonls the 
mountains ; and was informed that in the nijjht a 
-cask, port of an azimuth compass, and Mr. 
Peckover's bedding, had been stolen from the post 
on shore ; the knowledge of which had canaed a 
general ahuiD. I sent a mesaage to complain of 
tliis theft to Tinah, who did not come near me. 
About two houTB elapsed, during which time f 
went on board to breakfiifit, and returned, when 1 
■"■ ih and Oreepyab, with a Qumbar of people, 
iise at some dist^ce ; and soon afCor lliey 
all marched to the eastward, passing close by our 
post. Oedidee, who was with me, told me tliat 
they luul iiiteUigenm of the thief, and were gono 
in quest of bim : and in Ioeb thaji an hour, news 
was brought that they had taken him. Shortly 
after, the whole party appeared, with the water- 
cnak and compass. Tinah liad hold of the thief 
by the arm, and, showing him to me, desired that 
I would kill him. The bedding, he said, he had 
not heard of, but would go in search of it. I 
applauded him for the pains ho had taken in this 
boaineHS, and explained, with some success, the 
Injustice of steoUng from us : that if any of onr 
people eonmiittad the least offence against them, 
it did not pass nnnoticed ; and that friendship 
required on their part, that those who injured us 
should not he protected by them. Tinah stopped 
me from aayiui moro by embracing uie, and the 
whole crowd cried out Tya milff (i. o. good friend). 
Tinah then left nie, to enquire afti'r the bedding, 
and I sent the offender on board, whom 1 punished 
with a severe fto^iufj. I wna glad to find this 
man was not nf Oparro or Matavai.

of a yam. 1 was informed by our people, that in 
their walks they saw, in manv places, patches of 
Indian com jnst making their appearance throngh 
the grouud. This convinces ine tliat the com 
taken trom Matavai could not have been better 
disposed of. 

Goats are frequently offered for Bale, but I rather 
discouraged the buying of 'them, for fear of injuring

ill they taste the milk ; and ash, with some ap- 
pearance of disgust, why we dn not milk thesowsT 
I endeavoured to prevail on Tinah and Iddeah to 
eat the goats' milk, by mixing it with &ait, but 
they woidd only try one spoon^l. 



We had begun to moke preparations for sailing; 
and Tinah supplied us with a sufficient stock of 
wood, by ortlering trees to be brought down from 
the country. He had frequently expressed a wiab 
that I would leave some fire-arms and anununi^n 
with him, as he expected to be attacked after the 
ship sailed ; and, perliaps, chieUy on account of 
our partiahty to hiin : I, therefore, thought it but 
rettsonable to atteud to his request ; anil 1 ww 
the more readily prevailed on, as be said his 
intentjons were to act only on tlie defen^ve. This 
indeed seems must suited to his dispo^don, vhich 
is neither active nor enterprising. If Tinah hod 
spirit in proportion to his mio and strength, he 
would probably be the greatest warrior in Ola- 
heito : but courage is not tlie most cnnspicuoiB of 
his virtues. When I promised lo leave vrith him 
a pair of pistols, which they pr^er to mlutela, he 
told me, that Iddeah would light with ona, and 
Oedidee with the other. Idd^h has leamt to 
load and lire a musket with great doxtarity, and 
Oedidee is an excellent marksman. It is not 
common for women in this country to go to war, 
but Iddeah is a very resolute woman, of a large 
make, and has great bodily strength. 

Friday, 6th.— I sent Mr. Fryer, the master, lo 
sound Taowne luirbour. The knowledge that we 
intended shortly to sail, having spread among the 
natives, a great many broken iron tools were 
brought from all parts of the island, to be re- 
paired at our forge ; and this morning a mes- 
senger arrived from Wahcatua, tho Earee of 
Tiamiboo, with several pieeos of Spanish iron, 
which he desired to have made into small aihtes. 
This request was, of course, complied with. 
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1789. March.— FnOM the 5th to the 14th of this 
month, tlie wind blew constantly from between tlie 
N.W.andS.W.,withagreatdeBlofr»iii. This . 
the longest eantluuance uf westerly winds without 
interruption, that we experienced. On the Llth, 
several oanooi arrived here, and at'Motavai, from 
Tethuroa : in these were a lBi4b tribe of the 
Arreuys, and among them UahiSne Moyere, the 
wife of Oreepjah, who is an Arrooy woman, and 
remained at Tethuroa after Oreepyah came Away. 
On her arrival, a ceremony was performed, called 
Hooepippee, which seemM to be designed as a 
public visit to all their friends, who are collected 
on the occasion. In this ceremony, there w 
nothing remarkable : the Arrcoy men took their 
opportunity to plunder the women who were n 
them, and Iddeah made a present of some elotl 
Unheine Moyere, and a 1>aJied hog to the Arreoys. 

After this ceremony, a preacnt was prodnoed 
from many of the principal people, for jnimg 
Otoo, tlie Earee Raliie ; which was received by 
Iddeah, Tinah being absent. This present con- 
sisted of five hogs, and forty-eight labels filled 
witli bread-fruit, oocoa-nuts, tarro, and different 
kinds of puddings. The baskets were decorated 
with slips of cloth, stained with variety of coloun, 
and carried hy 24 men, each of whom hiid a

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England, I asked what account I oould _ 
friends, if he should not live to return ; to which 
he replied, that I must cut off his hair, and carry 
'it to them, and they would be perfectly satistied. 

On the I6th, I was informed, that a stop was 
put to the sale of hogs, in the district of Tettalia. 
Tcppahoo, the Earee of that district, told me tliat 
they had very few bogs left there, and that it was 
"Necessary, for*a certain time, to prohibit every 
leraon from klHing or selling, that they might 
iBve time to breSd. 1 did not think it reasonable 
a sohcit any indulgence on this liead : my friends 
it Matavai and Opane promised to supply us, as 
□ng as we rerauued here, though we had consid- 
erably thinned their stock. After our departure, 
the same restrieUon was to take place in tliese dis- 
tricts, and it being delayed on our account, cer- 
tainly deserves to be regarded among their aeta of 
friendship towards us. 

' s it was generally known that we were pre- 
paring to sail, a number nf the natives from other 
ports of the island were constantly with us, and 
petty thcfla were committed, whenever the negli- 
gence of uur people afforded an opportunity : hut 
no attempt of any consequCDBe was made. 

Thursday, ISth.— This evening, Mr. Samuel, my 
elerii, retiuned from an excursion to the mountains, 
having lieeD two days ahsent. He descrilied ttie 
hills to be well clotbed with wood, exeept the tops 
of the higher mountains, which onty produced 
bushes and fern. The tiirils he saw, were blue 



oqueta and green doves, exeept one, which he 
d burrowing in the ground, and liroughl to 
This bird was alwut the size of a pigeon, and 
proved to be a white-belhed pclerel, of Uie same 
kind as those seen in liigh latitades, which are 
called sheerwaters. He likewise brought a brancii 
of a plant, like the New Zealand tea-plant, and 
wliieh, at Van Siemen'a Land, we had made use of 
for brooms. From the iiills he saw the islands 
Maitea and Hnaheine, which are situated nearly 
in opposite direudons from Otaheite, and are 70 
' lagues distant from each otiier. 

Friday, 27th. — For some days past, Tinah had 
been bnsied in getdng two paraii, or mourning- 
dresses, made, vmich he intended as a present to 
"ina George. Being Rnished, they were thiBmom- 
ig hung up in his house, as a public exhibition, 
ikd a long prayer made on the occasion ; the sub- 
anco of which was, that the King of England 
light for ever remain his friend, and not forget 
him. When he presented the parois for me to 
on board, he could not re&ain from shedduig 
B. UuringthcBhortremainderof ourstayhero, 
e appeared among the natives an evident degree 
irrow that we were so soon to leave them, which 
they showed by unusual kindness and attention. 
We began, this afternoon, to remove tlie plants 
) the ship. They were in excellent onler : the 
xrts had appeared through the bottom of the 
ate, and would have shot into the ground, if care 
ad not been taken to prevent it. 

The weather was considerably altered for the 
etter, and the trade-wind appeared settled. The 
rainy and bad season of theyear,niay be reckoned 
' ' ^in towards the end of November, and to con- 
e till near the end of March. During this 
', the winds are variable, and often westerly, 
though we seklom found tliem to blow strong m 
that direction. We likewise experieuced freqnent 
intervals of fine weather ; but, during these months, 
so open a road as Matavai bay is not a safe anciiur- 
ing-plaee for ships that intend remaining any 
length of time at Otaheite. 

Tuesday, the 31st.— To-day, aU the plants were 
on board, heina in 774 pots, 39 tula, and 24 boxes. 
The number of bread-fruit plants were lOI."! : be- 
sides which, we had collected a number of other 
plants. The avee, which is one of the finest fla- 
voured fruits in the world. The ayyali, which is 
a &uit not so rich, but of a tine tiavonr and very 
refreshing. The rallah, not much unlike a diea- 
nut, which grows on a large tree, in groat quantJ- 
tles : they ore singly in large pods, from one tn 
two inches broad; aud may be eaten raw, or 
boiled in the same manner as Windsor beans, and 
4o dressed, are equally good. The orai-ahj which 
is a very superior kind of plantain. All these T 
was particularly reoorameuded to collect, by my 
worthy Mend, Sir Joseph Banks. I had nlso 
taken on board some plants of the ellOK and malle, 
with which the natives here make a beautiful red 
colour ; aud a root called pieah, of which they 
B on excellent jiudding. 
now made my last presents to several of ray 
friends with whom I had been most intimate, par- 
culmly to Tepptthoo. Several people expressed 
great desire to go with us to England. Oedidee, 
who was always very much atlnclied to us, said, 
he considered it as his right, having formerly left 
lalive place, to sail with Captain Cook. Scarce 
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Friday, tho 3rd of April— Tiimh and his wife, 
with liia parents, brolhera, and siatfr, dined witb 
me to-day, and, as I meant to sail eariy the next 
murninB, they all renuuned on board for the night. 
LUe Bhip WBB crowded Che whole day with tile 
^^■''-BB, and we were loaded with cocoa-DUts, plaji- 
bread-fruit, bogs, and gnats. In the evening, 

^ was no dancing or miith on. the beach, ench 

we had been accustomed to, but all was wient. 

Baturdaj, '(th. — At day-light, we unmoored i the 
stodk of the boHl bower anchor was so much eaten 
by the woima, that it broke in stowing the anehrir : 
the snail bower had an iron stock ; and in these 
voyageH, it in very necesaaty that shipB ebould be 
provided with iron anchor-stoeka. At lialf pa«t 
six, tliere being no wind, we weighed, and, with 
ourboataand two aweeps, towed the ship out of the 
harbour. Soon after, the sea breeze came, and 
we stood oW towards the sea* 

The onllet of Toahroah harbour being narrow, 
I Donld Bermit only a few of the uativos to 
he on board: many others, however, attended in 
caDoes, till the breeze came, when I waa obliged 
to leave them. We stood off and on, almost all 
the remainder of the day. Tinah and Iddeah 
pressed me very strongly to anchor in Matavai 
bay, and stay one night longer; but, aa I had 
already taken leave of moat of my friends, I 
thonght it better lo keep to my intention of sail- 
ing. After dinner, I ordered the presents which 
I had reserved for Tinah and hia wife, to be put 
in one of the ship's boats, and, as I liad promised 
him fire-arms, t gave him two muskela, a pair of 
pistols, and a good stock of ammnnilion. I then 
represented to them, the necessity of their going 
away, that the boat might return to the sliip before 
it was dark ; on which they took a moat afiection- 
ate leave of me, and went into the boat. One of 
tiieir expressions. 

All the time that we remained at Otaheile, the 
picti|rG of Captain Cook, at tho desire of Tinaii, 
was kept on board the ship. On dolivering it to 
him, 1 wrote on the back, tbu 
arrival and departure, with a 
number of plants on board. 

Tmah liad desired that I would salute hira, 
his departure, with Uie great guns, which I could 
not comply with, for fear of disturbing the plants ; 
hut, aa a parting token of our regard, we uuiunod 
ship with all hands, and gave htm three cheers. 
At sunset, the bout returned, and we made sail, 
bidding farewell to Olalieitc, where for twenty-three 
weeks we had been treated with the utmost affection 
and regard, and which seemed to increase in propor- 
^n to our stay. That we were not insensible to 
tlieir bindnew, the evcnla which fallowed more 
than BufHeiently prove ■- for to the friendly and 
endearing bcliaviour of these people, may be 
ascribed the motives for that event which effected 
1 of an expedition, that there waa every 
,0 hope, would have been ctnnpteted in the 

iter into a description of the island, or its 
inhabitants, I look upon as superfluous. From

which I have related, the ehamcter of the people 
will appear in as true a light, as by any descrip- 
tion in my power to give. The length of time 
that we remained at Otaheite, with Qie advantage 
of lutving been there before, gave me ojiportnni- 
ties of making, perhaps, a more perfect vocabulary 
of the language, than has yet appeared ; but I have 
chosen to defer it for the present, as there is b 
probability that 1 may hereafter be belter quali- 
fied for such a task. 

CHAPTER XII. 



SuNDiT, 5th April 1789-— We steered towards 
the Island Huaheine, which we got sight of the next 
morning. At noon we brought to, near the en- 
trance of Owharre harboor, it not being my inten- 
tion to anchor. We could see every part of the 
harbour distinctly, but my attention waa parti- 
cularly directed to tho spot where Omai's house 
had stood, no port of which was now visible, 
was near three o'clock before any canoea carne 
to us, for the people on shore imagined that the 
ship waa coming into (he harbour. The first that 
airived, had three men in it, who brought a few 
cocoa-nuts. I cni^uired about the chief, or Earec 
Rahie; and one of the feUows, with great gravity, 
said, he was XheEaree KtiAie, andthatbehad come 
to desire I would bring the sliip into the hiirbuur. 
I could not help langhing at his impudence : how- 
ever, I gave him a few nuls for his cocoa-nuts, 
aud he left us. Immediately after, a double 
canoe, in which were Vea men, came alongmde ; 
among them was a young man, who recoUeoted 
and caQed mo by my uiune- Several otiier canoes 
arrived, with hogs, yams, and other proviaiona, 
which we purehaaed. My acquaintance told 
that be had lived with our friend Umai- He c 
firmed the account that has already been pven ; 
and informed me, that, of all the animals which 
had been left with Oniai, tho mare only remained 
alive. He said that Onu>i and himaeif bad often 
rode together ; and I oliBervod, thai many of tho 
islanders, who came on board, liad tho repreaen- 
tation of a man on horseback latlowed on tli 
legs. After the death of Omai, his house i 
broken to pieces, and the materials stolen. The 
flre-arms were at Ulictea, but useless. I enqaired 
after (he seeds and plants, and waa informed tiial 
they were alt destroyed, except one tree ; but of 
what kind that was, I could not make out tnaa 
their description. I was much pressed to take the 
ship into the harboUF, and Omai'e commnioQ re- 
quested me to let Tiim go to England. When they 
found that I would not stop amon^ them, tbof 
seemed jealous of our going to Uhetea, and it 
appeared to give them some satisfaction, whea 
1 told them that I should not go near that island. 
The canoes had letl us, and we were msldng 
sail, when wo discovered an Indian in the watery 
swimming towards the shore, which in all prob^ 
bility he would not have been able to reach. We 
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ras iiiaaDis ; but how ho 
^ J far from the land, wo 
could not conjoctoFo. At gin o'clock we inade 
ail, and ran ull uiglit to the S, W,, and S. W. by S,, 
between the Islands Huaheioe and Dlietea. The 
next morning, 1 altered the caune, steering more 
to tho weetward, for the Friendly Islaiids. 

On the 9th, at niiie o'clock in tho morning, the 
weather became Bqually, and a body of thick blauk 
clouds collected in the east. Soon after, a water- 
spout was seen at no great distance from us, which 
appeared to great advantage fWim the darkuesa of 
ho clouds behind it. As nearly as I could judge, 
t was about two feet diameter at the upper part, 
jid about eight inchoa at the lower. I had Bearcc 
Hade these remarks, when I obsei-ved that it was 
dvauciag rapidly towards the ship. We imme- 
diately altered our course, and tookin all the sails, 
except the foiesai! ; soon after which, it passed 
withm ten yards at our st«rn, making a rustling 
loise, but without our feeling the least effect from 
ts being so near us. The rat« at which it travelled 
1 judged to be about ten miles per hour, geing 
towards the west in the direction of the wind. In 
a qoarter of au hour after passing us, it dispersed. 
1 never was so near a water-spout before : the 
connection between the column, which was higher 
than our mast-heads, and tlie wal/;r below, was no 
otherwise visible, than by the sen being disturbed 
i^nku: space of about six yards iu diameter, 
tre of which, from the whirling of the 
water round it, formed a hollow ; and ftum the 
outer parts of the circle, the water was thrown up 
with much force, in a spiral direction, and could 
be traced to the height of fifteen or twenty feet. 
At this elovaliun wo lost sight of It, and could see 
nothing of its junctiou with llie column above. It 
is impossible to say what injury we should have 
suffered, if it had passed directly over us. Masts, 
I imagine, might have been carried away, but 1 
dn not apprehend it would have endangered the 
' iss of a ship. 

As we saded very near the track made in for- 
ler voyt^es, I had little reason lo expect that 
e shuuld at this time mate any new discovery : 
nevertheless, on the lltli, at day-)iglit, land was 
seenlo the S.S.W.,at about five leagues' distance, 
which appeared to be an island of a moderate 
height. On the north part was a round hill : the 
N.W. part was highest and steep : the S. E. part 
sloped off to a low point. 

■The wind had been westfiriy since the pre- 
ceding noon, and at the time we saw the land, 
the snip was standing to the N.W. At six, we 
tacked to the southwi^, and, as we advanced in 
that direction, discovered a number of low keys, 
of which at ooan we counted nine : they were all 
overed with trues. The krge island first seen 
ail a most fruitful ap|iearuuce, its shore being 
nrdereil with flat Luid, on which grew innu- 
ii'i'iible cncoa-uut and other trees ; and tlie higher 
niiiiiils bi>autifiilly interspersed with lawns. The 
.'iiid beijii;lightaud unfavourable, we endeavoured 
all day, but without success, to get near the land. 
In tiie night we liad a heavy si|uaU,which obliged 
us to clew up all our sails, and soon after it fell 

On the 13th, the winds were light and variable 
all day, with calms. At two in the afternoon, we 
were within three miles of the soulhemmost key, 



and eculd see a number of people within the 
reefs. Shortly after, a canoe, in which were four 
men, paddled ofT to us, and came alongside, with- 
out showing any signs of apprehension or surprise. 
I gave them a few beads, and they came into the 
ship. One man, who seemed to nave an ascend- 
ancy over the others, looked about the ship with 
some appearance of cunosity, but none of them 
would venture to gu below. They asked for some 
boiled fresh pork, which they saw in a bowl, 
belonging tfl one of the seamen, and it was given 
tliem to eat, with boiled plantains. Being told 
that I was the Earee or chief of the ship, the 
principal person came and joined noses with me, 
and presented to roe a large mother-of-pearl shell, 
which hung with platted hair round his neck ; 
this he fastened round my neck, with signs of great 
satisfaction. 

They spoke tho same language as at Otaheite, 
with veiy tittle variation, us far as I could judge. 
In H small vocabulary, that I made whilst con- 
verMDg with these men, only four words, out of 
twenty-four, diffored from the Otaheite. The name 
of Uie large island, they told me, was Wylootackee, 

' " Earee was called Lomakkayoli. They

had they yams, or tarru ; but that 
plantains, cocoa-nuts, fowls, bread-fruit, and aveea, 
were tliere in great abundance, NotwithElanding 
they said that no hogs were on the isbind, it was 
evident they had seen such animals ; for they 
called them by the same name as is giveo to them 
at Otaheite, which made me suspect that they 
were deceiving me. However,! ordered a. young 
boar and sow Co be put into their canoe, with 
some yams and tarro, as we could alfurd to part 
with some of these articles. I also gave to each 
of them a knife, a small adze, some aails, beads, 
and a looking-glass. The latter they examined 
with great curiosity ; but with the iron-woi'k tliey 
appeared to be acquainted ; calling it aawee, which 
is tho common name for iron among the islands 
where it is known. 

As they were preparing to leave us, tho chief 
of the canoe look posaession of every thing that I 
had given to the others. Ona of them showed 
some sigus of dissatisfaction ; but, after a little 
altercation, they joined noses, and were recon- 
ciled. I now thought they were 'going to leave 
the ship ; but only two of them went into the 



. for them in 

the morning. I woold have tre^ed their confi- 
dence with the regard it merited, but it was im- 
possible to say bow &r tlic ship might be driven 
from the island in the night. This I explained to 
them, and tliey relnelanfly consented to leave us. 
They were very solicitous that somebody from the 
ship should go on sliore with them ; and juat 
before they quitted us, they gave me a wooden 
spear, which was tlie only thing, the paddles 
excepted, they had brought with them in the 
canoe. It was a cuounon long slaff, pointed with 
the loa wood. 

The ptvple that came off to us did not difTer in 
appearance from the natives of Hervey's Islands, 
seen in Captain Cook's list voyage, tliough much 
more friendly and inofTeusiva in Oieir manners. 
They were tnttowed across the arms and legs, but 
he people of 
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OtOiheite. Froni tlieir knowledge of iron, they 
Unve doubtleaa communicstion with Het-vey'a 
not more than eigbteen leagues

Od the 1 Bth, at simaet, we saw Savage Island ; 
and in the night, passed hy to the southward of it. 

At eleven o'clock in the forenoon of the 2lBt, 
we Baw the island Caow, from the maat-heikd, 
bearing N.W, ly W. % W. This inland ia a high 
moDutain, with a sliarp-pointed top, and is the 
nartfawestenunaat uf all the Friendly Islands. 
At noou we saw it very distinctly from the deck, 
it being (hen nineteen leagaea distant from us. 

The wind being to (he southward, we could not 
fetch Annainooka, at which island I intended to 
stop, before the evening of the 23rd, when we 
anchored in tbe road, in twenty-tlirce fathoms ; 
the BStremes of Annaraooka bcaiiug E, by N. and 
S. by E., our distance from the shore being half 
a league. In the middle of the day, a canoe had 
coine off to ua from the island Mango, in whicli 
wa£ a chief, named Latoomy-lange, who dined 
with me. Iraniedialely on oar anchoring, several 
canoes came alongside, with yams and cocoa-nuts, 
but none of the natives oifered to eome on board, 
without first asking permissiuii. As yet, I bad 
seen no person with whutn I could recollect to 
have been formerly acquainted. 1 made enquiriea 
after some of our old friends, partieulariy the 
clucfs, but I found myself not sufficiently master 
of the language to obtain the information I 
wanted. 

Friday, 34th. — Our station being inconvenient 
for watering, at daylight we wtlghed, and worked 
more to tlia eastward, wiiero we anchored in 
tweuty-ono fathoms ; our distance from the shore 
being half a league. Soimded all round the ship, 
and found the ground to be a coarse coral bottom, 
but with even soundings. 

By this time, some large sailing canoes were 
arrived from difTcrent islands in the neighbourhood 
of Annamooka ; and an old lame man, named 
Tepa, whom I had known in 1777, and imme^ 
diately reeoliected, came on board. Two other 
chiefs, whose names were Noocaboo and Kuno- 
cappo, were with him. Tepa having formeriy been 
accustomed to uur manner of speaking their 
language, I found I could converse with him 
tolerably well. He informed mo, that Poulaho, 
Feenow, and Tubow, were alive, and at Tonga- 
taboo, and that they would come hither as soon 
as they hcajd of our arrival, of which be promised 
to send them immediate notice. He said that the 
cattle which we had left at Tongataboo had ail 
bred, and that the old ones were yet living. He 
enquired after several people who were here with 
Captain Cook. Being desirous to see the sbip, I 
took him and his companions below, and sliowed 
them tlie bread-fruit and other plants, at seeing 
which they were greatly surprised. 1 made each 
of tliem a present ; and, when tliey had satisfied 
their curiosity, I invited thom to go on shore witli 
me ui the ship's bout. 

1 took Nelson with me to procure some brcad- 

fruit plants, one of our slock being dead, and two 

ur tliree others a little wckly. When wo landed, 

1 Iheie were about two hundred people on tbo 



beach, must of them women and cliildren. Tc| 
showed me a large boat-house, which, he told ii 
we might make use of ; thinking we should have 
a party on shore, as our ships had formerly, 
went with him in search of water, but could Had 
no better place than where Captain Cook had 
watered, which is a quarter of a mile inland from 
the east end of the beach. I next walked to the 
west point of the bay, where some plants and 
seeds had been sown by Captain Cook ; and had 
the satisfaction to see, m a plantation close by, 
almut twenty fine pine-apple plants, hut no triut, 
tliis not being tbe proper season. They told nae, 
tliat tliey liad eaten many of them, thai they were 
fine and hirge, and that at Tongataboo there we 
great numbers. 

When I returned to the landing-place, 1 w 
desired to sit down, and a present was brought 
me, which consisted of some bundles of cocoa-nuts 
only. This fell short of my expectations ; hi 
ever, I appeared satisfied, and distributed be; 
and trinkets to the women and children near n 

Numerous were the marks of mourning with 
which these people disfigure themselves, such as 
bloody temples, their heads deprived of moat of 
the hair, and, what was worse, almost all of thera 
with the loss of some of then: fingers. Several 
fine boys, not above six ycai^ old, bad tost b 
their little fingers ; and some of the men, besi 
these, had parted with the middle finger of the 
right band. 

The chiefs went off with me to dinner, and I 
found a brisk trade carrying on at the ^p for 
yama ; some plantains and bread-fruit were like- 
wise brought on board, but no hogs. In 
afternoon, more sailmg canoes arrived, scone 
which contained not leas than ninety passengeni. 
We purcbaBcd eight hogs, some dogs, fowls, and 
shaddocks. Yams were in great abundance, very 
fine and large ; one yam weighed above forty-five 
pounds. Among tbe people that came this after- 
noDu, were two of tile name of Tobow, which is a 
family of the firat distinutiou among the Friendly 
Islands ; one of them was chief of the island 
Lefooga ; with him and Tepa I went on shore ti 
see the wooding-place. I foimd a variety of size 
able trees ; but the kind which I principally 

E itched upon, was the Barringtonia, c^ Forater. 
acquainted Tepa with my intention of sending 
people to cut wood, which meeting witli his apjiro- 
bation, we parted. 

On the 25th, at daylight, the wooding i 
watering parties went on shore. I had directod 
them not to out the kind of tree* which, when 
Captain Cook wooded here in 1777, blinded, for a 
time, many of the wood-cutCeis. They liad n 
bcDii an hour on shore, before one man had i 
axe stolen from him, and another an adze. T^A 
was applied to, who got the axe restored, but the 
adze was not recovered. In the evening we c< 
pleted wooding. 

Sunday, 36th. — In tbe morning, Nelson went 
on shore to get a few plants; but, no principal 
chief being among the people, he was insulted, 
and a spade taken from him. A boat's grapnel 
was likewise stolen from the watering party. 

* Kjccircaria AgallixJia Linn. Sp. PI., collml In 
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Tepa recovered the Bpade for U8 ; but the crowd 
of nativea was become so greut, by the number of 
CHnoea thut had arrived from different islands, 
that it was impossible tu do anything, where there 
I sneh a multitude of people, without a chief of 
Iciont authority to command the whole. I 
therefore ordered the watering parlj 1o go on 
board, and detemined to sail ; for I could not 
diseoyerthal any canoe had been sent to Bcc[uaint 
the chiefs of Tongatabon of our being here. For 
some lime after the tliefw were committed, [he 
chiefs kept away, but before nooD, they came ou 

t noon, we unmoored, and at one o'elock, cot 
under sail. The two Tubows, Kunocappo, La- 
oomy-lange, and another chief, were an board, 
>nil 1 acquainted them, that, oiileBs the grapnel 
VBB ivtumed, they must remaia in the ship. They 
Here surprised, and not a httle alarmed. Canoes 
I were immediately dispatched after the ei'apnel, 
I which, I was informed, could not possibly be 
brought to the ship before the next day, as those 
who liad stolen it immcdbttely sailed with their 
prize to onotlier island. Nevertheless, I detained 
thorn till sunset, when their nneauness and im- 
patience increased to such a degree, tliat they 
began to beat themaelrea about the lace and eyes, 
nd some of them cried bitterly. As this distress 
•as more than the giapoel was worth, and I hail 
D reason to imagine that they were privy to, or 
1 any manner concerned in the theft, I could 
ot think of detaining them longer, and called 
leir canoes alongside. 1 tben lold tbem they 
I were at liberty (□ go, and made each of tbem a 
present of a hatchet, a saw, with some knives, 
gimbleta, and nails. This nnexpected present, 
and the sudden change iu their situation, affected 
them not leas with jny than they had before been 
with apprcheuBion. They were unbounded in their 
acknowledgments; and T have little duubt hnt 
that we parted better friends than if the affair 
had never happened. 

We stood to the northward all night, with light 
winds, and on the next day, the 27th, at noon, 
I were between the islands Tofoa and Kotuo. Lati- 
' tudo observed ID" 18' S. 

Thus far the voyage liad advanced in a course 
of uninterrupted prosperity, and liad been attended 
with many eireumstonees equally pleasing and 
satisfactory. A very different scene was now to 
be experienced. A conspiracy had been formed, 
which was to render all our past labour productive 
only of extreme misery and distress. The means 
hod been concerted and prepared wiOi so much 
secrecy and circiunspection, that no one circum- 
stance appeared to necnsion the smallest snepiciun 
of the imiiending calamity.

1 demanded tl' 
of such violence, but received no otliei 
dian abuse for not holding my tongu 
master, the gunner, the surgeon, Mr. Elphinstone, 
masters mate, and Nelaon, were kept confined 
below, and the fore-hatchway was giianled by 
sentlnela. The boatswain and carpenter, and also 
the clerk, Mr. Samuel, were allowed to come upon 
deck, where they saw me standing abaft the mtxen- 
mast, with my hands tied behind my back, under 
a guard, with Christian at their head.

When tbe boat was out, Mr. Hayw-ord and Mr.

I demanded what their 
tenfjon woa in giving this order, and endeavoured 
to persuade the people near me not to persist in 
such acta of violence ; but it was to no efT 
" Hold your tongue, sir, or you are dead this 
instant,'' was constantly repeated to me. 

The maator by this time had sent to request 
that he might come on deck, which waspemiitted; 
but he was anon ordered back again to his cabin. 

I continued my endeavours to turn the tide of 
affairs, when Christian cbangcd the cutlaas which 
he had in hia hand for a bayonet that was brought 
to bim, and, holding me with a strong gripe by 
tile cord that tied ray hands, he with many oaths 
threatened to kill ma immediately, if I would not 
be quiet ; the vilkins rouud me bod tlieir pieces 
cocked and bayonets fixed. Particular people were 
called on to go into the boat, and were hurried 
over the side, whenoo I concluded fliat with these 
people I was to ba set adrift. I therefore made 
another effort to bring about a change, but with 
no other effect than to be threatened with having 
my brains blown out. 

The boatswain and seamen who were to g 
tile boat were allowed to collect twine, canvass, 
lines, sails, cordage, an eighl-and-tweuty gallon 
cask of water, and Mr. Samuel got 150 pounds of 
bread, with a small quantity of rum and wine, also 
a quadrant and com|>ass ; but he was forbidden, 
on pain of death, to touch either map, epliemeris, 
book of astronomical observations, sextant, t' 
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vour on my part 
death. 

Tho ofiic^ra were next cBlled upon deck anil 
forced over the aide into the boat, while 1 was 
kept apart frtija every one abaft tile mizen-moHt, 
Christian, armed with a bayonet, holding me by 
the bandage tlmt secured my hands. The guard 
round me had their pieces cocked, bnt on my 
daring the ungratfiful wrelohes tu fire, they un- 
cockeil them.

All 
this be did with great resolution, though guarded 
and atrielly wutehod. Ho attempted to save the 
lime-keq)er,aud a box with my axirvejB, drawings, 
and remarks for fifteen years past, which were

time ill doubt whether lie should keep the car- 
penter or his mates ; at length be determined on 
the latter, and tlie carpenter wna ordered into the 
bimt. He wna permitted, but not without some 
oppusitioD, to take his tool-cbest, 

Much altercation took place among tlie mutinous 
crew during the whole business; some swore " I'll 
Le damned if he does not tind his way home, if he 
gets anylhiiig with him," (nieaning me) ; and, 
when the carpenter's chest was carrying away, 
" Damn my eyes, he will have a vessel built in a 
month ;" while others laughed at the helpless 
Bitaation of 4be boat, being very deep, and so little 
room for those who were m her. As for diristiaji, 
he seemed as if meditating destruction on himself 
and every one else. 

I asked for arms, but they laaghed at me, and 
said I was well acquainted with the people among 
whom I was going, and therefore did not «Tint 
tliera ; four cuthissos, however, were thrown into 
the boat after wo were veered astern. 

The uSicerB and men being in the boAt, (hey 
only waited for ine, of which the ranalcr-at-arms 
informed Christian ; who then said — " Come, Cap- 
tain niigb, your oflicorB and mvn are new in the 



bout, olid you must go with Ihem ; if yon attei 
to make the least resistance you will mstantly be 
put to death : " and, without further eeremtnqi, 
with a tribe of armed ruflians about me, 1 was 
forced over tlio side, where they untied my hands. 
Being in the boat, wa were veered astern by a 
ro]ie. A few pieces of pork were thrown to us, 
and some clotlies, also tlio cutlasses I have already 
mentioned; and it was then that the armourrar 
and carpenters called out to me to remember that 
they bod no hand in the transaction. After hav- 
ing undergone a great deal of ridicule, and been 
kept some time to make sport for these unfeel' 
wretches, we were at length cast adrift in the open

Having httle Or no wind, we rowed pnytty fast 
towards Tofoa, which Imre N. E. about ten leagacs 
from us. While tlie ship was in sight, sheatee ' 
to the W.N.W., but I considered (his only ai 
feint i for when we were sent away — " Huxza for 
Olaheite," was frequently heard among (he muti- 
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VBa the thiril voy&ge ha hod made with tno ; and 
IB i found it DECeaHiry ta keep my ship's Bompany 
it three watchGH, I had given him an order t« take 
chu'ie of the third, hia sbilitieB being thoroughly 
e<|iiaT to the task ; and by thja means the nutEter 
aod gunner were nut at watch and watch. 

Haywood * waa also of a respectnble family in 
die north of England, and a young man of ahili- 
lies, aa well as Christian. Those two bad been 
objects of my particular regard and attention, and 
1 bud token gi'eat pains to instruct them, having 
entertained hoptm, that an profERaional men, they 
would have become a, ercdit la lluAr country. 

Young was well cucummsndEd, and bad the 
look of an able EloQt aeaniBn : he, however, fell 
ahort of what his appearance promiaed. 

Stewart was a young moo of creditable parents, 
in tlie Orkneys J at wmeb place, on tbe return of 
tlic Resolution from tlie Sonth Seaa, in 1J80, we 
ivad so many civilities, thai, on that account 
only, 1 sliDulil gladly have taken liim with me,: 
but, independent of this Tecommendatioii, he was 
a KanuLti, and bad always home a good charanter. 

NuttvLttistatidtng the roughness with which I 
woH treated, the remembrance of past kindnesses 
produced aume eigaa of remorse in Christian. 
When they were forcing me out of the sliip, I 
Baked him, if this treatment was a proper return for 
the many inatances he hod received of my friend- 
ship! heappeareddiaturbedatmyquestion, and an- 
swered with much emotion, " That,— Captain Bligh, 
— that ia the thing ; — I am in hell— I um inhell." 

As soon aa I had time to reflect, 1 felt an inward 
satisfaction, which prevented any depres«on of 
my spirits : conscious of my integrity, andanxions 
solicitude for the good of the service in which I 
had been engaged, I found my mind wonderfnily 
portcdjOnd I began to conceive hopes, notwith- 

ding so heavy a calamity, that I should One 

day be able to occonnt to my King and my country 
for the misfortune. — A. few hours before, my situa- 
tion bod been peculiarly flattering. I had a ship 
in the most perfect onler, and well stored with 
every neoeasary both for service and health : hy 
early attention to those particulars 1 had, as much.

9, the plants bad been snccessfuily pii)- 
the most flourishing state : su that npon 
the whole, tbe voya)^ was two thirds completed, 
and the rem^ing part, to all appearance, in a 
very pmmiHing way ; every person on board being 
In perfect htaJth, to establish which was ever 
imongst tlio priucipal objects of my attention. 

It will very naturally be oaked, what could bo 
Ihe rcBBon for such a revolt ! in answer to which 
I can only conjecture, that the mntiaeeis hod Hat- 
tvred tbcmBelvcs with the hopes of a more happy 
life among the Ota3leiteBnB, than they could pos- 
sibly enjoy in England; and this, joined Co some 
female connexioni, moat probably occoaioned the 

The women at Otahelteore handsome, mild and 
cheerful in tlieir manners and converaation, poa- 
id of great sensibility, and have sufiicient deli- 
to moke them admired and beloved. The 
cbieb were so much attached to our [leojilc, that

lliey rather encouraged their slay among them 
than otherwise, and even made them promises iif 
large possessions. Under these, and many other 
atten^uit circumstances, equally desirable, it is 
now perhaps not so much to be wondered at, 
though scarcely possible to have been foreseen, 
tliat a set of s^lora, ntost of them void of connex- 
ions, should be led away : especially wben, in ad- 
dition to sndi powerful inducements, tbey imagined 
it in their power to fix themselves in the midst of 
plenty, on one of the lineet islands in the world, 
where they need not labour, and where the allure- 
mentB of dissipation are beyond anything that can 
be conceived. The utmost, however, that any com- 
mander could have supposed to have happened ia, 
that aome of the people would have been tempted 
tu desert. But ^ it should be asserted, that a 
commander is to guard against an act of mutiny 
and piracy in his own ship, more tlutn by the com- 
mon rules of service, it is as much as to say tliat 
he must sleep locked up, and when awake, be 
girded with pistols. 

DesertiiiUB have liRpi>ensj, more or less, from 
most of the ships that hare been ot the Sociely 
Islands ; bat it has always been in the comniDUders 
power to make the ohiefa return thdr pcopli^ : the 
knowledge, therefore, that it was unsafe to desei't, 
perhaps, fkat led ntino to consider with what ease 
so small a ship might bo surprised, and tliat so 
favourable an opportunity would never offer to 
them again. 

The aecresy of this mutiny is beyond all concep- 
tionf. Thirteen of Ihe parly, who were with me, 
had always lived forward among the seamim ; yet 
neither they, nor the messmates of Christian, 
Stewart, Ueywood and Young, had ever observed 
any circumstance that made them in the least 
suspect what was going ou. To such a cloee- 
plauued act of villany, my mind bi'ing entirdy 
free from any suspicion, it is not nonderttd that I 
fell a socrilice. Perhaps, if there had been 
marines on board, a sentinel at my cabin-door 
might have prevented it i for I slept with the door 
always open, that the oiSeer of the wateh might 
have access to me on all occasione, the poEsibility 
of such a conspiracy being ever the farthest from 
my thoughts. Had tlieir mutiny been occanoned 
by any grievances, either real or imaginary, 1 
mnst have discovered symptoms of their disuun- 
which would havo put me on my guard : but 
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very day he was engaged to have dined 
and the preceding night, he excused himself from 
supping with me on pretence uf being unwell ; fbr 
which I felt concerned, having no suspicious of 
his integrity and honour. 
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CHAPTER XIV. 



Ht tint ileCerminatinn wac to seek a. mippl; of 
and wWbt at Tufoo, and kfterwardu to 
■■ii Tor TongaMboci, and Ibere risk > Hlicitntion 
to Pnulaho, the king, to equip our bout, and grant 
iH a supply ot water and pnivwioiui, so aa la RUibte 
UB 141 resell the EbM Indies. 

The quaothy of provinoiui I fuond in the boat, 
wan IM)lb. of bread, IS pieces or pork, each |riev« 
■teieUDg 21b., 6 qnarta of rum, 6 boltlea of wine, 
with 2S gallons of water, and four emp^ borrecoea. 

Fortunately it was eiint all the afternoon, till 
aboQt four o'clock, when we were so lar to wind- 
ward, lliat, with a iDodenite easterly breeze which 
sprung up, we were uhle to sail. It was nerer- 
thelea* darit when we ^ to Totoa, where I ex- 
pected Ui land ; hut the lihore proved to be bo 
Hteep and rocky, that we were obliged to glre up 
all tboughla of it, and keep the boat under the lee 
of Iho inland with two oan ; for there wis no 
anchors^. Having fixed on this mode of pro- 
ceeding for tJ]e night, I served to every person 
half a pint of grog, and each look to hia rest as well 
as our unhappy tntuation would allow. 

Wednesday, April 29th — 1 n the moraing.at dawn 
of day, we rowed along shore in Beareh alt, landing- 
jAt/eCf and about teno'elockwe discovered a core with 
a Htuny beach, attheN.W. part ofthe island, where I 
dpopttha grapnel within twenty yardaoftherocks. 
A great nurf ran on the shore ; but, as I wasunwil- 
ling to diminish our stock uf provisions, I landed 
Mr. Samud, and some others, who climbed the 
cliSk and got into the countr}' to search for sup- 

SliBB. The rest of us remained at the cove, not 
iseoveting any other way into the country, than 
that by which Hr. Samuel had proceeded. It was 
great coDsotaUon to me to Rnd, that tlie spirits of 
my people did not sinlc, notwithstanding our 
miserable and almost hopelees situation. Towards 
noon, Mr. Samuel retamed, with a few quarts of 
water which he had foimd in holes ; but ho hod 
met witli no spring, or any prospect of a snf- 
Ecient supply m that particular, and had seen 
only the aigna of inhabitants. As it was uncertain 
what minht he our future neceaaitiea, I only issued 
a morsel of bread, and a glass of wine, to each 
person for dinner. 

I observed the latitude of this cove to be 19° 
*!' S. This is the N.W. part of Tofoa, the uoilh- 
westemmost of the Friendly Islands. 

The weather was fiur, but the wind blew so 
itRHlg from the E^.E., that we could not ventui>e 
itofM. Our detention made it absolutely nuces- 
■U^ to endeavour to obtain something towards 
OUT support ; for I determined, if iiosaiUo, to keep 
our Srst stock cmlirc. We therefore weighed, 
and rowed along shore la see if anything could 
be got ; and at last discovered some coeoa-nut 
trees ; but they were on the top of high precipices, 
and tlio surf mode it dangerous limding : both 
one and the other, we however got the better of. 
Some of the people, with much £f)iculty, climbed 
the cliffs, and got about twenty cocoa-nuts, and 
otiiers slung them to ropes, by whidi we hauled 
tliem through the surf into the boat. This was 



I all that cmld be done here ; and, as I fonnd 
place BO sale as the ime we bad 1^ lo spend 
' night Dt, I returned to the cote, and, having 
. served a cocoa-nnt to each peiaon, we went to i 

I Thxirsday, 30tb^At daylight, we attempted to 
put to sea ; hut the wind and weather proved no bad, 
that I was glad to return to our former station ; 
where, after issuing a morael of bread and a spoon- 
ful uf rum to each pet«on, we landed, and I went 
' off with Hr. Nelson, Mr. ^muel, and some othns, 
j into the mnntcy, having hauled ourwlves up the 
precipice by long vines, which were Used there 
by the natives for that purpose ; this being the 
onh' way into the country. 

We found a few deserted huts, and a small phui- 
lain wi^, but Hltle taken care of; ftora which we 
could only collect three small bttnches uf plantains. ^ 
After pasHUg this place, we came to a deep gully 
that isi towards a mountain, near avokano ; and, 
as I conceived that in the tainy season very 
great torrents of water must pass through it, we 
hoped to find sufficient for our use remaining 
in some holes of the rocks ; but, after all our 
search, the whole that we coUerted was only niti 
gallons. We advanced within two miles of th 
foot of the highest mountain in the island, a 
which is the volcano that is alniost eonslantly 
burning. The country near it is covered with 
Uva, and has a most dreary appearance. As we 
had not been fortunate in our discoveries, and 
saw nothing to alleviate onr d^tresses, except the 
phuilains and water abovementioned, we returned 
to the boat, exceedingly fatigued and bint. When 
I came to the precipice whence we were to 
descend uito the cove, I was sdzed with suck a 
dizziness in my lieod, that 1 thought it scarce pos- 
sible to effect it : however, by the assistance of 
Nelson and others, Ihey at last got mo down, in a 
weak condition. Every person being returned by 
noon, I gave about an ounce ot pork sjid two 
plantains to each, n-ith half a glass of wine. I 
again observed the latitude of this plaiw 19° 
41' south. The people who remained by the 
boat I had directed to look for fish, or what they 
could pick up about the rocks ; but nothing eat- 
able could he found : so that, npon the whole, we 
considered ourselves on as miserable a spot of 
land as could well be imagined. 

I could not Bay positively, from the former know- 
ledge I hod of this island, whetlier it was inhabited ' 
or not ; hot I knew it was considered inferior to 
the other islands, and I was not certain but that 
the Indians only resorted to it at particular tin 
I was very anxious to ascertain this point ; for, 
in case there had been only a few people here, and 
those could have fomiehed us with but very 
moderate supplies, the remaining in tliia spot to 
have made preparations for our voyage, would 
have been preferable to the risk of going amongst 
multitudes, where perhaps we might lose every- 
thing. A party, therefore, sufficiently strong, I 
determined should go another route, as soon as the 
suu became lower ;and they cheerfnlly undertook it. 
About two o'clock in tlie afternoon the party 
set out ; but, after suffering much fatigue they rr 
turned iu the evening, without any kind of suecee 

At (he head of the cove, about 150 j-ards from 
the water-side, there was a cave ; the distance 
acroea the stony beach was shout IDO J'ards, m 
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from the country into the cove there was no other 
way tlmn that which I have already deacribed. 
The Bituation secured iis from the danger of being 
BUrprispd, and I determined to remain on Hhore 
for tho night, with a part of my people, that the 
others might li&ve more room to rest in the boat 
with the master ; whom I directed to lie at a 
grapnel, and ba watchful, in case we should be 
allacked. I ordered one plantaju for each person 
G boiled ; and, having supped on this scanty 
>vani», with a quarter uf a pint of grog, and 
fixed the walches for the night, those whose turn 
it waa, laid down to sleep in the cave, before 
which we kept up a good fire ; yet uotwithstanding 
we were much troubled with flies and musqultiies. 
Friday, May lat — At dawn of day, the party 
set out again iu a different route, to see what 
they could And ; in the course of which they 
saffered greatly for want of water : they,however, 
met with two men, a woman and a child : the 
n camo with thum to the cove, and brought two 
loa-nut shells of water. 1 endeavoured to make 
snds of these people, and sent them away for 
hread-fmit, plantains, and water. Soon after, 
ther nativcH came to ns ; and by noon there were 
lirty about us, from whom we obtained a small 
upply ; but I could only afford one ounce of 
pork, and a quarter of a bread-fruit to each man 
for dinuer, with half a pint of water ; for I was 
liKed in my resolution not to use any of the bread 
;>r water in the boat. 

No particolur chief was yet among the natives : 
bhey were, notwithstanding, tractable, and behaved 
honestly, exchanging the proviMonB they hronght 
for a few buttons and beads. The party wbo had 
been out, informed me of their having seen several 
neat plantations ; so that it remaineil no longer a. 
doubt of there being settled inhabitanls on the 
island ; for which reason I determined to get what 
I could, and to baU the first momentthat the wind 
and weather would allow us to put to sea. 

1 was much puzzled in what manuei: to account 
io the naUvBS for the loss of my ship ; I knew 
they bad too much sense to be amused with a 
loiy that the ship was to join me, when sho was 
lot in sight &om the hills. I wae at tirsl doubt- 
iil whether I should tell the real fact, or say tliat 
lie ship had overset and sunk, and tliat we only 
'ere saved : the latter appeared to he the most 
,<reper and advantageous for us, and I accordingly 
instructed my people, that we might all agree in 
one story. As I expected, inquiries wore made 
about Uie ship, and they seemed readily satisfied 
with our account ; but there did not appear the 
least symploro of joy or sorrow in their faces, 
although I fancied I discovered some marks of 
BurpHse. Some of the natives were coming and 
^ning the whole afternoon, and we got enough of 
hrend-lruit, plantains, and cocoa-nuts for another 
day [ but of water they only brought us about 
five pints. A canoe also came in with four men, 
and brought a few cocoa-nuts and bread-fruit, 
which I boaght as I bad done the rest. Nails 
were much Inquired after, hul I would not suffer 
anv to be shown, as they were wanted for tlie use 
of the Inat. 

Towards evening, I had the satisfaction to find 
our stock uf provisions somewhat increased ; but 
the natives did not appear to Imve much to spare. 
What they brought was in such small quantittes. 



that 1 had no reason to hope we should be able to 
procure &om them sufficient to stock us for 
voyage. At sun-set ail the natives left us in qi 
possession of the cove. 1 thought this a goo<l 
sigD,and made no doubt that they would come again 
tJie next day with a better supply of food and 
water, with which I hoped to sail without farther 
delay : for if, in attempting to get to Tongataboo, 
we ^ould be driven to leeward of tlie islands, 
there would be a larger quantity of provisions to 
support us aeaiiist such a misfortune. 

At night, I served a quarter of a bread-fruit and 
a cocoa-nut to each person for supper ; and, a 
guodfire being made, all but the watch went to sleep. 

Saturday 2nd. — At day-break, the next morning, I 
was pleased tofindeveryone^s spirits a httlerevived, 
and that they no longer regarded me witb those 
anxious looks, which had constantly been directed lu- 



determined to do their hest. 
As there was no certainty of our being supplied 
with water hy the natives, I sent a party among 
the gullies in the mountains, witb empty shells, tc 
see what could be found. In their absence the 
natives came about us, as I expected, and in 
greater numbers ; two canoes also came in from 
round the north side of the ishind. In one of 
them was an elderly chief, called Macca-ackavow. 
Soon after, some of oui foraging party returned, 
and with Uiem. came a good-looking chief, caUed 
Egijeefow, or perhaps more properly Eefow, Egij 
or Eghee, signifying a chief. To each of thrae 
men 1 made a present of an old shirt and a knife, 
and I soon found they had either seen me, or had 
heard of my being at Annamooka. Tliey knew I 
had been with Captain Cook, whom they inquired I 
after, and also Captain Clerk. They were very 
iiiqnisilive to know in what manner I hod lost my 
ship. During this conversation, a young man, 
named Nageete, appeared, whom I remembered 
to have seen at Annamooka : he expressed m ' 
pleasure at our meeting. 1 inquired after F 
laho and Feenow, who, (hey said, were at Tonga- 
taboo ; and Eefow agreed to accompany me 
thither, if I would wait till the weatlier moderated. 
The readiness and afikhility of this man gave me 

H but of short duration, for 
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and I 



observed some symptoms of a design against us. i 
Soon after they attempted to haul the boat on i 
shore, on which I brandished my cutlass in a 
threatening manner, and spoke to Eefow to desire 
them to desist ; which they did, and evenrthing . 
became quiet again. My people, who had been 
in the mountains, now returned with about three 
gallons of water. 1 kept baying up the little 
bread-fruit that was hroaght to us, and likewise 
some speare to arm my men with, having only 
four cutlasses, two of which were In the boat. As 
we had no means of improving o 
told Ota people I would wait till sun-set, by which 
time, perhaps, something might happen in ou 
fevour ; for if we attempted to go at present, w 
must fight our way through, which we could do 
more advantageously at mght ; and that iu the 
mean time we would endeavour to get off to tl 
boat what we had bought. The beauh was lini 
witb the natives, and we heard nothing hut the 
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breud-fruit to eacb person for dinner, and gave 
Home to the chiefs, with whom 1 continned to 
appear intinmte and friendly. They &cqneDt1y 
imnortnnEd me to sit down, tint I aa conatantlj' 
refuaed : for it occurred both to Nelaon and my- 
self, that they intended to suae hold of me, if I 
aave them such an opportunity. Keeping, there- 
fore, constantly on our gusrd, we were auffered to 
eat onr uacomfurtable meaJ iu some quietness. 

After dinner, we tegan by little and little to 
get our things into tbe boat, which was a trauhle- 
Home bunncsB, on account of the surf. I carefully 
watched the motions of the natives, who continued 
to increnae in number ; and found that, instead of 
their intention licing to leave ua, fires were made, 
and places fixed on for their stay during the night. 
Consultations were also held among them, and 
every thing aaanred me wo should be attacked. I 
sent orders to the master that when he saw us 
coming down he should keep the boat close to the 
shore, (hat we might the more readily embark. 

I had my joarnal on shore with rae, writing the 
occurrences in the cave, and in sending it ilown to 
the boat, it was nearly snatched away, but for the 
timely assistance of the gunner. 

The sun was near setting, when I gave the 
word, on wlueh every perBon, who was on shore 
with me, boldly took up his proportion of things, 
uud carried them tti the boat. The chie& ashed 
me if I would not stay with them all night, I said, 
" No, I never sleep out of my boat ; but in the 
morning we will again trade with yon, and I shall 
remain till the weather is moderate, that we muy 
go, as we have agreed, to see Pouh^io, at Tonga- 
taboo." Macca-ackavow then got up, and said, 
" You will not Bleep on shore 1 then Mattia," 

S which directly aigniBes we will ktU you) and he 
!& me. The onset was now preparing ; every 
one, as I luLve described before, kept knocking 
'. and Eefow quitted me. All hut

While I was seomg tbe people embark, Na^eete 

ivauted me to stay to speak to Eefow ; but I ^und 
aneonraein^ tliem to the attack, and it waa

killed bim for his treacberons behaviour. I or- 
dered the carpenter not to quit me till the other 
people were in the boat. Nageete, finding I would 
not stay, loo8^^d himself from my hold and went 
off, and wo all got in the boat except one man, who 
while I was getting on board, quitted it, and ran 
up the beach to cast the sternfast off, notwith- 
standing the master and others called to him to 
return, while they were hauling me out of the 

I was no sooner m the boat than the attook l>e- 
gan by about two hundred men ; the unfortunate 
poor man who had mu up the beach was knocked 
down, and tlic stones flew like a shower of shot. 
Many Indiana got hold of the stem rope,andwEre 
near hanling the boat on shore ; which Uicy would 
oertainly have effected, if I had not had a knife in 
my podiet, with which I cat the rope. We then 
hauled off to the f^pnoi, every one being mure 
or less hurt. At this time, I saw five of the na- 






of them »-ere 

Wo had no time to reflect, for to my surprise, 
they filled their cauoes with atones, and twelve 
men came off after us, to renew the attack, whioh 
Ihcy did so effectually as nearly to disable n 
Our grapnel was foul, hot Providence here asf 
us ; the fluke broke, and we got to our oai^ and 
pulled to sea. They, however, conld paildle round 
us, BO that we were obliged to sustain the attack 
without being able to return it, except with such 
stones as lodged in the boat, and in this I found 
we were very inferior to them. We could not 
close, because our boat waa lumbered and heavy, 
of which tliey well knew how to take ' - 
I therefore adopted the expedient ( „ 

overboard some clothes, which, as I expected, they 
sto|)ped to pick up ; and, as it was by this tim 
almost dark, they gave over the attack, and re 
turned towards the shore, leaving us to reflect oi 
our unhappy situation. 

The poor man killed by the nativ 
Norton : this was his second voyage < 
c[uarl«r-mast«r, and bia worthy charaoler made 
me lament hia loss very much. Ho baa le'' 
aged parent, I am told, whom he supported. 

I once before sustained an attack of a Ut 
nature, with a smaller number of Europeans, 
againat a multitude of Indians : It was after th 
death of Captain Cook, on the Monti at Owfayliei 
where I was left by Lieutenant King. Yet, nnl 
withstanding this experience, I had not an idea 
that the power of a man's arm conlil throw stones, 
from two to eight pounds weight, with such force 
and exactness as these people did. Here milittp- 
pily we were without fire-arms, which the Indiana 
knew ; and it was a fortunate circumstance 
they did not begin t« attack us in the cave 
in that case our destruction must have liei 
cvitable, and we should have had nothing left for 
It but to sell our lives aa dearly as we could ; in 
which I found every one cheerfully d . 
concur. This appearance of resolution deterred 
them, supposing they could effect their purpose 
without risk after we were in tlie boat. 

Taking this aa a sample of the diiipoeition of 
the natives, there was but little reason to expect 
much benefit by persevering in the intentiou of 
visiting Poulaho ; for I considered their good be- 
haviour formerly to have proceeded from a dread 
of our fire-arms, and which, therefore, vras likely 
to cease, as they knew we were now destitnte ot 
them ; and, even supposing our Urea not in dan- 
ger, the boat and everything we bad, would u ' 
probably be taken from ns, and thereby all ht 
precluded of ever being able lo return to 
native country. 

We set our sails, and steered along shore by the 
west side of the island Tofua ; the wind blowing 
fresh from the eastward. My mind was employed 
in considering what waa best to be done, when I

knew not 1 they all agreed to live on one ounce of 
bread, and a quarter of a pint of water, per day.

a little onler, we retamed God Uiaiiks for ou 
mlraeulous preservation, and, folly confident of his 
erac iouB support, 1 found my mind more at ease 
Uian it had been for some time past- 
Sunday, 3rd.- — At duy-bre[tk,the gale increased; 
the sun rose vfoy fiery and red, a sure indication 
severe gale of wind. At eight it blew a violent 
■ra, and the sea ran vety high, so that between 
seas the soil was becalmed, and when on the 
top of the sea it wbh too much to have set : but 
~'C could not venture to take in llie sail, for 



.... M bale'with all our mielit. A 
diBtreaaing has, perhaps, sefdom been experieneed. 
Our bread was in bags, and in danger of being 
spoiled by the wet : to be staryed to death was in- 
evitable, if this could not be prevented : I there- 
fore liegan to examine what clothes there were in 
the boat, and what other things could be Bjiared ; 
and, having determined that only two suits should 
be kept for each person, the rest was tlirown over- 
board, with some rope and spore sails, which 
lightimed the boat considerably, and we had more 
oom to bale the water out. Fortunately the cor- 
leuter hod a good chest in the boat, in which vie 
ecured the bread the first favournble moment. 
His tool cheat also was cleared, and the tools 
owed in the bottom of tbe boat, bo that this bo- 
jne a second convenience. 
I served a tea-spoonful of mm to each person, 
(for we were very wet and cold) with a quarter of 
a bread-fruit, which was scarce eatable, for dinner : 
our engagement was now strictly to be carried into 
execution, and I was fully determined to moke 
our provisioDs last eight weeks, let the daily pro- 
portion ba ever bo small. 

At noon, I considered our course and diatance 
from Tofoa to be W.N.W. j W. 1)6 miles, latitude 
19° 27' S. I directed the course to the W. N. W.,

BO well, that I no longer dreaded any danger in 
(bat respect- But among the hnrdsliijis we were to 
undergo, that of being constantly wet was not the 
least : the night was very cold, and at day-light on 
Monday, 4th, our limbs were so heaumbed, that 
we could scarce find the use of them- At this 
tdmo I served a fca-spoonful of rum to eat-h per- 
BOD, irom which we all found great benefit. 

As I have mentioned before, I determined to 
keep to the W.N.W., till J got more to the north- 
wanj; for I not only expected to have better 
weather, but to Bee tbe Feejee Islands, as 1 have 
often understood, &onk the natives of Annamooka, 
that they lie in that direction. Captain Cook like- 
wise considered Ihem to ba N.W. bj- W. from 
Tonc^ataboo. Just before noon, we discovered a 
small flat island, of a moderate height, hearing 
W.S.W., 4 or 5 leagues. I observed our latitude 
to be IB° Sff S. ; our longitude wim, by accni 
S" i' W- from the island of Tofoa, having mad 
N. 72" W. course, distance 95 miles, since yetil 
day noon. I divided iive small cocoa-nuts for < 
dinner, and every one woa Batisfied. 

A little after noon, other islands appeared, ond 
at a quarter past three o'clock we could count 
eight, bearing from S. round by the west to N.W- 
by N. ; those lo the south, which were the nearest, 
being four leagues distant from us. 

I kept my course to the N.W. by W., between the 
islands, the gale having connderably abated. At 
six o'clock, we discovered three other email islands 
to the N- W., the wcBtemmost of them bore N.W. 
\ W. 7 leagues. I steered to the southward of 
these Ulan&,aW.N.W.c 
a reefed buI. 

Served a few broken pieces of bread-fruit for 
Bumier, and performed prayers. 

The night turned out fair, and, having liail tole- 
rable rest, every one seemed coosiderably better 
in the morning, Tuesday, 5th, and contentedly 
breakfasted on a few pieces of yams that were found 
in the boat. After breakfast we examined our bread, 
a great deal of which was damaged and rotlj 
this, ncvcFtbelesa, we were glad to keep for ubi 

I hod hitherto been scarcely able to keep : 
account of our run ; but we now equipped a 
selves a Httle better, by getting a log-line marked, 
and, having practised at counting seconds, se 
could do it with some degree of exactneBS. 

At noon I observed, in latitude 1S° W S., and 
considered my course and distance from yesterday 
noon, N.W. by W. J W., «■! miles ; longitude, by 
account, from Tofoa 4* 29' W. 

For dinner, I aerved Bome of the damaged bread, 
and a quarter of a pint of water. 

About six o'clock in the afternoon, we discovered 
two islands, one bearing W. by S. fi leagues, a ' 
the other N.W. by N. 8 leagues ; I kept to wii 
ward of the northeramuet, and jiassing it by 10 
o'clock, I resumed our course to the N.W. i ' 
W.N.W. for the night. 

Wednesday, 6th. — The weather was fair and the

To keep an acconnt of the boat's run wi 
dered difficult, troia bang eonstanlly wet with the 
lea breaking overns; but, as we advanced towards 
the land, the sea became Hmoother, and I waa 
eoahled to form a sketch of the isliuidn. Those 
we were near, appeareil fitful and hiDy, some 
Tery mouDtaiiwuii, and all nf a good height. 

To oar great jny we hooked a finb, but we were 
miserably disappoiDled by ila being loet in trying 
to K^ it into the boat. 

We continued steering to the N.W., between 
the i«huidB, which, by the evening, appeared (tf 
At

Bun-net, tlie BouthenunoU bore from S. to S.W. by 
W. and the northenimo« from N, by W. ^ W. to 
N.E. I E. At wx o'clock we were nearly mid-wfty 
between tbem, and about nx leagues distant from 
each sliore, when we fell in with a coral bank, on 
which we hikd only four feet water, without the 
leB«t break on it, or mfBe of the sen to give ns 
warning. I could gee that it extended abont a 
milo on each lude nf us. 

1 directwi the course W. by N. for the night, and 
served to each person an oxmce of the damaged 
bread, and a quarter of a pint of wat«r, for supper. 

As our lodgings were very miBerable, and con- 
lined for want of room, I endeavoured to remedy 
the latter defect, by putting ourselves at watch 
and watch ; bo that one half always sat up while 
the other lay down on the boat's bottom, or upon 
a chest, with nothing to cover ua but the heavens. 
Our limbs were dreadfully cramped, for we could 
not Btrotcli them out ; and the nights were so cold, 
and we so constantjy wet, that, after a few houra 
sleep, we conld scarce roore. 

Thursday flh, — At ciawti nf ilay, we again dis- 
covere.1 land from W.S.W. lo W.N.W.,Bnd anotlicr 
inlnnd N.N.W., the latter a high round lump of 
hut little extent: the sou them land that we had 
lUVMod in the night woa still in sight. Being very 
wvt and cold, I served a spoonful of rum and a 
momel of bresd far breakfast. 

The land in the west was distingnislied by some 
extraordinary high rooks, which, as we approached 
ed a variety of forms. The eounti7 
appeared to be agreeably inlcrspersed with high 
ooid low land, and in some places covered with 
wooil. Oir the N.E. part lay some small rocky 
inlanibi^between whieh and an island 4 leagues to

>'.W. by W^ distance 79 mileB; htitude by ae- 
eoDut, 1^ 29^ S., and longitode by aceoont, &nm 
Tofoa, 6" 46' W. Being constantly wet, it was 
with the utmost diSenlty 1 conld open a bonk lo 
write, and I am sensible that what I have done 
can only serre to point out where these hnds are 
to be found again, and give an idea t^ their extent. 
All ^ afternoon, we had Ugbt winds at N.N.E.: 
the weather was very niny, atteuded with thnnder 
and lightning. Onlvone of the canoes gained upon 
ns, which by three o^clock in the afternoon was 
not more than two miles off, when she gave over 

If I may judge from the sail of these vcanels, 
they are of a similar construction with those at the 
Friendly Islands, which, with the neames) of their 
situation, gives reason to believe that they are the 
same kind of people. Whether these canoes had 
any hostile intention against as must remain a 
doubt: pertiapa we might have benefited by an 
intercourse with them ; but in our defeneet«B 
silualLon, to have made the experiment woold 

I ima^ne tliese to be the islands called Feejee, 
as their extent, direction, and distance from tho 
Friendly Inlands, answers to the description given 
of tliem by those islanders. Heavy nun came on 
at four o'clock, when every person did their utmost 
to entch Borne water, and we increased onr slock to 
34 gallons, batldea uuraching our thirst for the 
first time since wo had been at sea ; but an at- 
tendant consequence made us pass the night very 
miserably, for being extremely wet, and having no 
dry things to shift or cover ns, we experienced 
cold shiverings scarce to be conceived. Host for- 
tunately for us, the forenoon, Friday, 8tb, turned 
out fair, and we stripped and dried o 
The allowance I insued to-day, was an 
a half of pork, and a lea-epoonful of r 
pint of cocoa-nut milk, and on ounce of bread. Thi 
nun, though so email in quantity, was of the greatest 
service. A fiahing-linc was generally towing from 
the stem of the boat, but though we saw great 
nunkbers of fish, we conld never catch one. 

At noon, I oteerved, in latitude lfi> 4' S, and 
found we had made a conrBe,fram yesterday noon, 
N. 62" W., distance S2 miles; loDgitade, by ac- 
count, from Tofoa, 7° 42' W. 

In the afternoon we cleaned out the boat, and 
it employed us till sun-set to get everything dry 
and in order. Hitherto I had issued the altow- 
ance by guess, but I now made a pair of Bcales;, 
with two cocoa-nut shells ; and, having accidoiitally 
some pistol-balla in Oie boat, 25 of which weighed 
one pound, or 16 ounces, I adopted one*, aa the 
proportion of woight that each person should re- 
ceive of bread at the ttmoi I served it. I aha 
amused all hands, with describing the rittuttiim of 
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How Guinea ond New Hullmiii, and gave tliera 
every information in my power, tliat in caae any 
accident happened to me, those who Burvired 
might have Bome idea of what they were about, 
and be ahle hi lind their way to Timor, which at 
present they knew notliing of, more than tlie name, 
and some not even that. At night, I served a 
quarter of a pint of water, and half an ounce of 
bread, for aupper. 

Saturday, yth. — Id the morning, a quarter of a 
pint of coeoa-Dot milk, and some of tbe derayed 
bread, was served for breaklaat ; and for diuoer, 
I divided tbe meat of four cocoa-anta, with Che re- 
mainder of the rotten bread, wbiob was only eat- 
able by Bach distreBBed people. 

At aoon, I oiiserved the la^tnde to bo 1.^° 47' 
S. ; Eonrae since yesterday N. 75° W., rtiatauco 
Bixty-fonr miles ; loogiCude made, by accouut, 8" 
45' W. 

In the afternoon I fitted a pair of sbrouds for 
each mast, and uuntrived a oanvaa weather cloth 
rouud the boat, and raised the quarters about 
nine inchts, by nailing on tbe scats of the stem 
alieets, wliich proved of great benefit to ns. 

The wind ha4 been moderate all day in tlie 
S. £■ qoarter, with fine weather ; but, about nine 
D^dock in the evenina, the clouds began to gather, 
I and we bad a prodigioue &I1 of rain, with sovere 
> thunder and lightning. By midnight we caught 
' about twenty gallons of water. Being nuBerably 
wet and cold, I served to the people a tea-spoonfut 
of rum each, to enable them to bear with their 
distressed situation. The weather continued ex- 
tromely bad and the wind increased ; we spent 
a very miserable night, without sleop, exrcpt such 
as could l>e got iu the midst of riuo. "the day 
brought no relief but its light The sea broko 
over us so much .that two men were constantly 
baling ; and wo had no choice how to steer, being 
obliged to keep before the waves for fear of the 
boat filling. 

The allowance now regularly served to each 
person was one Sfith of a pound nf bread, and a 
quarter of a pint of water at eight in the morn- 
ing, at noon, and at nm-set. To-day I gave about 
half an ounce of pork for dinner, whicfa, Ibongb 
any moderate person would have considered only 
as a mouthful, was divided into three or four. 

Tbe rain abated towards noon, and I olwervcd 
the Utitudo to be 15= 17' S. ; course N. 67° W, 
distance seventy-eight miles ; longitude made 
lO-W. 

The wind continued strong from S, S. E. to 
S. E., with very squally w-esther and n high break- 
ing sea, BO that we were miserably wot, and suf- 
fered great cold in the nighL 

Monday, 11th. — In the morning at day-break, 
I served to every person a tea-spoonful of mm, 
our limbs being so cramped that we could scarce 
move them. Our siluatiun waa now extremely 
dangeromi, the sea frequently running over our 
Btcru, which kept us bahng with all our strength. 

At noon the sun appeimid, which gave us as 
much pleasure as in a winter's day in England. 
I issued the 25th of a pound of bread, and a 
quarter of a pint of water as yesterday. Latitude 
observed U° HO' S. ; course 71" W., distance 102 
miles; and loDgitode, by accouni, 11° 39' W. 
from Tofoa. 

In lliq evening it isioed bud, ukd we tffua 



esperienced a dreadful niglit. At length the day 
(Tuesday the 12th) came, and showed to me a 
miserable set of beings, full of wants, withont any- 
thing to relieve them. Some complained of great 
pain in their bowels, and every one of liaving 
almost loBt the use of his limbs. The little sleep 
we got was no ways refreshing, as we were covered 
with sea and rain. I served a spoonful of rum 
at day-dawn, and the usual allowance of bread 
and water for breakfaM, dinner, and supper. 

At noon it was almost calm, no sun to lie seen, 
and home of us shivering with cold. Conine since 
yesterday, W. by N., distance eighty-nine miles ; 
latitude, by account, 14° .^3' S. ; longitude nuide 
13° S' W. The direotion of our course was to 
pass to the northward of the New Hebrides. 

The wet wcatLer continued, and in the after- 
noon the wind came from the southward, blowing 
freiih in sqoalls. As there was no prospect ^ 
getting our clothes dried, 1 reconmiuuded to 
every one to strip, and wring theni through the 
salt water, by which means they received a 
warmth that, while wet with rain, they could not 

Tbis afti-mnon we saw a kind of fruit on tlie 
water, which Nelson told me was the Barrino- 
tonia of Forster ; and as I saw the same again m 
the morning, and some men-of-war birds, 1 was 
led to believe that we were nut far from land. 

We oontiaued constantly shipping seas and 
baling, and were very wet and cold in tbe night i 
but I could not afford the allowance of rum at 
day-break. 

Wednesday, 13th. 'At noon I had a sight of 
the sun, latitude 14° 17' S. ; course W. by N. 
seventy-nine miles; longitude made 14° 28' W. 
All this day we wore constantly slilpplng water. 
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and suffered much cold uid e 
ni^t. 

Thursday, 14th. — Fresh gales at S. E., and 
gloomy weather, with rain and a high sea. At 
six in the morning we saw land, from S. W. by S. 
eight toagues, to N. W. by W. J W. six kagues, 
whicb soon after appeared to be four ishuids, one 
of them much larger than the others, and all of 
tjiem high and remarkable. At noon, we disco- 
vered a small island and BOine roeka, bearing 
N. W. by N. four leagues, and another island W. 
eight leagues, so that tbe whole ware six in num- 
ber; the four I had first seen bearing ttom S. J E. 
to S. W. by S. ; OUT distance tbiee leagues horn 
the nearest island. My latitude obs^'ved was 
13° 39' S., and longitude by account, from Tofoa, 
l.So 49' W. J course, wnce yesterday noon, N. (13" 
W., distance eighty-nine miles. At four in the 
afternoon we passed the westernmost island. 

Friday, 16th. — At one in the momiog another 
island was discovered, bearing W. N. W., five 
leaguta distance, and at eight we saw it for 
the bst time, hearing N. E. seven leagues. A 
number of ganneta, boobies, and men-of-war birds 

These iahinds lie between the hititnde of 1 3<> 1 G' 
and 14° ID'S. : their longitude, aomrdiug to mv 
reckoning, 15" 51' to I7» 6' W. from the ifsland 
TofoB *. The largest island I judged to ba about 
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twenty leagues in Eircuit, tlis olliera five oi 
The eastemnioat La the eniBlleat island, and 
reraarlvRble, having a high BUgar-luaf hill. 

The sight of thesii lalande surved ont} 
crease the misery of oup 
very Htlie belter than Btarving, with pl< 
view ; yet te attempt procuring any reUcf was 
attended with ao much danger, that prolonging 
of life, even in the midst of misery, was thought 
preferable, while there remained hopes of being 
able to Burmount our hardsliips. For my own 
part, I coiwider the general run of cloudy and 
wet weather to he a bleswng of Provideuoe. Hot 
weather would have caused us to have died with

lb I had nothing to assist my memory, I eould 
then delermine whether these iBlaiidH were a 
part of tlie New Hebrides or Dot : 1 liclieved 
them to be a new diseovery, whidt I have since 
found trne ; hut, though they were not seen 
either by Mansieur Bougainville or Captain Cook, 
they are bo nearly in the neighbourhood of the 
New Hebrides, that they must be considered as 
part of the same pvugi. They ai'e fertile aad 
mhabit«d, as I saw smoke in several places. 

The wind was at S. E., with rainy weather all 
day. The night was veiy dark, not a bIat could 
leen to Bt«er by, and the sea broke coutinually 
r U9. 1 found it necessary to counteract ns 
much as possibte the effect of the southerly winds, 
'o prevent being driven too near New Guinea ; 
or in general we were forced to keep so mucb 
before tiie sea, that if we had not at mtervala of 
moderate weather, steered a more southerly 
rse, we sfaould inevitably, from a continuance 
of the ^es, have been thrown in sight of that 
const : m which case there would moat probably 
have been an end to our voyage. 

Saturday, the IGth. — In addition to our mise- 
rable allowance of one SStb of a pound of breaxl, 
a quarter of a pint of water, I issued for 
dmner about an ounce of salt pork to each person. 
1 was often solicited for tins pork, but I considered 
it more proper to issue it in smaJl quantities than 
M Bulfbr it to bo all used at once or twice, which 
would have been done if I had allowed it. 

\t noon I ohservod, in 13' 33' S. ; longitude 
made from Tofoa, 19' 27' W. ; cooree, N. 82» W., 
distance 1 1 miles. The sun breaking out throagh 
the clonds, gave ns hopes of drying our wet 
clothes ; but the sunshine was of abort duration. 
We had strong breezes at 5. E. by S., and dark 
gloomy weather, with Btomis of tliaoder, light- 
ning, and rain. The night was truly horrible, 
and not a star to be seen, so tluit our steerage 
was uncertain. 

Sunday, the I 'th. — At dawn of day I found 
every person complaining, and some of them 
solicited extra allowanoe, which I pi^tivoly re- 
fiised. Our situation was miserable ; always wet, 
and suffering extreme cold in the night, without 
the least shelter from the weatlier. Being con- 
stantly obliged to bale, to keep the boat from 
filling, was, perhaps, not to be reckoned an evil, 
Bs it gave us exercise. 

The little rum we had was of great service ; 
when our nights were particukrly distresfung, I 
genendly served a tea-spoonful or two to each 



person : and it was always joyfiil tidings when 
Ihey heard of my intentions. 

At noon a water-spout was very near on board 
of ns. I issued an ounce of porli, in addition to 
the allowance of broad and water ; but lietore we 
began to eat every person Btripjieil, and having 
wrung their clothes through tlie sea-water, found 
much warmth and refn»hmenL Course since 
vesterduy noon, W, S. W., distance 100 miles; 
latitude, by account, 14' 11' S., and longitude 
made 21" 3' W. 

The night was dark and dismal ; the atA oon- 
stoutly breaking over us, and nothing but the 
ivind and waves to direct our steerage. It wns 
my intention, if possible, to make New Holluid, 
to the soutliwanl of Endeavour Straits, beiag 
sensible that it was necessary to prcser^'e sDoh a 
situation as would make a Boutlierly wind B, fur 
one ; that we might range along (he reefs till an 
opening should be found into smooth water, and 
we the sooner be able to pick up some refresh- 

Monday, 1 8th. — In the morning the rain 
abated, when we stripped, and wrung our clothes 
through the sea-water as nsual, which refreshed 
us greatly. Every person complained of violent 
pain in their bones ; I was only aurprised that 
no one was yet laid up. The customary allowanae 
of one SSth of a pound of bread, and a quarter of 
a pint of water, was served at breakfast, dinnsr, 
and supper. 

At noon I dednced my situation by account, for 
we had no glimpse of the sun, to be latitude 14° 
fi2' S. ; oourae, since yesterday noon, W, S. W., 
ine miles; longitude made from Tofoa 22° 45' 
W. Saw many boobies and noddies, a sign of 
being in the neighbonrliood of land. In the night 
we had very severe lightning, with heavy ram ; 
and were obliged to keep baling without inter- 
mission. 

Tuesday, 19th.— Very bad weather and constant 
rain. At noon, latitude, by aecount, llf 37' S. ; 
course smce yesterday, N. Bl" W., distance IDO 
miles ; longitude made 24" 33' W. With the 
allowance of bread and water, served half an 
ounce of pork to each person for dinner. 

Wednesday, 20th.— Fresh breezes E. N. E., 
with constant rain ; at times a deluge. Always 
baling. 

At dawn of day, some of 'my people aeomed 
halfdesd; our appearances were horrible; and 
I could look no way, but I caught the eye of same 
one in distress. Extreme hunger was now too 
evident, but no one suffered from tliirst, nor had 
wo much inclination to drink, that desire, V^r- 
haps, being satisliod through tho skin. The little 
sleep we got was in the midst of watcir, and we 
constantly awoke with severe cramps and pains in 
our bones. This morning 1 servod about two 
Ica-spooniuls of rum to each person, and the 
allowanoe of bread and water as usual. At noon 
the sun broke out, and revived every one. I 
found we were in latitude 1 4" 49' S. ; longitude 
made 2^° 46' W. ; course S. 88" W., distance, 
seventy-five miles. 

All the afternoon we were so covered with n^n 
and salt water, that we could scarcely see. We 
suffered extreme cold, and every one dreaded tile 
approach of night. Sleep, though we longed for 
it, afforded no comfort : for my own part I alinoM 
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tiipd without it. About two o'clock in the moro- 
iug (Tueeilay 2Ist} we were overwhelmed with a 
delu^ of rain. It fell ho heavy that we were 
ttfrnjil it would fill the Imat, and were obliged lo 
bale with all our might. At dawn of day I gerted 
a larger allowance of ruin. Towarda noon the 
rain abated and the Buu shoue, but we were 
miserably oold and wet, the sea breaking cuu- 
stMitly over us ; bo that, uotwithatanrting tlie 
heavy rain, we had not been able to add to our 
stock of liceBh water. Latitude, by obeerration, 
14° 39' S., and longitude mnde, by aeeount ftuin 
Tvfoa, 27° 25' W. ; itoureo, since yesterday noon, 
N. 78* W., ninety-nine miloa. 1 now considered 
myself nearly on a meridian with the east part 
of New Guinea. 

Friday, 22iid.— Strong gales from E.S.E. to 
S.S.E., a high mat, and dark dismal night. 

Our situation thia day was extremely calamitous. 
We were obliged to take the course of the sea, 
running right before it, and watching with the 
utmost care, aa the least error In Che helm would 
in a moment have been our destrtiction. 

At noon it blew very hard, and the foam of the 
sea kept running over our slem and qnarlere ; I 
however got propped up, and made an observa- 
tiou of Uie latitude, in 14" 17' S.; com™ N. 
85" W., iliatauce 130 miles : loDgitude made 29° 
38' W. 

Tlie misery wc suffered this night exceeded the 
preceding. The sea flow over us with great force, 
and kej>t UB baling with horror and anxiety. At 
dawn of day (Saturday 23rd) I found every one 
in a moat distressed condition, and I began Ut 
fear that onotlier such night would put an end to 
tiie lives of several, who seemed no longer able to 
support their sufferings. I served an allowaiieo 
of two tea-spoonfuls of rum ; after drinking which, 
having wrung our clotlies, and taken our break- 
tant of bread and water, we bocamo a little re- 
freshed. 

Towards noon the weather became fair, hut with 
very little abatement of the gale, and the sea re- 
mained equally high. With some difficulty I 
observed the latitude to be 13° 44' S. : course 
since yesterday noon N. 74° W.,distanee 116 miles; 
longitude made 31° 32' W. from Tofoa. 

The wind moderated in the evening, and the wea- 
ther lookod muuh better, which rejoiced all hands, 
so that they ate their scanty allowance with more 
Hutisfiiction tliau for some time past. The night 
also was fair ; but being always wet with the sea, 
we suffered much from tiie euld. — Sunday, 24th. 
A haa morning, 1 liad the pleasure to see, pro- 
duce some cheerful countenancen ; and. the Krst 
timo for fifteen days post, we experienced comfort 
from the warmth of tlie sun. We stripped, and 
hung our clothes up todry, which were by this tune 
bi'come so throadbare, tliat tbey would not keep 
out either wet or cold. 

At noon I observed in latitude 13° 33' S. ; tonp- 
tude, by account, from Tofoa 3;t° Ztl' W. j course 
N. 61° W., distance 114 mik». With the usual 
allowance of bread and water for dinner, 1 served 
an ounce of pork to each porson. This afternoon 
WD had many birds about us which are never seen 
far from land, such as boobies and noddies. 

As llie sea liegan to run fitir, and we shipped 
but little water, 1 took the opportunity to examine 
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Eumcient quantity rt 
allo^vanee ; by whic 
able to reach Timor, 
tain, and it was jiossible that, after all, we might 
be obliged to go to Java, I determined to propor- 
tion the allowance so as to ixuike our stock hold 
out sIk weeks. I was apprehensive that this would 
be ill received, aud that it would require my ut- 
most resolution to enforce it ; for, small aa the 
quantity wa^ which 1 intended to take away (or our 
future good, yet it might appear to my people like 
robbing them of life ; and some, who were less pa- 
tient tlian their companions, I expected would very 
ill brook it. However on my representing the ne- 
cessity of guarding agunat delays that might be 
occasioned in our voyage by contrary winds, or 
other causes, and promising to enlarge upon the 
ailowimce aa we got on, (hey cheerfully agreed to 
my proposal. It was accordingly settled, that 
every person should receive one twenty-fifth of a 
pound of bread for breakfast, and the same quan- 
tity for dinner ; so that by omitting the proportion 
for supper, we had forty-three days' allowance. 

Monday, 2£th. — At noon some noddies came so 
near to us, tluit one of them was caught by band. 
This bird was about the size of a small pigeon. 
I divided it, ,wilh its entruls, into eighteen por- 
tions, and by a well-known method at sea, of, 
tF/io ihall have ihia * ? it was distributed, with the 
allowance of bread and water for dinner, and cat 
up bones and all, with salt water for sauce. I o 
served the latitude I3':(2'S. ; longitude made 3 
lii'W.; course N. 09° W., distance 1US miles. 

In the evening, several boobies flying very near 
to us, we had the good fortune to catch one of 
them. This bird is as large as a duck : like the 
noddy, it lias received its name from seamen, for 
suffering itself to bo caught on the masts and 
yurds of ships. They are the most presumptive 
proofs of being in the neighbourhood of land of 
any sea-fowl we are acquainted with. I directed 
the bird to be killed for supper, and the blood to 
be given to throe of the people who were the 
most distressed for want of food. The body, with 
the entrails, beak, and feet, I divided into eighteen 
shares, and with an alluwauce of bread, which I 
made a merit of granting, we made a gooil supper, 
compared with our usual fare. 

Tuesday, 2fith.— Freah breeaes from the S.E., 
with fine weather. In the morning we caught 
another booby, so that Providence appeared U ' 
relieving our wants in an extraordinary mam 
Towards noon, we passed a great many pieces 
the branches of ti'ees, some of which appeared to 
have been no long time in the water, I had a 
good observation tor the latiCnde, and found o 
situation to be in 13° 41' S.; longitude, by account, 
from Tofol^ 37° 13' W. ; course S. 85° W,, 112 
miles. The people ware overjoyed at the addi- 
tion to their dinner, which was distributed In 
the same manner as on the pi'ecediDg evening; 
giving the blood to those who were (lie most in 
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To mate the bread a little Bavoury, most of the 
people rrequeDt]; dipped it in salt water ; but I 
penemlly broke mine ioW small pieces, and ate it 

shell, with a spoon ; eoonomioally avoiding to take 
too large a piece at a time, bo that I waa as laog 
at dinner as if it had been a much more plentiful 

The weather waa now aerene, which, oeTer- 
thelesB, was not without its inoonveniences, for 
we began lo feel diatrces of a difTerent kiud froiD 
that whirh we had lately been avcuBlomed to 
Buffer. The heat of the sun waa bo powerful, that 
several of the people were seized with a hingnor 
and ikintness, which made life indifferent. We 
■ere so fortunate as to catch two boobies in the 
vening ; their stomacha contained several flying- 
fish and small cuttle-llsh, all of which I saved to 
be divided for dinner the next day. 

Wednesday, 37th.— A fresh hreeza at E.S.E., 
with feir weather. We passed ranch drift-wood 
this forenoon, and aaw many hirds ; I therefore 
did not hesitate to pronounce that we were near 
iJie reefs of New Holland. From my recollection 
□f Captain Cook's survey of this coast, I con- 
sidered the direcUon of it to he N.W., and 1 was 
therefore satiaflod that,wlth the wind to the south- 
ward of E., I could always clear any dangers. 

.t noon, I observed in latitude l:{" 36' S. ; 
ree since yesterday N. B2° W., dislanoe lOa 
miles; longitude made 39° 4' W. After writing 
mj; account, I divided the two birds with their 
entrails, and the contents of their imwb, into 
eighteen portions, and, as the priie was a very 
Talnabte one, it waa divided as before, by calling 
mt, rVha shall have this? so that to-day, with the 
illowance of a twcnty-tifth of a pounil of bread 
It breakfast, and another at dinner, with the pro- 
portion of water, I waa happy to see that nvery 
person thought he bad feasted. 

In the evening, we saw a gaimet; and the 
clouds remained so Hited in the west, that I had 
little doubt of our bemg near the land. The 
people, after taking their allowance of water for 
sapper, anrased themselves with conversing on 
Iheprobability of what we should find. 

Thursday, '28th. — At one in the morning, the 

person at the helm heard the sound of breakers, 

and I no sooner lifted up my head, tiian I saw 

them close under our lee, not tnorcthan a quarter 

' a mile distant from us. I immediately hauled 

B could neilher see nor hear them. 
I have already mentioned my reason for making 
New Holland so far to the southward ; for I never 
doubted nf numerous openings in the reef, through 
which I could have access to the shore : and, 
knowing the mclination of the coast to be to the 
N.W., and the wind mostly to the southward of 
E., t could with ease range such a barrier of reefs 
till I should find a paaaage, which now became 
abeolntely necesHary, without a moment's loss of 
"' 0. The idea of getting into smooth water, and 
ling rtfreahmentH, kept my jieople's spirits up: 
ir joy was very great after we had got clear of 
the brealiera, to which we had approaobed much 
nearer than 1 thought was possible, without first 
discovering them. 

'n the miiiiii[ig, at day-light, wo could see 
hing of ihe land or of the reefs. We bore 
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dy over every part, and w 
had no sooner got near to them, than the wind I 
came at E., so that we conld only tie along the D 
line of the breakers ; within which we saw the | 
water so smooth, that every person already ai 
cipated the heart-felt satiafaution he should r 
ceive, as soon as we coald get within them. 
now found we were embayed, for we conld n 
lie clear with the sails, the wind having I 
against us ; and the sea set in si ' 
the reef, that <mr atuation was 
We could effect bnt hitle with the oara, b 
scarce strength to pull them ; and 1 hegnn 1 
apprehend that we should be obliged to aftcQ "' 
pushing over the reef. Even this I did i 
despwr of effecting with sucoeas, when happ 
we discovered a break in the reef, aboat one ni 
from us, and at the same time an ialsnd o' 
moderate height within it, nearly in the i 
" '■ " ■ "■ ' " ' entered the pr~ 
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and found it about a quarter of a mile broad, ' 
every appearance of deep water. 

On tlLO outside, the reef inclined t 
for a few miiea, and from thence to the N.W, : on 
the south sido of the eutrance, it inclined to the 
5.S.W. asfaraslcuuld v 
tliat a similar passage t 
entered, may he found near tlie breakers that I 
first discovered, which are twenty-three miles S. 
of this channel. 

Being now happily within the reefs, and i 
smooth water, I endeavoured Ifl keep near them i 
to try for fish ; but the tide set us to tho N.W^ 
I therefore bore away in tlmt direction, an4, 
having promised to land on the first cwavcnieal 
spot wu conld find, all our past hardships b 
already to be forgotten.

CHAPTER XVI. 



As wc advanced wHlmi the reofs, the ci 
to show itself very distinctly, in a variui , 
and law land \ some parts of which wote o 
with wood.

9 N.W. eide of this, I foand n buy and a fins 
sandy point to l&nd a-t. Oar distance vbm aliaut a 
quarter of a mile from a projecting part of tha 
main, wiiiph hora £rom S.W. ty S,,to N.N.W. ^ W. 
We landed to e>tftmine if there were any Bigiia of 
near na : we Baw some old fire- 
places, bnt nothing to mako me apprehend that 
this vonld he an unsafe siCuaCJon for the night. 
Every one vaa amiuUB to iind somuthing to eat, 
and it was soon disGOrered that there were oyators 
a tiiese rocks, for the tide was out ; hut it was 
□early dark, and only a few could be gathered. I 
detennined thereforu to wait till the morning, 
when I should better know how to proceed, and 1 
iMreeted that oue half of our company should 
sleep on shore, and the other iialf in the boat. We 
would gladly have mado a lire, but, as we eould 
not acoomplish it, we took our rest fur the nighty 
which happily was calm and undisturbed. 

Friday, 2i)th.^ThB dawn of day brought greater 
strength and apirits to us than I expected ; for, 
notwithstanding every one was very weak, there 
appeared strength sufficient remaining to make me 
iive the most favourable hopes of our being 
lo surmount the difficulties we might yet have 



As there were no appearances to make me 
imagine that any of the natives were near us, I sent 
out parties in search of supplies, while others of 
the people were putting the boat in order, that we 
ht be ready to go to aea in case any unforeseen 
se should make it necesaary. One of the gud- 
asot the rudder had come out in the course of 
the nielit, and wan lost. This, if It had happened at 
sea,might have been attend^ with tlie must seriouH 
oonsequenees, as the matiagemont of the iKuttconld 
not have been so nicely preserved as these very 
heavy seas required. 1 had been apprehoonve of 
tliis accident, and had in soiue measure prepared 
for it, by having gmmmeta fixed on euch quarter 
of the boat for oars ; hut our ntmost readiness in 
ig them, would not prohahly have saved us. It 
appears, therefore, a providential circumstance, 
that it happened in a place of safety, and tliat it was 
onr power to remedy the defect ; for by great 
„ d luvk we fouod a large staple in the boat, 
which answered the purpoae. 

The parties returned, highly rejoiced at having 
fbund plenty of oystors and fresh wator. 1 had 
also made a fire, by the help of a small magni^ing 
glass; and, what waa still more fortunate, we 
foimd among the few thinps which had been 
own into the boat and saved, a piece nf brim- 
le and a tinder-box, so that I secured fire for 
the fiitnre. 

One of the people had been so provident a« to 
bring away with him &om the ship, a copper jiot : 
by being in possesaion of this article we were — 
bled (o make a proper use of the supply we 
obtained ; for, with a mixture of bread, and a 
little pork, we made a stew that might liave been 
relished by people of far more deUcate appe'"' 
and of which each person received a full pint 

The general complaints of disease among us, 
wero a dizziness iu the head, great woaknoss of 
the joints, and violent tenesmus ; most of us hav- 
ing had no evacuation by stool since we left the 
ship. 1 had conslaJilly a severe 1>aio at my stomach; 
". none of onr complaints were alarming ! on the 



contrary, every one retained marks iif strength, 
that, with a mind possessed of a tolerable share of 
fortitude, seemed able to bear more fatigue than I 
imagined we should have to imdecgo in our voyage 
to Timor. 

every one took his allotment of earth where it was 
shaded by the bushes, for a short sleep. 

The oysters which we fouod, grew so fast to the 
rocks, that it was with difHcnlty they could be 
broken off ; and at length we discovered it to be 
the most expeditious way to open them where they 
were fixed. They were of a good sizo, and well 
tasted. To add to this happy circumstance, in 
the hollow of the land there grew some wire-grass, 
which indicated a moist situatdoa. On forcing a 
stick, about three feet long, inte the groand, we 
found water, and with little trouble dug a well, 
which produced as much as our oeaaaions required. 
It was very good, bnt I could not determine if it 
was a spring or not. We were not obliged to mako 
the well deep, for it flowed as fast as we emptied 
it ; which, as the soil was apparently too loose to 
retain water from the rains, renders it probable to 
be a spring. On the south aide of the island, like- 
wiae, we found a small run of good water. 

Besides places where fires had been made, 
there were other signs of the natives sometimes 
resortiug to this island. I saw two ill-constructed 
huts or wigwams, which had only one side loosely 
covered, and a pointed stick was found, abont 
tlii'oe feet long, with a slit in the end of it, to sling 
stones with ; the same as the natives of Van Die- 

The track of some animal was very discemibla, 
and Nelson agreed with me that it was tlie kan- 
' ut whether these animals swim over 
mBiu-land, or are brouglit here by the 
breed, it is impossible to determine. The 
hvtter is not improbable ; as they may be taken 
with less difficulty in a confined spot tike tliia, than 
on the continent. 

The ishmd is about a league in circuit ; it is a 
high lump of rocka and stones covered with wood ; 
but the trees are small, the soil, which is very 
indifferent and sandy, being barely lulGciont to 
produce them. The trees that Came within our 
knowledge were the manchlneal and a species of 
purow : also some palm-trees, the lops of which 
we cut down, and the soft interior part or heart 
of them was so palatable that it made a good addi- 
tion to our mess. Nelson discovered some fern 
roots, which I thought might be good roasted, as 
a substitute for bread, but in this I was mislAkeo: 
it however was very serviceable in its natural state 
to allay thirst, and on that account 1 directed a 
quantity to be collected to take into the boat. 
Many pecea of cocoa-nut shells and husk were 
found about the shore, but we could find no cocoa- 
nut trees, neitlier did I see any on Ihe main. 

I hod cautioned the jieopte not to tench any 
kind of berry or fruit that they might liud ; yet 
they were no sooner out of my sl^t tlian they 
began to make free with three different ki(ktn, tliat 
grew all over the island, eating without any re- 
serve. The symptoms of havmg eaten too much 
began at last to frighten some of thran; but on 
questioning others, who liad tikken a more mode- 
rate allowance, their minds were a little quieted. 
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otlierBt howeveTj beeaniB equally alanued in 
tlieir turn, dreailioi; that such symptoms » ' ' 
dome on, and that tliey u-ere &11 poisoned, bo 
they regarded each other with tlie Btrongest murks 
uf ap|irehenstun, unuertain what would be the issue 
of tlieir imprudence. Fortunately tho liniiC praved 
wlioleBume and good. One sort grew on a small 
delimte kind of vine ; they were the size of a largo 
gooseberry, and yery like in Hubatanoo, but had 
iwect taate : the akin was a jiale red, streaked 
lUnw the long way of tliE fruit : it was pin 
sant and aBToealilc. Another kind grow on bushe 
like that which is called the eea-Hide grape in tb 
West InilicB ; but the fruit was very diiltrent, 
being more like e1der-berrieH,aDd grew in cluHters 
in the same manner. The third sort was a blacb- 
heny ; tbia was uot id Huch plenty as the others, 
and resembled a bullace, or large kind of sloe, both 
se and taste. Wlien I saw that those fn ' 
! eateu by the birds, I no longer doubted 
their being wholesome, and those who luid already 
tried the experiment, not finding any bad olTect, 
made it a curtamty that we might eat of tlieni 
without danger. 

Wild pigeona, parrots, and other birds, we 
abqut the summit of the iiiland, but, having : 
flre-orms, relief of that kind was nut to be expected, 
we should liiid some un&efjuented spot 
where the birds were so tame that we might lake 
them with our hands. 

The shore of this island is very rocky, except 
the place at which we landed, and here I picked 
up many piecea of pumice-Blone. Ou the port of 
the main nearest to us, were several sandy bays, 

flat. The country had rather a barren appearance, 
except in a few places where it was covered witli 
wooi A reomrfcable range of rocks lay a few 
miles to the S.W., und a high gieakod hill seemed 
to tenuiiiate the coast towards the eea, with islands 
to the soulliward. A high fair cape showed the 
direction of the coast to the N.W.,al>out hi 
leagues distant ; and two sniall isles lay threi 
fonr leagues to the northward of our present 
station. 

I saw a few bees or wasps, and several lizards ; 
and the bUekberry buslies were full of ants' nests, 
webbed like a spider's, but so close and compact 
aaDotto admit the ntin. A trunk of a ti'ac,al)ouC 
60 feet long, lay un the beach ; from which I con- 
clude tliat A heavy sea sets in here, with a north- 
erly wind. 

This day being the anniversary of the restora- 
tion of king Charles the Second, and the name not 
being inapplicable to our present situation (fur we 
were restored to fresh life and strength), 1 named 
this Restoration Island ; for I thonght it probable 
that Captain Cook might not have taken notice of 
it. The other names which I have presumed to 
give the different parts of the coast, ore meant 
only to show my route more distinctly. 

At noou, I observed the latitude of the island 
tol* 12° Jit's.; onrcoursebavingbocuN. 6CW°.. 
distance 18 miles (rom yesterday noou. The wind 
at E.S.E., with very fine wealhor. 
1 the afternoon, I sent parties out again to 
gather 0}'sterB, with which and some of the .inner 
part of tlio palm top, we niade anotlier good stew 
fi<r supper,each person receiving a full pint and a 
half 1 but 1 refused bread to this meal, for 1 con- 



sidered that our wants might yet he very groat' 
and was intent on saving oui' prinoiiial sopporf 
whenever it was in my power. After supper, we 
again divided, and those who were on shore slefit 
by a good lire. 

Saturday, :iOth.— In tho morning, I discovered 
u visihlo alteration in our company for the beltr, 
and I sent them away again to gather o;reterB. 
had now only two pounds of porit left. This artielv, 
which I could not keep under lock and key as I 
did the bread, had been pilfered by some incotl- 
siderate person, but eveiy one denied having any 
knowledge of this act ; I therefore rusolrcd to put 
it out of their power for the future, by sharing 
what remained, for our dinner. Wliile the party 
was nut picking up oysters, I got the boat in 
reailiness for sea, and filled all our water vesBelg, 
which amounted to nearly GO gallons. 

The parly being returned, dinner was f 
ready, which was as plentiful a meal as the supper 
on the preceding evening, and with the pork I 
gave an allowance of bread. As it was not 
noon, I sent the people once more to gather oyUers 
for a sea store, recommending to them to be sa 
diligent as poxsible, for that I was detonoimnl ti 
sail in the afternoon. 

At noon, 1 again obHerved the latitude 12° 381 
S. ; it wa« then high-water, the tide had risoa tliree 
feiit, but I could not be certain liBm whence lh( 
flood came. 1 deduce the time of high-wBt«r at 
full change to be ten minutes past seven in the 
morning. 

Early in the afternoon, the people returned with 
(be few oystere that they hod collected, and every 
thing was put into the boat I then examine*! 
the i]iianttty of bread remaining, and found thirty- 
eight days' allowance, according to the last OHide 
of issuing a '2Stb uf a pouud at breakfast and at 

Pair woother, and moderate breezes at E.S.E. 
and S.E. 

Being ready for sea, I directed every person ■ 
attend prayerB. At four o'clock we were prepar- 
ing to embark ; when about twenty of the natives 
appeared, running and halloomg to ufi, on '' 
opposite shore. They were each armed wit 
spear or lance, and a short weapon which they 
carried in their left hand : they made signs for on 
to come to them. On the top of the hills we saw 
the heads of many more: whether theso were tlioir 
wives and children, or others who waited for uu 
landing, meaning not to sliow themselves, lebt w 
might be intimidated, I cannot say ; hut, as 
found we were discovered to be on the coast, 
thought it prudent to make the best of our way, 
for fear of being pursued by canoes ; though, born 
the acGOButB of Captain Cook, the ehance waa tiial 
there were very few if any of consequence on i 

part of the coast. I passed these people a^ n 

us I coold with safety : they wore naked, and ap- 
parently hkck, and their hair or wool bushy and 

1 directed my course within two small iBlanda 
that lie to the uortli of Restoration Island, paasiug 
between them and the majn laud, towards Fair 
Cape, with u strong tide in my fiivour ; bo that I 
was abreast of it by eight o'clock. The coast w 
passed was high and woody. As I could bkk a 
land without Fair Cape, I concluded tluit the couet 
inclined to tho N.W, and W.N.W,; I Ihsrefon^ 
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uteercd more ljiwa.n]a the W. ; but by elaven 
u'vluck at night we met will) law lauil, whieU 
inclined to the N.E. ; and at three o'clock !□ the 
□iDrmng I fonnd that we were embayed, wbieh 
obliged UB to stand back for a abort time to the 
Buuthwanl. 

Sunday the Slat. — At day-break, I was exceed- 
ingly suTpHsed to find the appearance of the 
eiiuntry entirely changed, as if Lq the course of 
the night we had been transported to another 
l>art of the world ; for we had now a tow sandy 
coast ill view, with very litths verdure, or any 
thing to indicate that it wsa at all habitable to a 
hunun being, oxcept a few patches of unall trees 
or lirushwoud. 

Mauy email islands were in sight to the N. E., 
about six miles diatant. The E. port of the main 
boro N. four miles, and Fair Cape S.S.E, five or 
six leagues. I took the channel between the 
noarost island and the niain-hind, which were 
ikbout one mile apart, leaving all the islands 
on the starboard side. Some of these were very 
pretty spots, covered with wood, and well situated 
for fubing : large shoals of fish were about us, 
but we could not eahjh any. In paBaing this strait 
we saw another party of Indiana, seven in num- 
ber, running towards us, sbuuting and making 
signs for ns to land. Some of them waved green 
branches of the bushes which were near them, as 
a token of friendship ; hut some of their other 
inotioDB were tess {Hendly. A little farther olT, we 
8aw a larger party, who likewise came towards us. 
I therefore detormiiu>d not to laud,^oufi;h I much 
wished to have had some intercourse with these 
people. Nevertlielesa I laid the boat close to the 
rocks, and beckoned to thorn to approach ; but none 
of tbeni would come within two hundred yards of 
us. They wem armed in the same manner as the 
people we hod seen from Restoration Island ; thoy 
wero Btork naked, their colour bla«k, with short 
busily hair or wool, and in their appeaJanca 
were similar to them in every respect. An ishind 
of a good height bore N. J W., fonrmilee from ub, 
at which I reaolved to land, and from thence to 
take a look at the coast. At this isle we arrived 
about eight o'clock in the morning. The shore 
WHS rocky, but the water was smooth, and wo 
landed without diHiculty. I sent two parties out, 
one to tliu northward, and the other to the south- 
ward, to seek for sapphes, and others I ordered 
to stay by the boat. On this occosioa. btigne and 
weakness so far got tlie better of their sense of 
duty, (hat some of the people expressed their dis- 
content *U»ving worked harder than their eom- 
|ianiona,Mit declared that they would rather he 
without thcAr dinner than go iu seareh of it. One 
petftn, in particular, went so far as to tell me, 
with a mutmons look, that he was as good a man 
as myself. It wua not possible for me to jud^ 
where this might have an end, if not stopped m 
time ; thepefore W prevent such disputes in future, 
1 detormiried either to preserve my command, or 
die in the attompt : and, sdzing a cutlass, I order- 
ed him to lake hold of another and defend him- 
self ; <ui which he called ont that I was going to 
kill him, and immediately made concessions. I 
did not allow this to iotorfere further with the 
harmony of the boat's crew, and every thing soon 
became quiet. 

The parties continued collecting what they oould 



find, which were some line oyatere and clams, and 
a few small dog-fish that were caught in the holes 
of the rocks. We alao fonnd some rain-water in 
the hollow of the rocks, on the north part of the 
island, so that of this essential article we were 
agaio so fortunate as to obtain a full supply. 

After regulating the mode of proceeding, I 
walked to the highest part of the island, to con- 
sider our route for the night. To my surprise, no 
mure of the main-land could be seen here than 
from below, tho northernmoBt part in sight, which 
was full of aand-hilla, bearing W. by N., about 
three leagues. Except tho isleB to the E.S.E. 
and S., that we hod passed, I could only diseover 
a small key N.W. by N. As this was consider- 
ably farther from the main than the spot ou which 
we were at present, I judged it would be a n 
secure resting-place for the night ; for here 
were liable to an attack, if the Indians had ean 
as they nndoabtedlymnat have observed our land- 
ing. My mind being made up on this point, I 
returned, after taking a particular look at the 
island we were on, wluch I funnd only to produce 
a few busbea, and some coarse grass ; the extent 
of the whole not being two miles in circuit. "- 
the north side, in a sandy bay, I saw an 
canoe, aboot thirty-three feet long, lying bottom 
upwards, and iialf buried in the beach. It was 
made of three pieces, the bottom entire, to which 
the sides were sewed in the common way. It 



breadth was abont three feet^ and I imagine it 
was capable of carrying twenty men. The dis- 
covery of so large a canoe, coi^rmed me in the 
purpose of aeehmg a mom retired place for our 
night's lodging. 

At noon, the parties were all returned, but had 
found much difficulty in gatiiering the oysters, 
from their done adherence to tho rocks, and the , 
chimH were scarce : I therefore saw, that it woidd 
be of little use to remain longer in this place, a 
WB should not bo able lo collect more than w 
could eat. I named this Sunday Island : it lie 
N. by W. J W. from Restoration Island ; the lati 
tude, by a good observation, 1 1° UB' S. 

We had a freah breeze at S.E. by S., with fair 
weather. At two o'clock in the afternoon, 
dined ; each person having a full pint and a 
of stewed oysters and clama, thickened with small, 
beans, which Nelson informed me were a species ' 
ofdohchoa. Having eaten heartily, and coDpleled 
our water, I wwted to determine Uie time of high- 
water, which I found to bo at three o'clock, and 
the rise of the tide about live feet. According to 
this, it is higli-water on the full and change, at 
nineteen minutes past nine in the morning ; I ob- 
served the flood to come frem the southward, 
though, at R^toration Island, 1 thought it ci 
from the northward. I thmk Captain Cook m 
tions that he fonnd great irregularity in the set of 
the flood on this coast. 

We steered for the key seen in tlie N.W. by N., 
where we arrived just at dark, but found it eoi 
rounded by a reef of rocka, that I could not 1 
without danger of staving the boat ; and on I 
acoouut we came to a grapnel for the night. 

Monday, Juuo the Ist.^ — At dawn of day, we got 
ou shore, and tracked the boat into shelter j for 
the wind blowing fresh without, and the ground

being rock^, it wan nut safe to trust her at & 
grapnel, lest eho ahoutd bo blown tu se» : 1 was, 
therefore, obliged to lot her ground in the courao 
of the ebb. From appearances, 1 oxpected that 
if we remained till night we Bhould meet witli 
turtle, as we diacovered recent tracks of (hem. 
Innumerablo birds ot tha noddy kind made this 
iBland their resting-place ; so tliut we had reason 
to flatter ouraelvea with hopes nf getting supphes 
io greater abundanoo than it had hitherto been in 
□or power. Our situation was at least four leagues 
distant &oin tbe main. We were on the noilh- 
westernmost of fonr Email keys, which were sur- 
rounded by a reef of rocks connected by sand- 
banks, except between the two nonhemmoat ; and 
tliere liltewLse it was dry at low water ; the whole 
fonniug a tagoun island, into which the tide flowed i 
kt this entrajiee I kept the boat. 

As usual, I sent parties awaj' in search of sap- 
plies, but to our great disapiiointment, wo could 
trnly get a few alamH and some dullchos : with 
" », and the oyBtCTH we had brought from Sun- 
Island, I made up a mess for dinner, with 
the addition of a small quantity of bread. 

Towards noon. Nelson, and some others, who 
had been to the easternmost key, returned ; but 
Nelson was in so weak a condition, that he was 
god to be Eupportfil by two men. His com- 
plaint WHS a violent heat in his bowels, a loss of 
sight, much drought, and an inability tti walk. 
Tliis I found was occasioned by his being unable 
support the heat of the sun, and that, when he 
s Aligned and dint, instead of retiring into the 
ide to rest, he had continued to attempt more 
m his strength was equal to. I was chid to 
find that he luid no fever ; and it was now that the 
little wine, which 1 had so carefully saved, bocama 
of real use. I gave it in very small quantities, 
with some pieces of bread soaked in it ; and 
soon begaji to recover. The boaiswain and 
carpenter also were ill, and complained of head- 
uch, and sieknesa of (lie stomach. Others, who 
had not had any evacuations by stool, became 
shockingly distressed with the tenesmus ; so tliat 
there were but few without coraplainta. An idea 
prevailed, that the sickness of the boatswain and 
carpeuter was occasioned by eating the duUchos. 
Myself, however, and some others, who had taken 
the same food, felt no inconvenience ; but the 
truth waa, that many of the people had eaten a 
large quantil^ of them raw, and Nelson inform ' 
me, that they were constantly teasing him, whe 
ever a berry was found} to Itnow if it was good 
eat ; so that it would not have been surprising if 
many of (hem had beeo really poisoned. 

Our dinner was not so well relislied aa at Sui 
day Island, because we had mixed the doliohi 
with our stew. The oysters and soup, howeve 
were eaten by every one, eseept Nelson, whom 
fed with a few sniau pieces of bread soaked in half 
B glass of wine, and he cootinucd to mend- 
In my walk round the ishknd, I found se- 
COcoa-nut shells, tlia remfuns of an old wigwam, 
and the backs of two turtle, but no sign of any 
quadruped. One of the people found three sea- 
fowl's eggs. 

Is is common on such spots, the soil is little 
other than sand, yet it produced small toa-trces, 
and some others, that wu were not acquiunted with. 
Tliere were fish in the lagoon, but we could not 



catch any. Our wants, therefore, were not likeljr ]| 

tu be supplied here, not even with water ' 

daily expense: niiVDrtheless,Idetennined to 

the morning, that we might try our siiccei 

night for turtle and Inrds. A quiet nigl 

also, I conceived, would be of essential sc 

those who were unwell. 

The wigwam and turtle shell, were proofs that I 
the natives at times visited tliia place ; and t*""* 
they bad canoes, the remains of the large eai 
that we saw at Sunday Island, left no room 
doubt : but I did nut appruheud that we ran ■ 
risk by remaining here a short time. 1 dime 
onr tire, however, to he made in the thicket, that 
we might not be diacovered by its liglit. 

At noon, I observed the latitude of this ialoQi I 
toboll°i;'S. Themaiii-iandextendedtowards 
the N. W., and was full of white sand-hills : anotfaer I 
small ishuid lay within us, bearing W. by N. ^ S^ I 
throe leagues distajLt. Our situation being very low, I 
we could see nothing of tlu; reef towards the w 

The afternoon was advantageously spent in bU . 
There were, however, a, fewnot disposed to it,aiid 
those were employed in dresring some clam ' 
take with us for the next day's dinner : ot! 
we cut up in slices to dry, which I know wna 
most valuable supply wo could find here ; 
they were yery scarce. 

Towards evening, I cautioned every one agi 
making too large a fire, or sntfenng it after dark 
to blase up. Ml'- Samuel and Mr. Peckover had 
Che superintendence of this buainesB, while I was 
strolling about the beocb to observe if I Ibonl^t 
it eoulif be seen from the main. I was just sails- 
lied that it could not, when on a suddenlhe Island 
appeared all in a bUuce, that might hare been ^a- | 
cerued at a much more oonaiderable distance. ' 
ran t« learn the cause, and found that it was ouo 
sioned by the imprudence and obstinacy of un 
of tbe p^y, who, in my absence, had insisted o 
having a fire to himself ; in making which the j 
flames caught the neighliouring grass and rapidljr 
spread. This niiseouduct might have produced u 
very aenoua consequences, by discovering our I 
»tuation to the natives ; for, if they had attack^ i 
us, we had neither arms nor strength to (q>poBe j 
an enemy. Thus the relief which I exj^4ed 
Srom a little sleep was totally lost, and I anxiously 1 
waited for the flowing of the tide, that We might I 

It was high-water at half past five this evening, I 
whence I deduced the time, on tbe full and change [j 
of the moon, to be 58' past ten in the momiug : I] 
the rise was nearly five feet. I could Oot observe [ 
the set of the flood ; but ima^ned it CO Come fmn 
the southward, and that 1 was niisUken at RmtO- I 
ration Island, as I found the time of high-vMts- 
gradually later the more we advanced to the uorth-

After eight o'ehiek, Mr. Samuel and Mr. Peck- 
over went out to watch for turtle, and three men 
went to the cast hey to endeavour to oatch birds. L 
AU the others aomplainingofbdngsick,tookthear I 
rest, except Mr. Hayward and Mr. Elphimrtoa, I 
whom I dmicled to keep watch. About midniAC I 
the bii'd party returned, with only twelve unilmM. I 
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birJs which I hove alivaclj- doecribeil to be about 
the eixe of jiigounB ; but if it had not been for the 
folly uid obstinacj of one of tho party, who sepa- 
rated from the otiier two, and ilistnrbed the birds. 



eil, (hat I raivH this ofteiider' a good beating. I 
now went in ueareh of the turtling party, who bad 
Inkun great pains, but without success. This did 
Hilt BurpriBC me, na it was not to be expected that 
turtle would come near ue, after the noiae w-bioh 
had been made at the beginning of the evening in 
extinguiiihing the fire. I tliei^ore desired tbom 
to come back, but they requested to slay a little 
longer, aa they still hoped to find some before day- 
light : however, they returned by tbree o'clock, 
without any reward for their labour. 

The birds we Imlf dresBed, that they might keep 
the lietter : and these, with afew ulama, made the 
whole of tlie auiiply procnred here. I tied a, few 
gilt buttona aud Bomo pieces of iron to a tree, for 
any of the natives that might come after us ; ajid, 
finding my invalids much better for their night's 
rest, va embarked, and departed by dawn uf day. 
Wind at S. E. ; course to tho N. by W. 

Tuesday, Snd.-~^Wheij we had run two leagues 
to the nortliward, the sea suddenly became mugb, 
which nut having before ox]iericuued since we 
were within tlie rei-fe, I concluded to be occa- 
sioned by an open uhaunel to tho ocean. Soon 
afterwards, we mot with a large shoal, on which 



nortliward, Ihe eea still conUnuing to 1>e mugb. 

Towards noun, I fell in with hx other keys, 
most of which produced some small trees and 
hrush-wuod. Tuosu formed a pleasing contiiist 
with the main-land we had passed, which was 
fuU of sand-hills. The country continued liiliy, 
and the northammost land, the same we had seen 
from the lagoun island, appeared like downs, slop- 
ing towards tlie sea. Nearly abreast of us, was a 
flat-lopped hill, which on account of its shape, I 
called Pudding-pan hill ; and a little to the norOi- 
ward were two other bills, which we called the 
Paps ; aud here was a small traet of country with- 
out sand, the eastern part of which forms a cape, 
whence the coast inclines to (he N.W. by N. 

1 divided six birds, and issued one 35th of a 
pound of broad, with half a pint of water, to each 
person for dimior, and 1 gave half a glass of wiue 
lo Nelson, who was now so La recovered as to 
wquire no o^er indulgDnco. 

The guimer, when he luft the ship, brought his 
watch with bim, by which we had regulated our 
time tilt ta-day, when unfortunately it stopped ; 
■6 that noon, sun-rise, and sun-set, are the only 
parta of the twonty-fonr hours of which from 
henceforward I can speali with certainty as to 

Tlie wmd blew fresh from the S.S.E. itnd S.E. 
all the afternoon, with fair weather. As we stood 
to the N. by W,, we found more sen, which I 
attributed to our receiving leas shelter from tho 
reefs to tlie I'astward : it i» probable they do not 
extend BO far north as this ; at least it may b« 



Doncluded that there is not a continued barrier 
to prevent shipping having access lo the shore. 
I observed that the stream set tothcN.W., which 
I considered to be the flood. In some places 
along the coast we saw patches of wood. At five 
o'clock, steering to the N.W., we passed a large 
and fair inlet, into which, 1 imagine, there is a 
safe and commodions enbwice ; it iies in latitude 
ll' S. About three leagues to the northward of 
this is an island at which we arrived about sun- 
set, and took shdter for the night under a sandy 
point, whicli was the only part we could hmd 
at. This being rattier a wild situation, 1 thought 
it best to sleep iu the boat : nevertheleBS I sent a 
party away to see if any thing could be got, but 
tiiey returned without success. They saw a great 
number of turtle bones and shells, where the 
natives liad been feasting, and their la«t visit 
seeinod to be of late date. The ishmd was covered 
with wood, bat in other respects it was a lump of 

Wednesday, 3rd. — We lay it a grapnel till day- 
light, with a very fresli gale and cloudy weather. 
We continued steering to the N. W. Seveisl 
islands and keys were m sight to the northward : 
the most northerly island was mounlainous, bar- 
ing on it a very high round hill ; and a emaller 
was remarkable for a single peaked hill. I was 
now tolerably eertoin that we should be clear of 
New Holland in the afternoon. 

Aa an addition to our dinner of bread and water, 
1 served to each person six oysters. 

At two o'clock in the afternoon, as we were 
steering lo the S.W., towards the westernmost 
part of the land in aght, we fell in with some 
large sand-banks tliat run off from the coast : I 
therefore called tbisSlioal Cape. We were obliged 
to steer lo the northward again, till we got round 
the slioals, when I directed the course to tlio W. 

At four o'clock, Ihe westernmost of the islands 

the nortliward bore N. four leagues ; Wedoes 
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leagues. A small ishmd was seen 
wliich wo arrived before dark, and 
found that it was only a rock where booties resort, 
for which reason I called it Booby Island. Here 
terminated tile rocks and shoals of the N. part of 
New Holland, for, except Booby Island, no land 
was seen to the westward of S., after thi'eo o'clock 
this after 
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every respect, I was secretly surprised to see thai 
it did Dot apiiear to aflect any one so strongly ai 
myself ; on the contrary, it seemed as if they Imd 
embarked on a voyage to Timor in a vessel suf- 
ficiently calculated for safety and eonvenictii 
So much confidence gave me great pleasure, a 
I may venture to assert, tliat to this cause o 
preservation is chiefly to be attributed. 

I encouraged every one with hopes that eight 
or ten days would bring us to a land of safety ; 
and, after praying to Qwl for a c— '' ' 
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hia most grociona pratectinn, I aerveil an 
BQCe of water for aupperj aud directed oar 
to tlm W.S.W., to counteract the waillierlj 
in case they afaould hlow i^trouK- 

Wb bad lieen jost six dajs on the coart of New 
Holland, in the course ot M^ich we found oystere, 
a, few clama, aonie liirds, and water. But )ier- 
haps n, beaeRt nearly equal hi tills we received, 
by having been relieved from the fiiti)(ue of beiii|{ 
cnnstaati)' in the boat, and enjoying good rest at 
night. These ulvantagea ooruiiuly preaervud our 
lives ; and snmll as £c supply was, I am very 
sensible how mui^h it alleviated our diatresBes. 
By tills time nature muat have aunk under the 
extremes of hanger and fatigue. Some would 
hnve ceaacd to atruggle for a life that only pro- 
mised wretchednesB and mlBery ; and others, 
thougfi pusaeaaed of more bi>dily atren^h, must 
Boon have followed their anfnrcunale enmpaniona. 
Even in our preaent mtuation, we were must de- 
af a speedy relief 
n port, incredible 
iC may appear, T felt nuilher extreme hunger 

<r thirst. My nllowauce contented me, knowing 
that I could have do more. 

Thursday, 4th.-^I served one 25th of a iiounil 
of bread, and an alltiwonce of water for hreokfasl, 
and the same for dinner, with an addition of six 
oysters to each person. At noon, latitude observed 
](1''4B'S. ; eoorse ainco yesterday noon, S. Bl-i W., 
distance 1 1 1 miles ; longitude, by account, from 
Shoal Cape, 1" 45' W. A strong trade wind at 
E.S.E., with fair weather. 

This day we saw a number of water-snakes, 
that wore ringed yellow and block, aud towards 
noon we passed a great deal of rook-weed. Though 
the weather wbh fair, we were coustonlly shipping 
water, which kept two men always empluyed to 
bole the boat. 

Friday, 5lh. — At noon I oliserved in latitude 
Hf 45' S. ; our courec since yesterday W. J N., 
10B miles; longitude mode 3° 35' W. Six oysters 
were as yestvrday served to eneh man, in addition 
to the usual allowance of hreoil and water. 

In the evening a few boobies came about us, 
one of which I caught with my hand. Tlie blood 
was divided among tltrce of the men who were 
weakest, but the bird I ordered to be kept for 
he next day. Served a quarter of a 
r fur Hup[>er, and le some, who were 
moat in need, half a pint. In the course of the 
night, being oonstantly wet with the sea, we suf- 
fered much cold and shiveringB. 

Saturday, titli. — At day-light I found tliat some 
of the olama, which had been hung up to ilry for 
sea-store, were stolen ; but every one solemnly 
denied luviug any knowledge of it. Tiiis fure- 
uooii we saw a gannet, a sand-lark, and sumo 
water-enakes, which in general were from two 
(u three feet long. 

The usiulI allowaiico of livftd and water waa 
served for breakfast, oiid tKe saino for diuuerj 
nith tlie bird, whiab I dixtributed in tlio usual 
way, of IVha ihail have this 9 I proposed to moke 
Tunurabout the latitude of 9' 30' S.,urllXS. At 
I 1 observed the latitude to be 10" 19' S. ; 
Be N. 7i< W., distance, 1 17 miles ; longitude 
Id from the Shoal Cape, the noi'th part uf New 
land, S' 31' W. 

In the afternoon I l«)k an opportunity of 



xaminiug our atoro of bread, and found re- 
days' allowance, at the fum 

, as I saw every prospect of a 
i^uick passage, 1 again ventured to grant on juhjw.- 
oncu for supper, agreeable to mj 
tinie it was discontiiiued. * 

We passed the night miserably wet and cold, 
aud in the morning I heard heavy coraulai 
The BOB wai; high and brealung over us. 1 conld 
only afford the allowance of bread and water for 
breakfast j but tor dinner I gave out an ounce uf 
dried cloma to each portou, which was all that 
remained. 

At noon I altered the course to the W.N.W., 
to keep mora fi-om the sea, as the wind blew 
strong. Latitude oliserved 9° 31' S. ; course N. 
S7- W., distance, eighty-oiglit miles ; longitude 
mode 8" *6' W. 

The sea ran very high all this day, and n 
frequent showei* of nun, so tliat we were 
tinunlly wet, and suffered much cold in the night. 
Mr. Le'dward, the ani^eou, and Lawrence Lebogue, 
ail old hardy seaman, appeared to be giving way 
very fast. I could only assist them by a tea- 
apiHinfiil or two of wine, which I had carefully 
aaved, expecting such a uiulancholy uecessily. 

Monday, Bih.— Wind at S.E. The weather was 
more moderate than it had been for some (lays 
past. A few gannete were seen. At noon I ob- 
liorved B" 45' S. i course W. N. W. i W., 
miles ; longitude made 8° 23' W. The sea beinj; 
smooth, I Blotred W. by S. 

At four ill the afternoon we caught a small 
dolphin, which was llie first relief of the kind that 
wo obtained. I issued about two ounces to each 
peraou, including the otfals, and saved the re- 
mainder for diuner tlie next daj'. Towards e*en- 
ing the wind freshened, and it blew strong all 
night, so that we shipped much water and suffered 
greatly from the wet and cold. 

Tuesday, 9th. — At day-light as usual I heard 
much eompbilning, which my own tceliiigM i-r- 
vinced roe was too well founded. I gave the si_. 
geon and Lebogue a little wine, hut I could affotd 
them 110 farther relief, except encouraging thorn 
with hopes that a very few days longer, at our pre- 
sent lino rate of sailing, would bring us to Timer. 

Gonnets, boohies, men of vme B»a twpin Inrda, 

wore constantly about us. Served the- ' 

allowance of bread and water, and at niM 
dined on the remains of the dolphin, which 
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the hititude to be 9" 9' S. ; longitude made lO* V 
W, ; course, since yesterday noon, S. 76° 1" " 
distance 107 miles. 

Tills afternoon I suffered great Blcknees from 
the nature of port of the stomach of the fish, 
whieli had fallen to my sliare at dinner. At sun- 
set 1 served au allowance ot bread and water for 
supiH-r. 

Wednesday, I Oth.— In the morning, after a voiy 
comfortless night, there was a visible altenUion 
for tho worse m many of the people ; which gtn 
me great apprehenskins. Au extreme weakB< 
BwcUed legs, hollow and ghastly couiitananoe __ 
more than common inclination to sleep, with an 
apparent debility of understanding, seemed to 
the mdancluily presages of an appiniudlte dL 
. The surgeon and Lebogue jn particu 
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:h greatly asBiBted them. Ths 
hopes of heiag able to occouipliHh the vojnge woa 
our principal Bupiiort. Tbo boutswaiu very inno' 
i»ntly told me, that he really thaugbt I looked 
noTHe than luiy oue in the hoaL The aimplieity 
with which he uttered such an opinion flmoeed 
me, and I rutomed him a better comphmonC. 

Urn- latitada at noon, waa 9" Hi' 9. Longitude 
from the north part of New Holland, 12' 1' W. 
CouraoHineejBBterdaynoon, W. JS,, 111 miles. 
Birds and rook-weed rfiowed that we were not &tr 
from land ; but I expected such BignB here, SlU 
there are many islands between the eaut part of 
Timor and New Guiuea. The night was more 
moderate than the last. 

Thursday, 11th. Every one reoeived the ouato- 
tnary ulluwanue of broad and water, and an extra 
alluwiuiGe of water was given tu thoxo who were 
most in need. At noiiti 1 observed in latitude 
0" 41' S. ; course S. 77" W., difltajine 109 miles ; 
longitude made 13» IH' W. I had little doubt of 
having now passed the meridian of the eastern 
jjart of Tiiiior, wluch U laid iliiwn in 128'' E. This 
diffused universal jay and sati«raclion. 

In tile afternoon, we saw gaanets, and many 
other birds, and at sunset we kept a very anxious 
took-«Ut. in the evening we caiij;ht a booby, 
whieh I reserved for our dhmcr the next day. 

Friday, 12th At three in the morning, with 

an excess of juy, we discovered Timor bearing 
from W.S.W. to W.N, W., and I hauled on a 
wind tu tlie N.N.E. till da^-light, when the laud 
bure from S.W. by S. to N.E, by N. Our disHmee 
frum the shore, two leagues. 

It is not passible fur me to describe the ptea- 
Huro which the hlesauig of the aght of this land 
iliB'used among us. It ap[>eared scarce cmliblo 
to ourselves, &ttt in au opeu boat, and so poorly 
provided, we should have boeu able tu reach the 
const of Timor in forty-uue days after leaving 
Tofoo, having in that time nm, by our log, a 
distance of 31 1 U miles ; and that, notwithstanding 
our extreme distress, no one should have perislied 
in the voyage. 

I have alreitdy mentioned, that I knew not 
where the Uuloh settlement was (dtuated; hut I 
had a faint idea that it was at the S.W. part of 
tile island. I therefore, after clay-bght,hore away 
uloti^ shore to (he S.S.W., which I was the more 
readily induced to do, as the wind wouhl not suffer 
Bl tu go towards the N. E. without great lose of time. 

The day save us a most ^reeable prospect of 
llie land, which was inters)iersed with woods and 
lawns; tile interior part monntamous, but the 
ehi>ru low. Towards noon, the coast became 
higlier, with Dome remarkable bead-lands. We 
were greatly delighted with the general look of 
the country, which exhibited many cultivated 
spots and hcantiful situations ; but we could only 
BCK u few small hats, whence I concluded that no 
European I'esided in this part of the island. Mnch 
sea ran on the shore, which made landing imprac- 
ticable. At noon, we were abreast uf a high 
liead-lund ; the extremes of the land bore S.W. 
i W., and M.N.E. j E. ; our dUtance off shore 
being tliree miles ; latitude, by ubeervation, 9'' 59' 
S. ; and my longitude, by dead reckoning from tlie 
north [•« of New Holland, 15- 6' W. 



With the usnol allowance of bread and water 
fur dinner, I divideil the bird we had caught the 
night hefoi-e, and to the surgeon and Lebog * 
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fresh at E. and E.S.E., with 
■very ha^ weather. During the afterDcxin, we 
continued our course along a low shore, covered 
with innumerable palm-trees, called the fan palm, 
from the leaf spreaduig like a fan ; but here we 
saw no signs uf cultivation, nor had the country 
BO line an appearance as to the eastward. This, 
however, was only a small tract, fur by sunset it 
improved again, and 1 saw several great smokes 
where the inliahitauts were ulearing and culti- 
vating their grounds. We had now run twenty- 
five miles to the W.S.W. since noon, ajid were 
W. five miles from a low point, which, in the 
afternoon, I imagined lioil boon the soutliemmost 
land; and here ihe coast formed a deep bend, 
with hiw land in the bight that appeared like 
islands. The west shore was high ; but from this 
part of the coast to the high cape which we were 
abreast of at noon, the shore is low, and I believe 
shoal. I particularly remark this situation, because 
here the very high ridge of mountains, that run 
from the east end of the island, terminate, and 
the appearance of the country changes for the 

That we might not mn past any settlement in 
the uight, I determined to preserve my station till 
the morning, and therefore brought to under a 
close'reefed foresail. We were here in shoal 
water, onr distance from the shore-being half a 
league, the westernmost land in sight hearing 
W.S.W. -J W. Served bread and water fur 
supper, and the boat lying to very well, all hut 
the officer of the watch endeavoured to- get a 
little sleep. 

Saturday, l^lh. — At two in the moruLug, we 
wore, and stood in shore till day-light, when I 
found we had drifted, during the night, about 
three leagues to the W.5. W., the suuthemmast 
land in sight bearing W. Ou examining the 
coast, and uut seeing any sign <tf a settlement, we 
bore away to the westward, having a strong gale, 
against a weather current, which occasioned nmch 
sea. The shore was high and covered with wood ; 
but we did not mn far, before low land again 
formed the ooast, the points of which opening at 
west, I once more fancied we were on the south 
I)art of the island ; but at ten o'clock we found 
the coast again incHning towards the south, part 
of it bearing W.S.W.tW, At the same Ume, 
high land appeared in the S.W. ; but the weather 
was so haiy, that it was doubtful whether the 
two huidfl were separated, the opeuing only ex- 
tending Olio point of the compass. For this rea- 
son I stood towards the outer laud, and fonnd it to 
be the island Koti. 

I returned tu the shor«wehad left, and hrought 
to a grapnel in a sandy bay, that 1 might more 
conveniently calculate my situation, bi mis place, 
we saw several smokes, whare the natives wero 
clearing their grounds. During the httle time 
we remained here, the master and carpenter very 
much importuned me to let them go in search uf 
supplies; to whicli, at length, 1 assented; hut, 
not finding any other person willing to be of their 
party, they did not cliotHe tu iiuit tliu boat. I 
stopped hei-H no louger than (or the purjiuae just 
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maatioaed, und wecoutmuol steering along siinre. 
We had a. view of a 1)eiiutilul-li>oking country, ea 
if formed hy art into lawns and parka. The cdhsI 
U li>w, and covunid witli wodiIh, in wfaiuh ^re 
innuDierable fan palm-trees, that lauk like cacaa- 
nut walks. The intmior part is high land, hut 
very different ftum the more eaatem parts of (he 
island, where it is exceedingly mountainous, and, 
to nppearance, the aoil better. 

Alnoon,the isiand Boti bora S.W. by W.BOvtin 
louguiiB. 1 liad no observatioD for the latLtudi>, 
hut by ai-count, we were in 10" IS' S. ; our course 
since yeaterday noon being S. 77° W., 54 miles. 
The usual allowance of bread and water was served 
foi' breakfast and dinner, and to the surgeon and 
Lt'bogue, I ctmlinuBd to give wine. 

We hod a strong breeze at E.S.G., with hazy 
weallier, all the afternoon. At two o'clock, having 
run through a very dangerous brealiing sea, the 
cause of which 1 attributed to he a strong tiite 
Betting to windward, and shoal water, we disco- 
vered a spacious bay or sound, with a fair entnmce 
about two or three miles wide. I now conceived 
hopes that onr voyage was nearly at an end, as 
no place coald appear more ehgihle for shiiiping, 
or more hkely to he chosen for an Eoropean 
settlement: I therefora came to a grapnel near 
the east side of the entrance, in a small sandy 
bay, where we saw a hut, a dog, and some cattle ; 
and I immediately sent the boatswain and gunner 
away to the hut, to discover the inhabitants. 

1 had just time to make some nautical obser- 
vations, when I saw the boatswain and gnnner 
returning with some of tlie natives: I therefore 
no longer doubted uf oar suooess, and that our 
expcctatiooB would be fnlly graced. Theyhronght 
&VO Indians, and informed me that tbey had fomid 
two families, where the women treated them with 
Eoropean politeuesa. From these people I learned, 
that the governor resided at a place called Cou- 
pang, nhich was some distance to the N.E. I 
made signs for one of them to go in the boat, and 
show us the way to Coupang, intimating that I 
would pay him for his tronble : the man readily 
comiilied, and came into tlie boat. 

Tiieee ])eople were of a dark tawny colour, had 
long black hair, and chewed a great doal of betel. 
Their dreBB was, a square piece of cloth round 
the hips, in the folds of which was stnck a large 
knife ; a handkerchief wrapped round the head ; 
and another hanging by Uie foor eornera fi'om 
the shoulderH, whielj served as a bag for tlieir 
betel equipage. They brought us a few pieces 
of dried turtle, and some ears of Indian com. 
This last was the most welcome ; for the turtle 
was so hard, tliat it could not be eaten without 
being Aret soaked in hot water. They aiTored to 
bring us some other refreshments if 1 would wut; 
but, as the pilot was willing, I determined to push 
on. It was about half an hour past four when 

By direction of the pUot, we kept close to the 
i<ABt shore under all our sail ; but as night came 
on, the wind died away, and we were obliged to 
try at the oars, which I was Buiprised to see we 
could use with some effect At tun o'clock, find- 
ing we advanced but slowly, I came to a grapnel, 
and for the first time, 1 issued double allowance of 
bread and a little wine bi each perHon. 

Simday, 14th. — At one o'clock in the morning, 
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after the most happy and sweet sleep that ever 
men enjoyed, we weighed, and continued tn keep 
the eaet shore on board, in very smooth water ; 
when at last I Ibund we were again open to the 
sea ; the whole of the land to the westward, thai 
we bad passed, being ao island, whiuh the pilot 
called Pulo Samow. The northern entrance ot 

miles wide, and I had no ground at ten rathoms. 

The report of two cannon that were fired, gure 
new life to every one ; and soon after we disco- 
vered two square-rigged vesseU and a cutter at 
anchor to the castwanL We endeavoured tu work 
to windward, but were obliged to take tu our oais 

Siiu, having lost ground on each tack. We kept 
so to tho shore, and continued rowing till four 
o'clock, when I brooglit to a gnipoel, and gitve 
another allowance of bread and wine to all handsi. 
As soon as we had rested a little, we weigtied 
again, and rowed till near day-ligbt, when we 
came to a gnqiuel, off a small fort and town, 
wiiich the pUot told me was C!ou]iang. 

Among tho tilings which the boatswain had 
thrown into the boat before we left the sliip, was 
a bundle of Hignal-flags that had been used by tho 
boats to diuw the depth of water in Buunding: 
with these we had, in the course of the passage, 
made a small jack, which I now hoisted in tho 
main shrouds, as a signal of distress ; for I did 
not think proper to laud without leave- 
Soon after day-break, a soldier hailed na to 
laud, which I iiDmedlately did, among n orowd of 
Indians, and was agreeably Bur|irised to meet 
with an English aoJIor, who belonged to one of 
the voBHels in the road. His cnptam, he told me, 
was the second person in the town ; 1 therefore 
desired to be conducted to him, as I was informed 
the governor was ill, and could nut tlieu bo 
Hpokeu with. 

Captain Spikerman received me with great 
humanity. I informed him of our diBtiesacd 
situation ; and rdjuested that care might be taken 
of those who were with me, witliout delay. On 
which be gave directionB far their immediate re- 
ception at hia own house, and went himself to the 
governor, to know at what time I conld bn per- 
mitted lo see him; which was fixed to be at 

I now desired my people to come on shore, 
which was as much as some of them conld do, 
being scarce able to walk ; they, however, were 
helped to the house, and found tea with bread and 
butter provided for their breakfast. 

The abilities of a painter, perhaps, could seldom 
have been displayed tu more advantage, than in 
the delineation of the two groups uf figures, which 
at this time presented themselves lo each other. 
An indifferent spectator would have been a" 
loss which most to admire ; the eyea of fam 
sparkling at immediate relief, or the horror of 
their preservers at the sight of bo many speetrca, 
whose ghastly countenances, if the cause had 
been unknown, would rather have excited terror 
than pity. Onr bodies were nothing but skin oad 
iHines, onr limbs were full of surcB, and we W — 
clothed in rags : in this condition, witli the te 
of joy and gratitude flowing down our elieebs, 
the people of Thnor beheld us with a mixtnre itf 
horror, surprise, and pity. 

The governor, Mr. William Adrian Van D 
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trume ill'heatlli, heeame so 
tlmt I Baw him before the 
■(ipuinted tiuio. lie received me wttli great 
nffeetioB, and gave ma tlio fullest proofa that ha 
wofi jHiBHcaacd of every feeling of a humaQe and 
good man. SuiTy as he was, be said, that such a 
calamity could ever have liappened to UH, yet he 
eonaidoi'od it as tlie grealeat blessing of his life 
that we bad fallen under hta protection ; and, 
thougb hia inHrmity was so grnat that he could 
not du tlie ofBce of n frieod himself, be would 
give such orders as I miyht be cert^u would 
pi'acnre us every supply we wanted. A house 
Bliould be immediately prepared for me, and, 
with respect to my people, he said, that I might 
have room for them either at tbe boapital or on 
board of Captain Spikermau's abip, wbicli lay in 
the road ; and be expressed much uneauness that 
Coupaog could not aSurd them better accommo- 
duliona, the hiiDse assigned to mo being Iha only 
one uuiDliobited, and the aitualion of tbe few 
faDiibes that lived at this place such, that tbey 
could not couveuiently receive stiungera. For 
(he pi-esent, till mattera could be properly regu- 
lated, he gave dimctiona that TictuaJa for my 
people sliould be dressed at liia otvu bouse. 

Uu returning to Captain Spikcrman'e house, I 
found that every kind relief had been given to my 
people. The surgeon had dressed their sores, and 
the cleaning of their peisoos had not been less at- 
tended to, several iriendly gifts of apparel having 
been preeeoled to them. 

I dcsred to be shown to the house that was in- 
tended for me, which I found ready, with servants 
to attend. It consisted of a, hall, with a room at 
each end, and a loft uver-head, and was surrounded 
by a piazza, with an outer apartment in one corner, 
aud a communication from the back part of the 
house to tbo street. I therefore determined, in- 
stead of eeparaling from my people, to lodge them 
all with me ; and I divided the house as AillowB : 
Ono room I took to mvsetf, the otiier I allotted to 
tlie master, surgeon, Mr. Nelson, and the gunner ; 
the loft to the other officers ; and the oul«r apart- 
ment to the men. The hall was common to the 
oflleers, and the men bad tbe back piazza. Of 
this thsposition I informed the governor, and he 
sent down chaira, tables, and benches, with bed- 
ding and other necessaries, for the use of every 

The governor, when I took my leave, had 
deaured me to acquaint him with every thing of 
which I stood in need j but it was only at parti- 
cular times that he haid a few momenta of ease, 
or oould attend to any thing ! being in a dying 
state, with an incurable disease. On this account 
I [rauBoeted whatever business I had, with Mr. 
Tunotbeus Waiijon, the second of this place, who 
was the governor's son-in-law ; and who also 
contributed every thing in his [Hiwer lo make our 
shoatkin comfortable. I bad been, therefore, mis- 
informed by [he seaman, wbo told me that Captaiu 
Spikermau was the next person in command to 

At noon, a dinner was brought to tbo house, 
sufHciently good to nuike persons, more accus- 
tomed (II plenty, eat too much. Yet I believe, 
few in siicli a situation would have observed mom 
moderation tlian my iieople did. My greatest 
approliensiun was, that tbey would eat loo much

^t, I considered as more ueccssar]' to tl 
lishment of my health, and therefore r 
[>o to my room, which I found furnished 
ity convenience. But instead of rest, my 
a disposed lo reflect on our late sufferings, 
the failure of tbe expedition ; but above 
all, on the thanks due tu Alnughty God, who had 
given US power to support and bear anch heavy 
caUmities, and had enabled me, at last, lo be the 
means of saving eighteen lives. 

In times of £fflcul(y, there will generaily ariae 
circumstances that beiu- particularij' hard on a 
commander. In our late situation, it was uot the 
least of my distresses, to be constantly assailed 
with the melancholy demands of my people for tu 
incceBae of allowance, which it grieved me lo re 
fuse. Tbe necessity of observing the most rigid 
economy in the distribntiuu of our provisions, waa 
so evident, that I resisted their solicitations, and 
never deviated trom tbe agreement we mode at 
Betting oot. Tbe conseijucnce of this care was, 
that at our arrival we had still remaining sutfi- 
oieut for eleven da^ at our scanty allowance : 
and if we liad beeu so aoforCunate as lo have 
missed the Dutch settlement at Timor, we coold 
have proceeded to Java, where I waa certain i 
every supply we wanted could be procured. 

Auotlier disagreeable circuuistuuce to whicli 
sitnatiou exposed me, was the <;apric« of igiioi 
people. Had I been incajKible »f acting, llicy 
would have canied the boat on aliore, aa soon lis 
we made the island of Timor, without eonsidering 
that landing amonA the natives, at a distance from 
the European settlement, might have t>eeu as dan- 
gerous as among any other Indians. 

The quantity of provisions with which we left 
the ship, was not more than we should have con- 
sumed in five days, had there been no necessity 
fur husbanding our stock. The mutineers mus' 
natoi'ally have concluded, that we could have m 
other place of refuge than the Friendly Islands 
for it waa not likely tbey should imagine that, & 
poorly equipped as we were in every respect, then 
could have been a posdbility of our attempting ti 
return homewards ; mncb leaa can they suapec 
tlmt the account of their villany has already 
reached their native country. 

When I reflect how providentially our 1 
were saved at Tofoa, by the Indians delaying their 
attack ; and that, with scarce any thing to support 
life, we crossed a sea of more than 120U leagues, 
without ahelter from tlie inclemency of the wea- 
ther ; when I reflect that in on open boat, with 
no much stormy weather, we esciuied foundering, 
that uot any of us were takeu off by disease, tlmt 
we bad tile great good fortune to pass the un- 
friendly nativce of other oouutries without acd- 
dout, and at last happily to meet with the must 
friendly and best of people Ui relieve our distresses ; 
I say, when I reflect on all these wonderful escaiies, 
the remembrance of such great mercies enables 
me to bear, with resignation and clieerfulneBs, the 
failure of an expedition, tbo ancdiaa of which I 
lud so much at heart, and which was frustrated 
at a time when I was congratulating myself on 
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fairest proHpeet of bting able to eompleW it in a 
manner timt would ftillj liave Biiswered the iii- 
toBliun of bia Majeatyj and the hunmae proniotere 
af Eu benevolent a plan. 

With respect to the preservation of our health, 
during a course uf sixteen days of heavy and 
almofit cundoual rain, I would rccomnu.'nd to 
every one in a similar situation, the method we 
praetised, which is, to dip tht'ii- clothes in the salt 
wator, and wring them out, as ofteu as Ihey be- 
come iillod with rain : > it was the only reaoarce 
we had, and I beliovo waa of the greateat aewice 
to lis, for It felt more like a change of dry clothes 
than eould well be imagined. We had occasion 
to do this so often, that at length all our clothes 
wore wrung tfl pieces : for except the few days we 
paased on the coast of New Holland, we were 
cuQtinually wet eitber with rain or sea. 

Thus, through the assistance of Divine ProTi- 
dencD, we surmounted the dittlcultics and diEtresBCH 
of n most perilous voyage, and arrived safe in an 
hoapilablc port, wliere every nectwiary and comfort 



CHAPTER XVIII. 

July.— Froh the great human^ And attention of 
the governor, and the gentlemen at Coupang, we ro- 

withont evident signs of Fotuming hcaUli. Shortly 
aft«r oar arrival, I presented to the governor, a 
formal account of the loss of the Bounty; and a 

might be Beat to all the Dutch so'ttlements, to stop 
the ship if she mode her apjiearance. With thisa 
complete ilesoriptive list of the mutineera was given. 

I likewise reiiueated, in one of my first visits to 
the governor, that Nelson mivht have permistuon 
to walk about the country m search of plants, 
which was readily grantod, with an offer uf wliat- 
ever assistance I should think ne<«Btiary : and the 
governor assured me that the country was well 
worth examination, as it abomided with many 
curious and medicinal plants. From this indul- 
gence I derived no benefit ; for Nelson, who Hinee 
we left New Holland, had been hut in a weak 
condition, about this time was taken ill, in couse- 
quunce of a cold caused by imprudently leavmg 
off worm clothing. 

To secure our arrival at Batavia, before the 
October fleet sailed for Europe, 1 gave public 
notice of my intention to hire a vessel to carry us 
to Baljivia. In consequence of this notice, several 
offers were made, hut none that I thought reason- 
able ; which detomiined me to purchase a small 
schooner in the mad, that was thirty-four feet 
long; for which I ^ve lUDOrix-doUars, andfittod 




her for sea, under tho natne of His Majesty's 
schooner Resource. Aa the coast of Java is fro- 
quently infested with small piratical vessels, it wsa 
necessary that we should be provided with the 
proper means of defence. In this I was aa»Bted 
by tlie friendship of Mr. Wanjon, who supplied 
me -with four brass swivels, fourteen stand nf small 
arms and ammunition, which he obligingly let me 
have aa a. loan, to be returned at Bolavia. 

On the 2(»th of Jnly, I had the misfortune 
lose Mr. David Nelson ; he died of — "~" 



lamented ; he had, with great care 
diligence, attended to the object for which be was 
Hcot, and had always been ready to forward every 
plan that was propused, for the good of the aerviee 
in which we u'ere engaged. He was not Ices use- 
ful ill our vojii(,'n hither, in the eonrec of which 
ho gavo nif gn-at satisfaction, by the patience and 
fortitude witli whicli ho conducted himself. 

July 2!al. — This day, I was employed attending 
the funeral of Mr. Nelsim. Tlie corpse waa eai- 
ried by twelve soldiers drest m black, preceded by 
the minister ; ne?<t followed myself and the second 
governor ; then ten gentlemen of the town and 
the officers of the shi;M in the harbour ; and after 
them my own otScers and people. 

After reading our burial-aerviee, the body waa 
interred behmd the chapel, in the burying-ground 
appropriatedforlbeEuropeana of tlietown. Iwas 
Eorry 1 could get no tombstone to place over his 

This was the second voyage Mr. kelson hod un- 
dertaken to the South Seas, having been sent out 
by Sir Joseph Banks, to collect phmts, seeds, &0. 
in Giptain Cook's l^t voyage. Ahd now, after 
surtiiounting so many difficulties, and m the midst 
of tlmnkfulDcss for bis deUveranoe, he was called 
upon to pay the debt of nature, at a time least 
expected. 

Our schooner being victualled and ready for sea, 
on the 2Uth of August, I took an affeclionatB leavn 
of the hos])itable and friendly mhabitants of Con- 

Ean^ and embarked. In the afternoon we Kailed, 
aving tlic launch, which had so much contributed 
to our preservation, in tow. We exchanged salutce 
with the fort and shipping aa we ran out of tiie 
harbour. 

This settlement was formed in the year 1 630, 
and is Ihe only one the Dutch luve on tlie isUnil 
Timor. They have residents in different parts of 
the country. On the north side of Timor, there 
is a Portuguese settlement. The produce of the 
island is diiefly sandal-wood and bees-wax ; Ihe 
former article is now scarce. Wax they have in 
great plenty. The bees build their nesta in bushes 
and in the boughs of trees, to which the nativea 
cannot approach but with fire. The honey is put 
into jars, and tlie wax is run into blocks of tmfBO 
feet in length, and from twelve to fifteen inches 
square. Tho natives, at least those who live in 
the neighbourhood of Coupang, are of a very Indo- 
lent disposition, of which the Chinese have taken 
advantage ; for though the Malays »ro very fond 
of traffic, most of tlioir trade is carried an in snull 
Chinese vessels, of from ten to thirty Ions bur- 
then. There is a market at Coupang for the 
country people, in which, however, tliere is little 
business done. I have seen a man from the eonn- 
Iry, come to market with two potatoes ; Hud. ihte^ 
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U nnt unuaual. These boing sold for two doita 
(e<|ual ta a halfpenny Engliah) serve to supply 
liim with betel Ui I'hew ; and the remainder of 
the day is passed in lounging about the town. 
The inknd people, who live at a distance from the 
EiirapoBDB, are strong and native ; but tlieir want 
of cleanliiivu, sabjeots them to filthy diseases. 

The chief of Che natives, or king of the ialaud, 
ia by the Uutch styled Keyser (emperor). This 

Erince hves at a place called BackennasBy, about 
lur miles distant from Oiupang. Uia authority 
DvertJie natives isiiot wholly undisputed) which ii 
by the Dutch atoibuCed to the intrigues of the Pur- 
togucse, who STB on the north part of Timor. The 
island has lately suUered mnch tiy a cumpetitioii 
between the preseat king and one of his nephews, 
which caused acivit war, that lasted frum (hebegiu- 
ninsoftlieyeuT 37SGto 1788, when their differences 
.were settled by a treaty chiefly in favour ' of the 
king. Hie ravages cominittud in tliese disputes, 
have uccsfiinued a scarcity of pTDvisiaiu), tliat [iro- 
haljly, &om the want uf industry in tlie nadves, 
will not soon be remedied. I had an opportunity 
of making a visit to tho kmg. His dwelling was a 
large house, which was divided into only three 
apartments, and surrounded by a pia^xa ; agree- 
ably situated, but very dirty, as was all the furni- 
ture. The king who is an elderly man, received 
me with much civility, and ordenHl rebeshmenta 
to lie set before me, which were, tea, rice, cakus, 
roasted Indiao com, and dried huffoJo flesh, with 
about a pint of arrack, which I believe was aU he 
had. His drew was a cheque wrapper girded 
round bis waist with a silk and j{otd bull, a loose 
lini.-n jacket, and a coaise handkerchief about bis 
head. A few pf his chiefs were with him, who 
partook of our repast ; after which tho kmg retired 
with three uf them for a short time, and when he 
returned, presented mo witli a round jJale of 
metal about four inches diameter, on which was 
Stamped the figure of a star. As I had been 
informed that arrack would be an acceptable 
present, I was prepared to make a return, which 
was well recMvod, They never dilute their liquor, 
and, from habit, are able to drink a large quantity 
of spirits at a time, without being intoxicated. 

When a king dies,! large feast is made, to which 
all the inhabitants arc invited. The body, after a 
few days, is put into a coffin, which is dosed up 

d kept three years before it is interred. 

'"' - > ■ ' ' some pains la eBtablish 
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galled much ground, except in the neighbourhood 
of Coupang. The present kiiig was christonod by 
the name of Bartuunlua. His Indian name is 
Baechee Bannock. Ilie Scriptures are translated 
into the Malay language, and prayers are per- 
formed, in the chunih at Coupang> by a Malay 
clergyman, in that langua^. 

1 met, at Timor, with moat of the fruits that are 



culled by Uie Malays jonwom, likewise grows 
uvra with great luxurianoc, and appears to be as 
iimch a native uf this island as it ia of Otalieile. 
Tho fruit is exactly of the same kind, but not 
BO good. A bread-fruit of Timor, weighs half 
as much more as one of equal size at Olaheile. 
It is not used here aa bread, but generally eaten 
with milk and angar. At Baokennassy I saw 



about twenty of the trees, larger than any I liave 
seen at Otalieite. Here is also a sort of bread- 
&uit tree, that produces seeds, not unlike Windsor 
beans, and eijually palatable, either bulled or 
roasted. No other part of the fruit is eatable ; 
and though the tree, I am told, is to all appuar- 
ance the some as the other, the &uits have but 
little resembiancD ; the fruit of this bein^ covered 
with projecting points, nearly half an inch m length. 
I received a present of some tine plants, from 
the governor, which I was afterwards unfor- 
tmiateiy obliged to leave at Butavia, for want of 
proper room to talie care of them, in the packet 
by which I returned to Europe. Mr. Wanjon 
liUewiBe fevoured me with some seeds for his 
Majesty's garden at Kew, which I had tbe good 
fortune to dehver saf^, on my return : and some 
of the mountain rive, cultivated ,at Timor, uu the 
dry land, which was forwarded lo bis Majesty's 
botanic garden at St. Vincent, and tu otiier pai-ta 
in the West Indies. 

A resomblaiice of language between the people 
of the South Sea islands, and the inhabitants of 
many of tlie islands in the East Indies, has been 
remarked in Captain Cook's first voyage. Here, 
the resemblance appeared stronger thui has yet 
been noticed ; pu^Cicularly in Clieir uumerals. 
But besides the language, I observed some cus- 
toms among Uie p^iqile of Timor, stilt more strik- 
ing for tbeii' similarity. They practuie the Toope- 
looge'' of the Friendly Islands, which they c:;ll 
Tomnboch : and the Rnomee of Otalieite, wliich 
they call Ramas. I likewise saw, placed on their 
graves, offerings of baskets vrith tolmeco and betel. 
I left the governor, Mr. Van Esle, at tlie point 
of death. To this geutlenuui oar most grateful 
thanks are due, for the humane and Friendly treat' 
ment that we received from liim. His ill state of 
health only prevented him from showing us more 
particular marks of attention. TTuliappily, it is to 
his memory only that I now pay this tribute. It 
was a fortunate circumstance for us, that Mr. 
Wanjon, the next in place ta the governor, was 
equally humane and ready to relieve us. His 
"ttention was unremitting, and, when there was 
doubt about supplying me with money, to eoablo 
le to purchase a vessel, he cheerfully took it upon 
imself ; without which, it was evident, 1 should 
Bve been too late at Batavia to have sailed for 
Europe with tbe October fleet. I can only return 
such services by ever retaining a grateful remem- 
brance of thera. Mr. Max, the town surgeon, 
likewise behaved to us with the most disinterested 
humanity : he attended every one with the utmost 
re ; for tvhich I could not prevail on him to re- 
ive any payment, or to render me any account, 
other answer thaa that it was his duty. 



CHAPTER XIX. 

Thursday, August 20th. — Fbob Coupang wa 
steered N.W. by W., having a moderate breera at 
"i.e. with fair weather. 

Saturday, 22d. — At daylight we saw tlie island 
Flores lo the northward. Wc steered along the 
south side of Flores, mostly with light winds and 
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hazy weather, so that 
Bight of the conat. 

Tuesday, 25th. — At noon we were off Tootdh 
isUnd, which hure N.W. bj; N., three or four 
leagues diBlanl. Tilers is a curious high feak on the 
S.W. part: the land near the Hhoro is low and wood;. 

Od the 27th, at noon, wo were uear the entrance 
of the Straits of Mangarjn, which not appearing so 
open and olear as repreBcnted in the map, I ateereii 
for the Straits nf Sapi, intending to puss througli ; 
hut woa obliged to give up thia plan, by atroag 
currents settinft to the S.E., which there was not 
Bufficient mnd to enable \a to stem. I therefore 
OgaJoMiHid for the Straits of MangarjUjivhich we ran 
tliroaghin the Bftemoanof the Z9th, being favoured 
with a fresh breeze &om the S.S.E. On the Florea 
aide, there are many good hai'boura and baja, 
where Teseels may anchor ; but the country here- 
abouts appears burnt up and desolate- 
When wu hud piueed the atraJts, we kept to the 
westward, runnmj; along the north side of the 
island Stmibawa, where there is n very high moun- 
tain near the eoast ; at the foot of which, 1 am in- 
flB'med, are many ruus of good water, oonvonicntly 
situated for ships to supply themselves. 

In the night of the Slat, several prows were 
rowing about as, on which account we kept all 
night under arniB. 

Thursday, Sept. 3i].— This and the two following 
daya we were railing along the north side of the 
ialand Lombock, on which is a high mnnntain. 
Moat of tbe islands in this route are distinguiahed by 
high mountains. Lombock appears to he well clothed 
with wood. In the nights we saw Eres placed on 
the high lands, at a distance from the coast. 

Sunday, 6th. — In theafternoon we saw Ihe high 
land of Cape Sandana, which is the N.E. part of 
Java. The next day we were olf Cape Sandana, 
which is a low cape projecting from the high land 
already mentioned. 

We stiercd lo the westward, along the coast of 
Java ; and on the 10th, at noon, we anchored ofT 
Paasourwang, a Dutch settlement on the coast 
of Java, in two fathoms ; distant from the shore 
half a league ; the entrance of the river bearing 
S.W. The const hereabouts is so shoal, that 
large ships are obliged to anchor three or four 
miles from the land. As noon as we were at 
or, I got in my boat and went on shore. The 

VMch grew a few mangrove bushes. Among 
■^ " w hogs running, and many were lying 
mud, wbich caused a most inlolerHlilD 
eh, and mode me heurtily repent having come 
hero, but aft^r proceeding about a mile up the 
course of which was serpentine, we 
found a very pleasant country, and landed at a 
small and w-eU-coDstnicted fiirt ; where I was re- 
in a friendly and polite manner by M. 
I Van Rye, the comioandant. By the 
return of the boat, I sent on board a small bul- 
look, and other provisions. I likowise took a 
pilot to conduct us to Sourabya. 

The liouDCS at pBfsourwang are neatly built, and 
the country appears to be well cultivated. The 
produce of this acttlement is rice, of which they 
export lai^e quantities. There are but few Dutch 
iiere; the Javanese art numerous, and tlioir 
chief hves with conwderable splendour. They 
have good roads, and posts are established along 



the coast i and it appciirs to bo a busj and well- 
reguUted settlement. ' 

The next day, about noon, we sailed ; and a 
the IZth, in the evening, anchored in Sourabys I 
road, in seven fathoms : distance from the dioK I 
one mile. We found riding here, seven 
rigged and sevoml smaller veasels. 

ft was too late when we anchored fc 
boat on shore. The next morning, before day- 
light, three guard-boats stationed tfaemselvea near 
us, and I was informed that I must not land m 
send a boat on shore. This rcstricdou, I lesrul 
from the officer of the guard boats, was in con 
formity to general orders concerning all strange 
vessels on their fiist arrival. At nine in II - 
forenoon, leave csme off for us to \aoA, and aof 
after the goMrd-boata quitted us. 

I was received on shore with great civility ai 
friendship by the governor, or Opperhooft, M. 
Ant. Borkay, and the commandant of the troops^ 
M. de Boso. By these gentlemen I was hospitably 
entertained, and advised to remain till the IGth, 
when some vessels were to sail, with whom I 
might keep company, which they recorntOEuded 
on account of pirates. 

Sourabya is one of the most pleasant placeis I ever 
saw. It is situated on the banks of a river, and is a 
mile and a half distant from the sea shore, so thai 
only tlie Hag-staff can be seen from the road. The I 
river is navigable up to the town for vessels of IDO . 
tons burthon, and the bank on one side is mi ~ 
convenient for tracking. Tho Chinose carry oi 
considerable trade here, and huve a town or eai 
on the side of the river oppoMto to Sourabya. Tire 
country near the town is Hal, and the soil light, so 
that they plough with a single buUoek or buffiJo 
{karrabme). The inferior parts of the country, 
near the monntoina, are infested with A breed of 
fieree Ugers, which makes travelling inland vet; 
dangerous. They have here a bn^ of horses, 
which are small, but they are handBome and strong. 

The Javanese ui this neighbourhood are ni 
rous. M. Barkay aud M. do Bose took me 
them to pay a visit to two of the principal natives, 
whom we found attended by a number of men 
armed witii pikes, in gi-eat military order. Wo 
were entertained witli a concert of mu«c ; the in- 
strnmeuts were gongs, ilmmB,an<l a fiddle wi tli two 
strings. I hired a pihit hereto carry ns to Bataviit. 

On the I7th, we sailed from Sourabya, in cooi- 
pany with three prows. At noon, we tinohorcd at 
Crimcy, which is a town with a small fort belong- 
ing to the Dutch. We renuuned ham alxiut ti 
hours and then weigheil. 

The navigation through tho Straits of Hadu 
is BO intricate, that, with the little opportmiib' 
had, I am unable to undertake a deiacnption lU 
The next day (September IBth) having pamod I 
straits, we bore away to the westwanl, ahnig It* 
coast of Java, in company with the prowH b«b~ 
mentioned. Wo had regular snuni^ngs all ll 
way to Somarang, off which place we anchored «• 
the 22d in the alternoon. The shoalness <rf iht 
coast here, makes the road of Snmajane trj 

that large ships (of which there were BeTermlin lb 
ruad^ are obliged to lie from the shore, andof Ihi 
landmg, wiiich is in a river that cannot be enlan ' 
before half-flood. This river resemblea the W 
at PaSBourwang, the shores being low, with W 
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B dead nnimftU lying about. I waa met a.t 
the laiiitiDg-p1iu» hy the eiguipuge-maBter, and he 
ftimishijil me with a carrisyn to carry me to the 
ernor, whose residDnce is about tno miles from 
towD of Samarang. I nxjueBted, and obliiuied 
'e, 1o have our w&nta Buppliedj which were, to 
-ait nur proviaiona, and to get a new main-mast, 
having aprung onrs in the passage fnim Sourabya. 
' Samarang is a fortified town, surrounried by a 
wall aud dildi ; and is the most consideTable settle- 
ment, next to BatariB, that tlie Datch have in Java. 
Here is a very (tend hospital, and a, public Bi<hool, 
chiefly fur teaching the mathenifttics. They have 
likewiiG a theatre. Provisions are remarkably 
cheap here, beef being at ten doits per pound, and 
the price of a fowl twelve doits. 

I experienced great civility from some oF the 
gentlemen at Samarang, particularly from M. le 
Baron de BoBe, a merchant, brother to the M. de 
Bose, commanilant of the troops at Sourabya: 
and from M. Abegg, the surgeon of the hospital, 
to whom wewereindelited Tor advice and medicines, 
For which he would not coosent to receive payment. 
On the 2^th, we sailed &om Samarang ; and 
with OH, a galley monnting six swivels, which the 
governor hwl directed to accompany as to Batavia, 
On the first of October we anchored in Batavia 
road, where we found riding,* Dutch ship of war, 
and twenty sul of Dut^h ElasC India ships, besides 
many smaller veBsets. 



CHAPTER XX. 



Ik the aftomoon, at four o'clock, I went on 
ihoru, and landed at a house by the river, where 
strangers first stop and give an account who they 
are, whence they come. Sic. From this place, a 
Malay gentleman took me in a carriage to the 
Sabandar, Mr. Englehard, whose house was in 
the environs of the city, on the side nearest the 
ihipping. The Sabandar is the officer with whom 
all strangers are obliged to transact their business: 
at least, the whole must go through hie hands. 
With him, 1 went to pay my respects to tho 
I governor-general, who received me with great 
civility. I acquainted his excellency with my 
«itUntton,and requested my people might he taken 
care of, and that we should lie allowed to take a 

IinsBBge to Europe in the fiist ship that soiled. I 
ikcwise desired permission to sell the schooner 
and launch. All this his excellency told roe should 
be granted. I tlieu took leave, anil returned with 
the Sabandar, who wrote down the particulars of 
wants, in order to form from them a regular peti- 
I, to be presented to the eonncil the next day. I 
liod brooght from the governor of Conpang, directed 
' r the govcnior-gcneral at Batavia, the account 
my voyage and misfortune, translated into 
I Dutch, from an account that I hod given to Mr. 
Van Estt). So attontive had they been at Timor 
■/> every thing that related to us. 
There is a large hotel at Batavia, fitted up pur- 
I poscly for the accommodation nC strangers, who 
arc not allowed to reside at any other place. It is 
I situated near the great river, in a part of the city 
that is reckoned the most airy and healthy. Nevcr- 
thdoBS] I found the air hot and sufToailiDg, and 



VBR token ill in tho night with a violent pain 
my head. The next morning, at nine, the council 
sat, and I attended, accompanied by the Sabandar ; 
and was informed that the comicil had complied 
with all I had requested. 

When 1 returned to the hotel, my head-ach 
inci'eaaed, and a violent fever came on. I sent to 
acquaint the Sabandar of my situation, and was 
soon after attended by the head surgeon of the 
town hospital, Mr. Aansorp; hy whose care and 
skill, in less than 2'j hours, the fever eonsiderablv 
abated, but a severe bead-ach continued. I had an 
invitation from the governor-genera! to dine with 
him ; which, of course, I was obliged to decline. 

I hired a carriage, which cost three dollars 
per day, for the benehC of taking an airing. My 
lodgings at the botol were so close and hot, that I 
desired the Sabandar to apply to tlie governor- 
general, for leave to hire a house in the country ; 
which request bis excellency not only immediately 
complied with, bnt gave directions for my being 
acconunodated at the house of the physician c 



a Bux, I obtained leave for him tc 
countryhospital, which is aeonvenienl airy building. 

Tuesday, 6th.— This morning, at sunrise, I leTi 
the hotel, and was carried to Mr. Sparling's house, 
about four miles distant &om the cily, a ' 
convale.'Kent hospital, which at this tin 
sick men in it, the whole nnmlier of patients 
amounting to 600. I found every lliiiig propwred 
for my comfort and eoovenienee. S&, Sparling 
would suffer me to take no medicine, though I had 
still considerable fever with head-ach : but I found 
BO much relief from the difference of the i 
in the evening I was able to accompany Mr. 
Sparling on a visit to the governor-general, at one 
of his country seats ; where we found many ladies, 
all dressed in the Malay fashion, some of them 
richly ornamented with jewels. I had invitations 
from several gentlcmeu, and some very kindly 
pressed me to make their country houses my 
abode, ^11 my health should be re-established. 

My indispositiou increasing, Mr. Sparling ad- 
vised me to quit Batavia as speedily as possible, 
and represented the necessity of it to the governor- 
general. I was informedfrom his excellency, that the 
homeward bound ships were so much crowded, that 
there would be no possibility of all my people going 
in one ship, and that they could be accommodateci 
no other way than hy dividing them into different 
ships. Seeing, therefore, that a separation v 
unavoidable, I determined to follow the advice 
the physician, and, as a packet was appointed to 
stul for Europe on the I6th instant, I sent to re 
quest of the governor that I might bo allowed t 
take a passage in her for myseU', and as many nl 
my people as they were able to receive. In ai 
Bwer to this, I was acquainted that myself and tv 
more could lie aecummudated in the pocket, si 
being too small to admit a greater number ; but that 
I might rest assured of puisagBS being provided for 
those that remained, by tlie carUesl opportunities. 

Friday, 9tli. — This day, anchored in the road, 
the General Elhut, an English ship, commanded 
by Captain Lloyd. In the Straits of Banca, he had 
met with some boats belonging to the East India 
Company's ship VansittarC, that v 
Straits of BillatoD, by having struck on a rock. 
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Captain WilBcm,

who eomiDaiided the Vuorattart, 1 was inFormed^ 
had JDSt fiiiishf^ IL florvey of Ihuee Btraita^ and waB 
hoiHling his boat in, when the ship Btrncb^ Imm^ 
duilely on receiving the intdliKenee,Captsun Lloyd, 
in the General EUiot, uid anutber ship in. company, 
called ihe Noosuelt, aaiiod for the wreck. Thoy 
fbulid the abip had been burnt down to the wnter^ 
edge by tlie Malaya. They, however, saved 40 
ohestH of treasure, out oT a.*), which were said to 
have heen on board. Most of the ship's company 
were eaved : one mnci only was lost in the ship, 
and five others in a small boal were miasing, who 
wtTO HUppoBed lo have taken some of the treiunire. 
—The ({rettler part of the people went with Cap- 
tain Wilson (o China, and Eorae were with Caplaia 
Lloyd. 

^Inrday, lOth. — Tliis morning, the Resounte 
was sold hy public auction : the custom at Batavia, 
is to begin high, and to lower the price, till same 
person bids ; aud tho first bidder is the buyer. 
She was accordingly put np at ZOOO rix-dollara, 
bul, to my gTEat disappointmeot, no one ofTered to 
purchase before the auctioneer had lowered the 
demand to 295 rix-dollaiH, for which price she 
wan sold ; tlie purchaser being an Engliehman, 
Captain John Eddie, who commauded an English 
ship from Bengal. If no straugers had been pre- 
sent at the sale, I imagiue they would have let her 
ran down lo 200 dollars, in which case I should 
have had uo alternative. 

The launch likewise was sold. The services shu 
had rendered ua, made mo feel grvat reluctance at 
parting with her ; which I would not have done, 
if I could have Found a convenient opportonity of 
getting her conveyed lo Europe. 

Little as the »diooner hod sold for, I found I 
danger W having the sum lessened ; for the 
lar informed me, that, by an order of the 
council, there was a duty on the sale of all vessels. 
With this demand I would by no means comply ; 
for I thought I had sufficienlly snlTcred, in eu»- 
taming a loss of 705 rix-dollars out of lUOO, by the 
purchase and sals of the vessel, she having cost 
lono ris-doUars. 

This day, Thomas Hall, whom I had sent to be 
token care of at the hospital, died. He had been 
ill of a flux from the time of our arrival at Timor. 

Monday, 12th.— I agreed will the oaptjun of the 
pocket for a pasaago lo Europe, for myself, my 
clerk, and a servant. The Sabaodar informed nie, 
it was necessary that my officers and people should 
lie examined before a notary, respoeling the loss 
of the Bounty, as otherwise th(^ governor and 
council were not legally authorized to detain her, 
if site should be found in any of the Dotch settle- 
meals. They were therefore, at my desire, exa- 
mined ; and afterwards nmde aflrdavit before the 
governor and council at the Stadt-hoiise. 

My officers complaining to me of the unreason- 
ableness of some tradesmen's bills, I sjiuke Co the 
Sabaudar. A bill of 51 doUare for five hats, he 
reduced to 30 dollars, and m other articles made 
proportionable deductions. 

Paper money is the currency of Batavia, and is 
BO understood m all bargains. At this time, paper 
was at !6 tier cent, discount : there is likewise a 
ditference m tlie value of the dncaloon, which at 
Batavia is SO stivers, anrt m Holland only 63 
""■' '""' ' « of 21i per cent, on 



remittance ofmoiiey. It llierefore fnllotrs, tiialif 
any person at Batavia remits money by Inlla ti 
DXehange to Europe, they lose by the discount and 
the exchange *9i per cent. 

Those who have accounts to pay, and can give 
unexeeptionable bills on Europe, will find b ouik- 
Hiderable saving by negocialing their bills with 
private people; who ore glad lo give for them a 
premium of 20 per cent, at the least. This dis- 
covery, I made somewhat too late to profit bjf. 

One of tlie greatest dilScnltice tluU Btrangen 
have to encounter, is, tlieir being obliged to live 
at the hotel. ThiG hotel was formerly two housi!^ 
which by doors of communication have buen made 
ooe. It is in tlie middle of a range of buildingo, 
more calculated for « cold country tlisa foP SUcIl 
a climate as Batavia. There is no free cnrculMiaD 
of air, and what is equally bod, it is always very 
dirty; and there is great wont of attendauoe. 
What they call cleaning the house, is anoUwr 
nuisance ; for they never use any water to cwJ it 
or to lay the dust, but sweep daily with brooms, 
in such a manner, that those in the house' aic 
almost BuflTocated by a cloud of dust. 

The months of December and January are 
reckoned the most unheaJlliy of tlie year, the 

heavy runs being then set in. Tlie account uf 

tlie seasons, aa given to me here, 1 believe may be 

The middle of November, the west monsoon 
begins, and rain. 

December and JanuaiJ'. — Continual rain with 
strong westerlv wind. 

February. — Westerly wind. Towards tlie end 
of this month the rain begins to abate. 

March. — Intervals of fine weatlier. Wind 
westerly. 

April. — In this month the east monsoon begins. 
Weather generally fine, vith ahowers uT rain. 

May. Elsflt monsoon fixed. Showery. 

JuoeandJniy, Clear »-eather. Strong east wind. 

August and September. Wind more niudenUf?. 

October. In diis month, tho wind begim to 
be vai'iable, with showers of rain. 

The euirent is said always to nm vritU the 
wind. Nevertheless I found the reverse in sail- 
ing from Timor to Java. Between the end of 
October and the beginning of the ensuing year, 
no Dutch ship bound for Europe is allowed lo 
Bail from Batavia, for fear of being near the 
Mauritius, at the time of the hurricanes, which 
are frequent there in December and January. 

My illness prevented me from gaining niitoh 
knowledge uf Batavia. Of their public buildings, 
I saw Dothiog that gave me so much satisfafttoa 
as their country hospital for seamen. It is a larg» 
commodious and airy building, about four milta 
from the town, close to the side of the river, or 
rather in the river : for the groimd on whioh it 
Btanils has, by labour, been made an island uf, aad 
the sick are carried there in a boat ; each wanJ 
is a separate dwelling, and the different disBKscB 
are |in>perly classed. They have sometimes 1400 
patients in it ; at this tiuie there were BOO, lint 
more llian half of these were recovered and fit 
for service, of whom 300 were destined fo; the 
fleet that was to sail for Europe. I went through 
most of the wards, and tliere appeared great eM« 
and attiintJon. The sheets, bedding, and luieB, 
of tho sick were perfectly neat i|- ' ' "* - 
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*o of the physiuion, Mr. Sparling, who has the 
agDmrnt of the hoBpita], ia at one extremity 
at the building : and here it was thaX 1 resided. 
To the atteution and care of Una gentleroan, for 
which lie wonld reoeivB no payment, I am proba- 
bly indebted for my life. 

The hoapilal in the town la well attended, bat 
die eitoutian Is so 111 ehoseti, that it certaioly 
would be the saviug of mauy Uvcs to build odd in 
itB stead up the rivor ; which might bo done with 
groat advantage, as water carriage ta ho easy and 
cunveniont. A groat neglect in some of the cnm- 
maudets of the shipping here, wrb Buffering their 
people to go dirty, and freiiuently without frock, 
shirt, or any thing to corer their bodies ; which, 
I beaidea being a public nuisance, must probably be 
productive of ill health in the most robust cousti- 

The governor-general gave me leave to lodge 
all my people at the country hospital, which 1 
thought a great advantage, and with which they 
were perfectly satisfied. The officers, however, 
at their owu reqacst, remained in the town- 

The time Hxed.for the sailing of the packet ap- 
proaching, I Bottled my aoconnts with the Sabanitor, 
leaving spon the victualling aocount, to be closed 
by Mr. Fryer, tho master, previous to his de- 
[Mirture ; whom I hltewise authorised to supply the 
men and officers left under his command, with 
one month's pay, to eiiable thctn to purcliase 
elolhing for their passage to England. 

I had been at great pains tu bring living plants 
from Timor, in six tuba j which contained jacks, 
nancas, karambolas, namnams, jamboa, and three 
thriving bread-fruit plants. These I thought might 
bo servieeable at tho Cape of Good Hope, if 
brought no farther : but I had the mortification 
of being obliged to leave them all at Batavia. 
took these plants on board at Conpang, on 
20lh of August : they had experienced a paaaage 
of forty-two days to my arrival here. The breaS- 
fruit plants died to tho root, and sprouted afresh 
^m thence. The karambolaa, jacks, nancas, and 
namnams, I had r^sed (rom the Beod,and they were 
in fiue order. No judgment can hence bo termed 
of the snccesB of transporting plants, as in the 
present trial they had many disadvantagea. 

This morning, Friday IGth, before sun-rlsc, I 
ombarkod on board tho Vlydte packet, commanded 
bv Captain Peler Couvret, hound for Middleburgh. 
With me likewise embarked Mr. John Samuel, 
clerk, and John Smith, acamau. Those of our 
company who staid behind, the governor promised 
me should follow in the first ships, and bo as httic 
divided as posuhlc— At seven o'clock the 
packet weiglicd, and sailed out of the road. 

On the 18(h wo spoke the Rambler, an Ameri- 
can brig, belonaing te Boston, bound to Batavia. 
After passing the Straits of Sunda, we steered to 
the uorth of the Cocos Isles. These islands. Cap- 
tain Couvret informed mo, are full of cocoa-nut 
trera : there is no anchorage near them, but 
goufi landing for boats. 

In the p^sigc to the Cape of Good Hope there 
occurred nothing worth remark. I cannot, bow- 
ever, forbear noticing the Duteh manner of navi- 
gating. They steer by true compass, or rather 
endeavour so to do, by means of a lon^ moveable 
central card, whieh they sot to the meridian : and 
whenever the; ^scover lbs variation has altered 



■ degrees since the last adjustment, tliey again 
irreet the central card. JThis is steering within 
quarter of a point, without aimrug at greater 
exactness. The officer of the watch Itkewise cor- 
rects the course for lee-way, by his own judgment, 
before it is marked down in the log board. They 
heave no Iw : I was teld that the Company do not 
allow it. Their manner of computing tliuir run, 
, means of a moasutcd distance (^ forty feci 
along the ship's side : they take notice of any 
remarhablo patch of froth, when it is abreast the 
ibremoat end of tho measured distance, and count 
econds till the mark of froth is abreast the 
after end. With the number of half seconds thus 
obtmned, they divide the number forty-eight, 
talcing the product for the rate of sailing in geo- 
graphical miles in one hour, or tlie number of 
Duteh miles in four hours. 

is not usual to make any allowance to tiie 
declination, on account of being on a dif- 
ferent meridian from that for which the tables 
are calculated : they in general compute with the 
numbers just as they are found in the table. From 
all this it is not difficult te conceive the reason 
why tho Duteh arc fireqncntly above ten degrees 
out in their reckoning. Their passages likewise 
are considerably lengthened by not carrying a 
sufficient quantity of sail. 

December IBth, in the afternoon we anchored 
in Table Bay. The next morning I went oo shore, 
and waited on his Excellency M. Tander Graaf, 
who received me in the most polite and friendly 
manner. The Guardian, commanded by Lieut. 
lUou, had left the Cape about eight days before, 
with cattle and stores for Port Jackson. This day 
anchored in Table Bay, the Astree, a French 
frigate, commanded by the Count de St. Rivel, 
from the Isle of France, on board of which ship 
was the late governor, the Chevalier d'Entrecas- „ 
treaux. Other ships that arrived during my stay S 
at tlie Capo, were, a French forty gun frigate, an 
East India ship, and a brig of the same nation : 
likewise two other French ships, with slaves from 
tlie coast of Mosambique, bound to the West 
Indies : a Dutch packet &om Europe, after a 
four months' passage : and the Harpy, a South 
Sea whaler, with GOO barrels of spermaceti, and 
400 of seal and other oils. There is a stiuiding 
order &om the Duteh East India Company, that 
no person who tekee a passage from Batavia for 
Europe, in any of their ships, shall be allowed to 
leave the ship before she arrives at her intended 
port i according to which rogulatioo, I must liave 
gone te Holland in the paeket. Of this 1 was not 
informed till I was taking leave of tlie governor- 
geneml, at Batavia, when it was too late for him 
to give the captain an order to permit me te land 
in the channel. Ho however desired I would 
make use of his name to Governor Vander Graaf, 
who readily comphed with my request, and gave 
the necessary orders to tho captain of the packet, 
a copy of which his Excellency gave to me ; and 
at tho same time, reeomraeudatory letters te 
people of Gonscqueiico in Holland, in case I should 
be obliged te proceed so far. 

I left a letter at the Cape of Good Hope, to be 
forwarded te Govenior Phillips, at Port Jackson, 
by the first opportunity ; containiiijj a short ae- 



CoruwitlliB ; bo that every p&rt of ludin will be 
praporucl to receive tlicm. 

We Bailed from tlioCape,an Satunlay, 2ii[l Jun- 
imrj-, 1790, in company with the Asta^e Freucli 
frigate. The next mornmg neither ship nor land 
was in Bieht. On the ISfli, we passed in sight of 
the island St. Relriia. The Slat, we saw the Island 
AscenKion. On the lOlh of Fehruary, the wind 
being at N.£.,blowJDgfres]i,nnT sails were covered 
with a Sine omngc-coloured dust. Fuegn, the 
westemmDat of the C&pQ de Verd Ulnnds, and the 
nearest knd tj> us, □□ tliat day at nuonliore N.E.by 
E. J E., distance 140 leagDCti. On the ]3tb of 
Maivli, we saw the Bill of Portland, and on tbe 
evening of the next day, Sunday March the 14th, 
I left the packet, artd was landed at Portsmouth, 
by an Isle of Wight lioat. 

Those of my officers and people whom I left at 
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Bataviu, were provided with [laeHages in the 
eurliest ships ; and at tlia time we parteil, wexe 
apparently in good health. NevorthelesB ihej 
did not all live to quit Balavia. Mr. Elphinstone, 
master's mate, and Po1«r Linklettor, eeumiui, 
died within a fortnight after my departure ; tbe 
hardsliipB lliey had experienced having rcadered 
them unequal to cope with bo unhealthy A climats 
as that of Batovia. Tlie remainder emborkt^d on 
hoard the Dutch fleet for Europe, and arrived 
safe at tliis country, except Boiert Looib, wbo 
died on the passage, and Mr. Ledward, the sur- 
geon, who haa not yet been heard of. Thiu 
of nineteen wlio were forced by the mutineer* 
into the launch, it baa pleased God that twelve

CiFTtlN Bliob's Dccount of his voyage bus been 
given precisely as he published it, in 1793, with- 
out any alterution, saving the snppresBiun of those 
ports where he records his ob^rvations of the 
latitude, longttode, bearings and soundings of 
partlonlar places, of no interest to any but the 
mariner, and even to him now rendert-d almoHt, 
if not quite utrelesa, by subsequent and mora ac- 

The Hipenority of the pleasure derived &om 
reading a jonm^ of facta, recorded day by day 
while the inimediale impression remains, over a 
formal narrative, is so great, as to render it very 
desirable that the original should be preaenlod to 
the public, rather than a vamped and tinselled 
■nhslitnfe. In many cases however, the original 
is not adapted for that purpose ; but the present 
is far otherwise, and we trace the daily progress 
of the skUful mariner, on whose life the existence 
of his fellow sufferers depended, with earnest hope 
and eager expectation. Hia narrative is like a 
moving picture ; full of horrors, it is true, but of 
horrors that fix our gaze upon them. 

Captain Bligh's character stood deservedly Iiigh 
in his profession, in which be attenvards rose to 
the rank of a flag officer, but his temper was infirm, 
and when under its influence lie suffered himself 
to use language both to his crew and ofllcers, which 
it is now Eurprising to believe waa not quite un- 
cnnitBon at that period, even from gentlemen hold- 
ing the rank he did, at the time of the mutiny. 

Disputes began early between him and his officers 
and crew, and appear to have originated from the

own person, an was nsoal in email vessels, the 
offices of captain and pnrser. Many irritating 
altercations uccun'ed, which were met by Captain 
Bligh with much heat of temper, but when patsed, 
though forgotten by him, were remember^ by 
otiiera. Hia conduct in the voyage out, when bu 
judicious regulalions preserved the health of his 
ship's company tn a very trying soason, and tlie 
remarkable Bleadinesa of his management of bis 
men, when oxpoB«d in tha boat, nnd tried to the 
utmost by their behaviour, even then unmly, 
prove him to have been not only fully equal, but 
worthy to command. Six months' rela^aition from 
the strict reins of disdpline on the feacinating 
shores of Otaheile, were not calculated to mnke 
the renewed curb eit easy. Disputes again began, 
and the captain's temper again got the better of 
him. Christian, who had received kindness from 
the captain with one hand and insults with the 
other, took a sudden resolution which he after- 



save the captain's clerk on the one side, and those 
whom Christian hod, in the firat instance, railed 
on, on tlie other, were for a time paralysed, and 
slowly took their determitutiion biassed by fear of 
hatr^ in all their actions, but none by love, if we 
Except the compasaiouals sailor who fed the cap- 
tain with sliaddouk. 

Captain Bligh considered the mntiny as the 
result of a conspiracy, but no evidence ts support 
that opinion was ever produced ; on the contrary, 
in a journal kept by Morrison the btatswain's mate, 
an account of its origin is given, professedly &oni 
Christian's own relation, and this is tbe only dis- 
'it thathaseverlieen made public 
It appears that Christian, feeling himself muob 
aggrieved at the captain's treulment, had formed 
the resolution of quitting the ship on tlje evening

This appeani from all tlie various accounts of 
the evidence on the Court Martial, aFlerwords 
held nn tlie mutineem, to have been the true 
£ of the case ; but the moral obligation of obe- 
dience>to discipline in a sliip, must have lieen 
totally foivotten by both oSici^rs aud crew, when 
Bueh a audilen determination was thought capable 
of execution, and not one soul stepped forwml to 
oppose it.

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companied the Pandora when she left Otaheitej 
purteil company with her near the Fahnerston 
Islands, but arrived Hofely at Samorang, in Java, 
after a voyage in which the crew snfforcd dread- 
fnlly from want of water and prnviaioos. She 
wa« an admirable e»ler, and was afterwards era- 
plnyed in the sea-otter tradu, and aabseqiiDiitly 
bought at CaatoD by the late Captain Brtiagbton, 
to aBsiM ill the Burrey of the coast of Tartary. 

Stewart and Hcywood did not join Morriaon in 
this expedition, conaideriag it much bettei- to 

some European vessel would touch before a long 
time elapsed. 

Wben Captain Bligb arrived in Eugland and tbe 
aoeount of the mnttny was given to the world, a 
universal feeling of sympathy for the sufferers, 
and of indignation imuuat the mutineers, took 
possesion of the public mind. It was felt, and 
justly, that any brrawh of that disclpliue which is 
the moJD stay of the navy, the bulwaric ol Britain, 
is deserving of severe punishment ; and that the 
perpetrators of so flagrant a violation of the first 
of a seaman's duties should bo pursued even to 
the uttermost parts of the earth, and brought 
back to answer for Ibeir crime to their injured 
country. The Admiralty were fully possessed of 
these sentiment^ and determined to nial^e every 
efTort to secure the offenders : with this view the 
Pandora frigate, Capt. Edward Edwards, mount- 
ing twenty-four guna and manned by a crew of 
124 men, was commissioned, and so well victualled 
that, to use the expression of Mr. Hamilton the 
surgeon, who has written an amu»ng, though 
rather coarse account, of a most disastrous voyage, 
" they were obliged to eat a hole in their br^id 
before they had room to lie down." They sailed 
in August, 179D, with onlcn to proceed in the 
first instance to Otaheite, and, not finding the 
mutineers there, to visit the different groups of 
the Society and Friendly Islands, and the others 
in the neighliouring parts of the Pacific ; nsing 
their best endeavours to seize and bring home in 
confinement the whole or such part of the delin- 
quents as they might be able to discover. 

On the voyage the crew salTered much from an 
infectious fever, and at one time thirty-Uve men 
were lud up sick in their hammocks. An alarm 
of a Spanish frigate bearing down, put tliem to 
muc>h inconvenience from tiio lumbered state of 
the vessel ; but when tbe bulk-heads were all 
down and the ship cleared for action, the supposed 
enemy turned out to be a good friend, his Majesty's 
ship the Shark. 

They touched at Rio Janeiro, where Captain 
Edwards was entertained by Che viceroy. His 
palace was handsome, and its interior decorations 
were very beautiful and singularly appropriate. 
In various apnrbnents, paintings on the ceilings 
displayed all the objects of natural history pecu- 
liar to the country. In one apartment appeared 
the quadrupeds, in another the fishes, in a third 
the birds and shells were displayed in groups and 
borderings. This elegant mode of adorning rooms 
is well worthy of imitation. 

The voyage from Rio was prosperous, and the 
vessel arrived in Malavai Bay on the 23rd of 
March, 1791- Immediately on her arrival, Cole- 
man, the Brmoorer of the Bounty, put off iu a 
canoe, and went on board ; he was quickly followed 



by Stewart nnd Heywood, who voluntarily HurrBi 
dered themselves ; they, however, met with a vei 
ungracious reception from Captain Edwards, w1 
ordered them to be put in irons immediately, 
party was sent after tbe rest of the mutineers, wl 
wore soon secured ; and the whole were lodgi 
togelher in a small prison erected for tlie pnrpoe* 
on the qnartor-deck, the only entrance to which 
was by a scuttle in the roof, about eighteen inebea 
square, and confined with both legs and feet in 
irons. " The prisoners' wives," soys Mr. Hamp- 
ton, in his account of the Pandora's voyago, 
"visited the ship daily, and brought tliMr chil- 
dren, who were permitted to be carried to i^ -— 
unhappy fathers. To see the poor captive 
irons weeping over their tender offspring, was too 
moving a scene for any feeling heart. Their 
wives brought them ample supplies i>f every 
delicacy that the country afforded while we lay 
there, and behaved with the greatest fidjolily and 
affection to them." 

Sixteen men had left the Bounty ai OtobeitE __ 
fourteen were now on board the Pandora ; the 
remaining two bad botli died violent deaths. One 
of these, Churchill, was murdered by his coni|>a- 
nion Thompson, for some insult he had received ; 
and Thompson was in return stoned to death by 
the natives, the friends of the murdered man, 
who had attained the rank of a cliief- 

The Tandora set swl on Uie 8th May, 
proceeded to make a search, prolonged for three 
months, among tbe various groups of ishuids, bat 
without meeting with any trace of Christian and 
his companions, except on ime of tbe PalmrastDIt 
Islands, where a mast and some spars belonging Ut 
the Bounty were found. OntheBythof Angustlhey 
arrived off New Holland, and ran along the barrier 
reef, a boat being sent out to look fur an opening,but 
in the night the ship struck, and she immediately 
began to 611 with water ; all hands were employed 
at the pumps and baling from the hatchways, hut 
to no effect;: the leak increased, and the ship beat 
over the reef into the deep water on the other 
^de. It was evident that she was sinking, and 
tlie people took to the boats. Three only of the 
prisonoFB hod been liberated to work at the pnmpa, 
hut the prayers of the others to be allowed to 
assist were totally disregarded ; the guard over 
thon had been doubled, "and all would have been 
drowned if the armourer, either by accident or from 
design, had not dropped bis keys into the prison, 
and with them Ihcy set themselves free ; one ' 
the sailors, at the risk of his life, hekl on by tl 
Goombings, and drew out the long shackle bolts, 
and thus all but four, who miserably perished, 
saved themselves at the moment that tbe diip went 
down, and when the whole deck was under water. 
Stewart was one of those who were thus nufortu- 
nately lost. 

All who luul contrived to escape made for a sandy 
key about tliree miles from the wreck, and on mus- 
tering the hands it was found that BS of the ship's 
companyand tun of tbe mutineers, were saved ; but 
thirty-one of the ship's company, md four of the 
mutineers, hod gone down with the wreck. 

The survivors were now distributed in the boats, 
and after a miserable voyage arrived at Coupang 
on the llith of August, whore they remained umw 
w^eks. Here the prisoners were again confiaed in 
irons in the castle,aDd were Created mtlie same wiqr 
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■t Bataviu, whither they were traiwported in aDutch 
ship. From tlicnue tnej' net sail iu a Dutch India- 
luau, but falling in with the Gor^n nukn-of-wor at 
t\\e C»pe, tbBjF were truiaterred to thut vcBsel, 
tad arrived at Spitheod on the 19th June, 1792. 

The Cuurt-Martiol met on the 12th of September, 
and after ml inveetigatlon whiuh lasted an days, 
! their judgment that Che eborges had been 
ed ajainat Peter Hejwood, James MorriBcin, 
Bias Ellison, Thomas Buriiitt, John Millvrard, 
and William MoBprat ; bat recommended Hey- 
wuod and Morrison to merey. Norman, Colemaa, 
M'latOBli, and Bji-ne, all of whom had expressed 
their desire to go into the boat^ were acquitted- 
Eveulually, a free pardon was granted to Hey- 
wood, Morrison, and MuHprat ; bot the otlier 
three Buftered the penalty of tbeir crime, and were 
hung UQ board the Brimswick, on Che 2yth of 
Oetober. 

lie case of Heywood was particularly hard, 
and wna geuerolly so considered. He had done no 
aet which could be construed into ussiBtiug iu the 
muljny ; but bis case is an instance which should 
never be forgotten by tlie seaman, of tliat salutary 
rule, which ^termioeathathe who does not oppose 
a mutiny, makes himttelf a party to it. There were, 
ever, so many extenuating circmnstonceg in 
-wood's cose, ts almost to take it out of the 
reach of even tills strict interpretation. He was 
only fifteen years of age, and this was his first 
voyage ; waked from his sleep by the news ot a 
mutiny, he came on deck, found the captain a 

Jrisoner, heard two of the otficera (Haytrard and 
'ryer, who were afterwards forced mto the boat) 
terrified at the idea of being turned adrift, en- 
treat to be left in the ship, and saw that no effort 
was made by his superiors or any other la oppose 
the mutineers. He at first very naturally deter- 
mined rather to risk hlmBelf in the ahip than iu 
the boat, of whose safety he despaired ; but he 
changed this determination, and had with Stewart 
gone to his berth to get some things together, 
when, by order of the mutineers, the two young 
men were confined below, and not permitted to come 
upon deck till the boat with Captain Bligh had 
put off. AU these eircumstanees were duly appre- 
ciated ; Mr. Heywood wss penuittetl, s^ainst the 
usual practice in such cases, to resume his profes- 
sioD,' in which bis career was prosperous and hon- 
ourable. He saw much hard service, and attained 
the rank of captain. He died in the year 11135. 

It is now time to return to Cliristian, and pursue 
his unfortunate career. All the occounCg of his 
proceedings and uf the fate of his companions, are 
derived from Alexander Smith, or as he after- 
WBi-da called himself, though from what cause is 
not iinoWQ, John Adams. Bis varying statements 
to the different persons who saw him at Pitcairo's 
Island regarding Cliristian, though apparently not 
very consislenl, may perhaps be both true, espe- 
cially OB DO motive for taUehood is apparent. To 
CaptaiOB Staines and Pipon, who first visited huu, 
tie staled that Christian was never happy, tliat he 
appL'ored full of sliame and misery, after the des- 
perate act be liod performed ; and that on tlie voy- 
age to I'ileaim'B Inland, be shut himself up in his 
cabin, scarcely ever appeared, and when he did. 
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seemed Euuk in the deepest melancholy : yet ha 
told Captain Beechey that Christian was always 
cheerful ; that his example was of the greatest 
service in exciting bis companions to labour ; that 
he was naturally of a happy ingenuous disposition, 
and won the good opinion and respect of all who 
served under nim. It does not seem unprobable 
that before he had effected bis object, and whilst 
he was in continual dread of seizure by eome 
British vessel, doubts and fear might cloud hia 
mind, and deaden his spunt, yet that when he 
found himself as he believed free from all danger 
and in the full command of those from whom 
he exacted and received obedience, ho should be- 
come all that Adams Btalad him to be to Caplajn 
Beecbey. 

It has generally been supposed that he was a 
prey to remorse, and that this feeling continually 
weighing upon and irritating his mind, rendered 
him morose and savage, and that the indulgence 
of Buoh feelings cost hmi his life. This idea was 
grounded upou Captain Bligh's statement in his 
narration, " that when he reproached Christian 
with his ingratitnda, he replied, ' That is what it 
is, Mr, Bligh ; 1 am in bell, I am m hell 1'" and 
upon Adams's statement of hia conduct on the 
voyage to Pitcium's Island. The evidence on the 
Court Martial shows that Captun Bligh via. quite 
mistaken in the words of Cnriatiau and their im< 
port. The master, Mr. Fryer, in his evidcnuo slated 
that on coming on deukbe said to Christian, " Con- 
sider what you are abont," to which he replied, ' 
" Hold your tongue, air I I have been in hell for 
weeks past : Captain Bligh has brought all this on 
himBelf;" allmUng to the frequent quarrels that 
they had had, and the abuse he had received from 
CJaplain Bligh. With respect to Christian's aeelu- 
Hon and apparent melancholy ou the subsequent 
voyage, that has already been noticed and au ~ 
planation attempted. 

Again, it has been stated that Christian's own 
act, in forcibly taking away the wife of one of the 
Otaheitans, was the occasion of bis death ; that ho 
was shot by the injured husband. Itwill bo seen 
in the subeequcDt narration, that this was not tb 
case ; that Williams and not Christian was th 
offending party, and that his crime was the immi 
diate, though not Che only cause, of a general ii 
BurrectioD of the black men against the whitei 
in which Christiao fell ; not a tingle victim, bi 
with others. It is also worthy of remark, that o 
the visit of the English to Pitcwm's laland the 
young natives on being questioned concerning reli- 
gion, said it liad been first taught by Chriilian's 
order. The mid-day prayer which they said ho 
appumted is remarl^ble : " I will arise and go to 
my father and say unto him. Father, 1 t 
sinned against heaven and before thee, and an 
more worthy to be called thy son." This prayer, 
or rather confession, they eaii Christian had ap- 
pointed to be said every day at noon, and that 
the proctice was never neglected. 

All this tends to prove Uiat Christian's feelings 
were more those of healthy repentance than moi 

From this digresmou we will now return to ou 



When Christian left Otaheito, there were 
board, besides himself, eight of the most despe- 
rate of the mutineers, and six men and twelve 
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woineD, natives ot OtaUeite and Tuoliooai. Uib 
abject wBH to seek out an uninhabited idand, out 
of the track of vnyngFra, where be intended to 
break np hia TesBSl, and live with his coinp«nionB 
secladed from the world. He fell in with au island 
firal discovered by Ca|)laiD Carteret, and named by 
him Pitvaim'H Island. It wbb by hint laid down 3 
degrees of luagitnde oat of its true potdljon, which 
is 2.^' 4' S. laL, and 130° US' W. long. 

Here Chrisdau and his companions ran the ship 
on tbe FDcks, and after getting out every thiug 
nsefiil, set her on fire- The English divided the 
whole island among them, reserving nothing for 
tho Otaheiteans, whom they treated as servants. 
They, however, lived together peaceably for two 
yeais, built houses fur themselves, and cultivated 
Ute ground ; but a quarrel now broke out between 
the white and the black men. Williams, one of the 
EnglishmeD, had lost his wife, who fell from the 
rocks while gathering birds' eggs ; and he now in- 
sisted on havmg another wife, or leaving the island 
in one of the ship's boats which had been pro- 
served. As he was a naefol man, the English 
wished to keep him, and made one of the black 
men give np hia wife. The blaeks determined nn 
revenge, and laid a plot to murder all tbe English. 
Their plan was discovered by the womea, who were 
more -attached to the wiiitea than to their own 
eountiTmen, and the a^irdnded in the death of 
two of the natives, who were treacberonsly killed 
in the woods by their companions on a promise of 

Another interval ot quiet now took place, but 
the tyranny of their masters ^[bid drove the Otib' 
heit^ns to rebelliom Christian, Williams, and 
Mills, fell victims to this attack; Quintal and 
M'Koy fled to the mountuns ; Young was savnl 
by the women ; and Smith, or as he now called 
hinuelT, Adams, after being wounded, made his 
peaite with the natives. Alter this execntion, the 
Otaheiteana pnieeedod to choose wives for (hem- 
aelves, from the widows of the murdered men ; 
bnt violent disputes arose, and in the end, al] the 
na^ve men fell by the luinds of the women, except 
one who was shot by Young. The men who had 
fled to the mountaiia, now returned, and the foor, 
Adams, Young, M'Koy, and Qumtal, lived peace- 
ably for some years. 

M'Koy, wlio was a Scotchman, and conld not 
forget his beloved whiskey, was eontinnally trying 
experiments on the Ice root, and at last succeeded 
in manufacturing a s|iirituuus li()uor; the conee- 
quenee of this was, that he and Quintal were con- 
stantly intoxicated, aud in bis own ease this pro- 
ceeded so far as to prodnee delirium, and in one 
of the fits be threw himself &om a t^liff, and wos 
killed on the spot This was about 1798. 

In the course of next year Quintal's wife was 
killed from a fall from the rocliB, and nothing 
would satLsfy him but the wife of one of his com- 
panions, attliongh there were eeventi unmarried 
women to choose from ; Young and Adama would 
not pvB up their wives, and m revenge Quintal 
attempted to murder them. His design was pre- 
vented, but he swore lie would carry it into 
execution. Young and Adams now considered 
themselves Justilled in putting Quintal to death, 
to secure tlieir own lives ; and accordingly they 
executed their pnrpose by catting him down with 



Two men alone were now left of all w 
landed on the island ; their eitiuition, and j 
dreadful scenes they had witaesaed — acoM 
guilt which eutailed tlieir own pitntahiDeDt, ifi 
to have bad their due eOect.

Captain Folger did not publish any account of U 
discovery, which was first nodced in the newBpap««»|B 
and ofterwards authenticated by a isimmnntM^B 
tion made by him to Lieutenant F 
Vshiaraiao. 

No more was heard of Pitcaim's . __ 

inhabitants, till I8U, when two frigates, tbs^l 
Briton * and Tagus, commanded by Sir Thomi* 
Staines, and Captain Pi|)on, cruising in the PuHACf 
came to Pitc^m's Island, which, from the ei 
in the charts before alluded to, they Were i 
prised "at meedng with in that position. Their 
astonialiinent was increased when they were hailed 
by the crew of a canoe which bad put off to tliMo, 
with " Won't you heave us a rope now 1 " Aftvi- 
some difficulty, for the rope could not be made It 
to the csnoc, Uie crew aaae on board ; they were 
fine young men, about five feet t«D inches high, with 
manly features, partaking somewhat of the Otahei- 
tean cast of countenance, and with long black liatr. 
Their dress was a mantle tied round the waiitt by 
a girdle; one end being thrown over thesliould^rs, 
and the other hanging to the kneea, very much i- 
the fiishion of the belted plaid uf the aneiei 
Highlandiws. They wore straw hats amiuiicnl«d 
ilh featheis. The yonng women have invariahly

innocence and sweet sensibility ; and thcnr maa- 
neiB, far linnn displayuiK the licendMunaB oon^ 
moD to the inhabitants of other South Sea bhuid^t 
were simple aud unsophisticaled, but (■eriectly 
modest. 




A few riuuslions put and answereil nn liotli sides 
e\p1smed every thing, and one of the viutors 
proved to be son of Christian, who was the first bom 
on the island, and chmlencd ThundBv Oi^toher, 
and another was the son of Young. Thej' were 
naturally delighted and astonished at all they saw 
in the ship, bat were greatly pnzzled with the cow, 
and could not determine whether it waa a hugs 
goat or a humcd pig, those being the only two 
quadrupeds they nero acqaainted with. 

They were asked into the cabin to brealcTast, 
bnt before partaking of the meal, both stood up, 
and one of them, putting bis liauds in a poHture of 
devotion, asked a blessing ; and they were sur- 
prised to observe that this prictiee, which they 
said WHS taught them by Adams, was not attended 

Sir Thomas Staines and Captain Pipon deter- 
mined to go on shore, whieb they efiected through 
t, considerable surf, which thoroughly wetted 
Ihem ; and when Adama found that there was no in- 
tention of seizing him, and that the two captains 
liad eome ashore unarmed, he came dowu to tLe 
beach. He was a fine looking old man, between 
fifty and sixty. He toot the enpUiins to bis own 
se, which stood at one end of the Equare, round 
ch the houses, which all exhibit trails of 
Euroiidui canstruction, are placed ; tbe centre is 
a green, fenced in for the puutlry, of wliich they 
have a large stock. 

Sir Tliunias Staines made a proposal to Adams 
to go home wltli him, which he appeared anxious 
to &; but when he spokeof his denire to his family, 
a touching scene of sorrow was immediately dis- 
played, and Ills daughter fliug^g her arms round 
his neck, asked him "who would tlien take care 
of all his little children t" He could not resist 
nch entreaties, and although it waa perhaps the 
trict duty of the captains to take him, yet Ihcy 
felt themselves justified in waiving its execution 
in this peculiar case. 

They foimd every thins reguhtted with tJie most 
exact order ; every family possessed its separate 
'operty, which was well cultivated, John Adams 
tiling the young men and women to work every 
day. He did not encourage marriage before some 
property was got together for the support of a 
family ; a rule that waa willingly submitted to, 
and in no ease bad the sbghtest tendency to liber- 
tinism been observed. 

Adams was accnslomcd to perform the ceremo- 
nies of baptiam and marriage, but had not ventured 

After a stay of two days only, the Dritoo and 
Tagus departed, and the next account of the island 
is Uiat of Captain Boeche^, who visited it in 1 IS2& ; 
^ree an eijually plcasmg account uf tbe people 
>s it may not improperly be described, the 
family of Pitcaim'B Island, and of the patrwcb 
Adama. He found a new-comer among them, a, 
I named BulfeCt, who had belnuged to a whaler, 
but waa so much delighted with the society of this 
little settlement, that he begged to reouuD. He 

possessed of some information made faimself very 
useful both aa schoolmiater and clergyman. Cap- 
n Beecbey attended church, wbere John Adams 
read the prayers of the Church of England and 
BulTett preached, hut for fear any of bis aermoa 
might be forgotten he repeated it three times over. 
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All the inhabitants were particular in their reli- 
giona olaervBUcea, never omitting their morning 
and evening prayer and hymn. 

The furniture of their houaes was very good ; 
they manufactured bedsteads, chcsta, tables, and 
stools. The cloth for their sheets and dresses is 
mauufacturcd from the paper mulberry tree. 
Their houses were large and strongly built of 
wood, thatched with the leaves of the palm-tree ; 
they build them with two stories, the upper one 
being the sleeping room, and tbe lower the eating 

The pecuUar and unprecedented condition of 
these happy islanders, has always excited the most 
lively interest in all who have visited their hospi- 
table village ; uniting all the simplicity of the 
untaught savage, with the regular industry and 
religious feeliugs of cultivated aociet;, they pre- 
sented an anomaly in the bnman race which had 
never before been presented to tbe eye of the 
pbilosopber. 

All their feelinga and habits were moulded upon 
the patriarchal model ; Adams was looked on as 
their chief and fatlier, iroiD a. natural feeling of 
reverence for him, the oldest of the commmiity, 
whose wisdom taught them how to supply those 
wonta which they felt, and how to secure the 
bappioesa Ihey experienced hy pursuing a life of 
peace and concord. Biiing himself taught hy ox- 
ample, his pupils iiroHted by his experience. with- 
—' being exposed to the suares and temptations

remember tlie good oounsela he had given Ihcm, 
and never to &il in their religious and moral 
duties, he recommended Ihem, when he was gone, 
to choose one from among them who dionld be 
their chief. 

They did not follow this advice of the venerable 
patriarch, and the reason ia obvioua. At this 
time three other Engliahmen, besides Adams, were 
residing on the island, each of whom, from bis 
presumed sujiorior knowledge, was by the miso- 
phisticati^ simplicity of the iaiandera conaidered 
iieCter fitted tu command than ooe of Ihemselvea, 
and who would probably have refuaed to obey 
one of those whom they conaidered as their pupils. 
Had a choice been made among the Enghahnien, 
there was (from their character and various pre- 
tensions) every probability of a contest for power. 
One of ihem, by marriage with Adams's daughter, 
WBB possessed of property in tbe ishmd, and aa 
such might perhaps have claimed tbe succession 
BA (he legitimate representative of the last chief ; 
Buffetl hod long lived among them, exerdsing tlie 
honoured offices of their scbuolniaster and sjii- 
ritual teoclieri whilst George Nuim Hobbs, who 
appears to have been an ignorant fanatic, was 
already disputing the latter function with BaRett. 

Tliey feared that discord and cor'"*' " 

result from any choice under these i 

and as ambition had not yet lighted her uubal- 
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lowed flame on the pure altar of their innocent 
hearts, none among themselvea sttempled to claim 
Buperiority, and from the death of Adams they 
Gontinuod without r chief, or any authorised check 
upon diBordor. The natural results have bqc- 
ceeded, and the once happy family is scattered 
and divided. 

The island ifl from ^ to seven miles in circum- 
feroncc, and contuns ui area of about 3.^00 acres, 
one-twelfth of which only was cultivated at the 
Ijme uf Captain Waldegrave's visit in IBSO. The 
population was then only 79, and Captain Walde- 
gravo computed that the soil, if fully cultivated, 
would support one thousand souls, which is per- 
hB]>a an oxcesaivs esUmate. Tlie soil naturally 
produL-es tho cocoa-nut, plantains, bonanafl, yams, 
sweet potatoes, taro-root, the cloth-tree, the ban- 
yan [Jieus Indimu), and llie mulberry ; the bread- 
fruit (brought hy Christian), water-melons, pump- 
kins, potatoes, tobacco, the lemon, and orange, 
hod been culcivatod witji success. 

From remains of ancient morals, or burying- 
places, and some rudely carved images, and 
hatchets found on the island, it appears to have 
been formerly inhabited, .but abandoned, mther 
from the population exceeding the means of sup- 
ply, or, which is quite as likely, from the death of 
all the inhabitants. 

The dread of over-peopling flicir islands seems 
quite a disease among the inhabit^ita of the Foly- 
nenan islands ; and to this may be atCiibuled the 
institution of the detestable society of Arreoys, 
whoso professed object is to lessen the popolation, 
which tt does yen' effectually. Their wars are 
also A constant drain, and their indolent and 
intemperate life induces maladies nhicli also serve 
to thin the popniatian. All these causes have 
operated so efficiently, that there is every reason 
to believe that the population of the various 
islands was as great, if not larger, two or thi'ee 
hunilred years ago, as it is at present ; yet the 
dread of over-population still continnes. 

How different was it with the natives of Pit- 
eaim ! bred up in temperance and virtue (for 
the fate of Quintal and M'Koy produced its due 
effect), they were as remarkable for vigorous 
health and extraordinary muscular power, as for 
the rectitude of their moral conduct It was an 
easy feat for the men to swim round their island ; 
and the women, whose beauty and engaging man- 



ners have been already noticed, were scoroeiy 
inferior to the men. George Young and Edward 
Quintal, two of the iBlnndcrs, have each carried, 
at one time, a kedge-anchor, two sledge-hammer^ 
and an armourcr^s anvil, weighing together up- 
wards of six hundred pounds ; aud Quintal once 
carried a boat twenty-eight feet in length. They 
had begun lu build regular keeled boats, instead 
of canoes, and if left to themselves would have 
found means of emigration when the time came, 
and a surplus population made such a proceeding 
necessary ; but by their more recent viuIotb they 
appear to have been inoculated witli this foolish 
fear of exhausting their resources, and if any are 
now left they are hut a remnant. 

In conseijuence of a representation made by 
Captain Beeohey, a supply of various articlDB at 
dress and agricultural Tcols were sent out from 
VaJ^raiso m the Seringapatam, Cnpt. tlie Hon. 
W.Waldegrave, who arrived in March 11130. He 
found that two new viutors had come among them, 
John Evans, the son of a coaoh-maker in Long 
Acre, and George Nunn Hobha ; this hitter hod 
assumed the office of clergyman and schoolmas- 
ter, before exorcised by Buffett, and hftd in faet 
created a sort of schism in the once peaceful society, 
whilst the religions doctrines he taught appeared to 
savour more of cant than true piety. Captain 
Waldegrave found that Adams had died in the 
preceding year, 1829. The population at the 
time of Captain Waldegrave's visit was estimated 
at 79, and already the people had begun to q)eou- 
late on removing to a larger island. This idea 
has since been encouraged by the miseionai^ea 
engaged in the South Sea Islands ; and it is un- 
derstood that, about three years ago, the design 
was carried into execution, aud the inhabitants 
transported to Otaheile aud other neighbouring 
iatands. The destruction of such a society, so 
]iure and so happy, cannot be contemplated with- 
out a sigh. Never perhaps was there an instance 
of such good seed springing from so evil a stock ; 
and the example of Adams, who from a mnu of 
violence and blood became the venerated patriarch 
of a thriving colony, who owed all they knew to bis 
care and instruction, may serve to teach a usefnt 
lesson, proving as it does that man, having the will, 
still hiks the power to retrace his eti'ps in the path 
of evil, and to turn them, though tardily yet surely, 
to (he path of good. 
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
